FAIRS . . . The Fairs on either side of our great country 
have really outdone themselves. How any fairs could sur- 
pass the boastings of their advance publicity seems incred- 
ible, yet this is exactly what they have done.

You will have to plan 
your itinerary carefully to see even half the things that in- 
terest you most. No one can attempt to do this fully, for 
there are so many homes and gardens, historic buildings 
and museums—a thousand show places in your path. 


of FUNCTIONALISM ... Both the Fairs and the old houses 


of New England bring this subject of functional architec- 
ture to your mind, although that may seem a far cry in both 
time and appearance. It has always struck me, however, that 
functionalism or designing-for-use has always been an 
American characteristic. This is as evident in the New Eng- 
land farm house as in the Houses of Tomorrow at the Fair. 
The same principles of design and economy apply to both 
and both are achievements limited only by the ability of the 
designers and the materials available at the time. The low- 
ceilinged houses, squat, square and with small windows, 
were functional from the point of view of shelter and com- 
fort. They were economical to build, simple and unadorned. 
Low-ceilinged rooms were easier to heat and small windows 
prevented heat loss through glass and cracks. The central 
chimney was functional in its placing and in the many fire- 
places opening into it to provide heat for the various rooms 
as well as for cooking. It may be quite a carry from that 
simple heating system to our present day air conditioning, 
but the principles of centralizing heating equipment for 
economy still hold good. Some of the old houses were even 
insulated with woven blankets of eel grass or seaweed. While 
it is true that they did not have the advantages of the new 
materials which make our houses stronger and more im- 
pervious, they did use the material at hand to the best func- 
tional advantage. Without the wealth of scientific knowl- 
edge, the mechanical facilities for mass production, the 
innumerable materials, both processed and synthetic, they 
still achieved a construction that served its purpose well 
and endured the ravages of time and weather. Our admira- 
tion for the old houses is not, therefore, to be limited to 
their quaintness or their beauty of form alone, but also in- 
cludes their straighiforward honesty of construction. They 
were the Modern of their day.

Guilford - 1939 


ASHINGTON, the New York World’s Fair reminded us graphically. 

was inaugurated a hundred and fifty years.ago. As he took the oath 
of office, there stood, beside Long Island Sound a few miles from New 
Haven, the small town of Guilford which was already a hundred and fifty 
years old. Shakespeare was still alive when Henry Whitfield, who led the 
Guilfordians out of England, was a boy. The Rev. Mr. Whitfield and the 
little band which sailed bravely out of London on a spring day in 1639 
carried the tradition of medieval England to the Connecticut wilderness. 
There they at once built a stone house—home, church and fort—with 
cavernous fireplaces and small diamond-paned windows. A part of this 
remains, carefully restored. 

So much evidence is left of that early penis century flight from 
religious intolerance and the community which resulted, that now, in the 
twentieth century, with Guilford celebrating its three-hundredth birthday 
on September 2, 3 and 4, it is perfectly simple to conjure up a picture of 
what the settlement originally was. If you will go and stand on the village 
green, still handsome, though the hurricane uprooted its venerable elms 
and maples and tore the steeple off the classic Meeting House, you will find 
it hemmed round with ancient houses. These are a living link with our 
beginnings. They are a record of the continuity of the American way. In 
the solid central stone chimneys, the high, steep pitched roofs sweeping 
almost to the ground in back (and covered with hand-riven shingles), in 
the orderly sixteen-light windows set into clapboard facades with consid- 
erable distinction, there is a vigor and a solidity which explains much about 
the men and women who planned and built them. You may read in wood 
and stone that they were independent, determined and unostentatious. They 
liked to live comfortably but were Puritan enough to eschew anything 
purposeless. They were neat and thorough, else wooden houses wou!d never 
have survived centuries of battering coastal storms; good craftsmen and 
good citizens. Also, they were proud. 

You will be struck, simultaneously, with the survival of many of these 
qualities in the Guilford citizen of today. That he is neat and energetic is 
attested by the replacing of the ruined trees, by the close-clipped lawns, the 
spotless streets. His taste is simple still. No great mansions have been reared 
during the ensuing years to dwarf or crowd those first tight little houses. 
But he is proud and from his pride has blossomed a story. 

This story has two chief protagonists, a newspaper and an artist. These 
two are succeeding in making the Guilford tercentenary memorable because. 
bound together in the cause of telling good Americans about their good 
American beginnings, each contributes one chapter to the story. Mr. Curtiss 
S. Johnson, editor and publisher of the “Shore Line Times,” as chairman 
of the tercentenary publicity committee, is the energizing force. He and his 
assistant, Mary Hoadley Griswold, whose splendid book, “Yester-Years of 
Guilford,” should be in your hand as you walk through the town, have 
communicated their passion for Guilford to many other people. Mr. Charles 
Hubbard is an artist who has spent years in making, literally by hand, a 
book commemorating Guilford. It is “Old Guilford,” out this spring, pub- 
lished by the tercentenary committee, written, illustrated and patiently and 
beautifully hand-lettered by Mr. Hubbard. From this come the drawings 
on these pages. The book is on sale, among other places, at R. H. Macy 
and Co., Inc., in New York. And Macy is deeply interested in the Guilford 

celebration, too. In 1936, sixty-one pieces of beautifully made maple fur- 
‘niture were presented by Macy under the name Guilford Group. Now

Guilford’s history, like New England’s, 
has been eventful. Although its land was 
purchased peaceably enough from the Sa- 
chem Squaw of the Nenuncatuck and from 
the pious Weekwash, the watch was sub- 
sequently charged: “If- you discover any 
Indians walking in the time of your watch 
you are to apprehend them & kepe them in 
safe custody; if any shall offer violence, you 
may use your armes in defending yourselves 
& you may call for more helpe, or make 
alarme if need require.” Life was none too 
secure. Later, when the Revolution was in 
full swing, Guilford took an active part and 
the British even landed at Leete’s Island in 
1781 (when Agnes Dickinson Lee “went out 
and blazed away” with the signal gun) 
though they made but a “short tarry,” leav- 
ing hastily after such opposition. In later 
wars also Guilford made a patriotic show- 
ing, while at home her affairs were always 
managed with patent sobriety. She ‘has pro- 
duced patriots and poets (Fitz-Greene 
Halleck is her son), churchmen and solid 
citizens. But her history is only more ex- 
traordinary than that of the average New 
England town in that she doesn’t change. 


The drawing is of Meeting-House Hill, North Guilford. 
Below it is the hearth of the Benton-Beecher house, built 
about 1.770 by Caleb Benton at the head of Guilford 
Green, moved in 1829 to the foot of Whitfield Street. 
Lot Benton, cousin of Caleb, was uncle to Lyman Beecher, 


the father of Harriet Beecher Stowe and Henry Ward 


Beecher. It is now the property of Judge Harry Durant and 
has a lovely walled garden running down to the water's 
edge. Below, an old Guilford house and a tanbark mill 
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The drawing is of the Loper House, home of "The 
Blind Miller,’ Edword Loper, in his nephew S. Ward 
Loper's poem. Here he lived with his sister 
Rebecca and his brother Samuel. The top photo- 
graph gives a full view of the Solomon Stone house, 
1766. Below it is the Hyland house, home of 
George of that name, who came first to Guilford 
in 1651. The main house was built in 1660, the lean- 
to in 1720. It now houses within its deep red clap- 
board walls the Dorothy Whitfield Historical So- 
ciety, Inc., which owns it.

The descendants of 
the first men and women of Guilford survive and carry on. 
Go to Guilford and talk to the townspeople. They are proud 
of their history, as they have good reason to be.

that it would be sheer obstinacy and extreme short-sightedness 
not to greet the European contribution to the Fair with open 
arms. For one thing it emphasizes the community of man’s 
life, whether he be an Irish peasant, a Polish diplomat, a 
Swedish businessman. The pattern of the peasant’s, the dip- 
lomat’s, the businessman’s life tallies in all countries with 
the lives of others of his kind. This is the primary reason why 
the New York World’s Fair is so exciting. More than be- 
cause of its rioting color, its great splashy fountains, its pro- 
cession of flowers: because it is meant for you and me and 
all the John Does in America. 

House BEAUTIFUL is of two minds about the photographs 
of the international exhibits which it presents on these pages. 
We are very proud of them, but also a little wistful over all 
that had to be left out. Some because the exhibits were not 
yet complete when we went to press, some because they did 
not concentrate directly on home decoration, many because 
we simply hadn’t room. The story is not complete as you see 
it here. It could not be complete in any magazine. It is com- 
plete only at the Fair. So this article must stand as a piece 
of reporting and as an invitation to come and fill in the gaps 
for yourself. 

We cannot better communicate to you the mood of excite- 
ment engendered in us by the Fair than by turning back to 
our own overflowing notebooks, scrawled full when we were 
most moved, when the sights we report were right before our 
eyes. The order is random, as was our course.

OUNTRY-GOING people demand air, space, sunshine and infor- 


mality. They can get all this economically in the ingenious 


modern summer eottage designed by Antonin Raymond for a family 
of two parents, two children and guests. 

“Open house” might well be the name of the cottage. Mr. Raymond 
has adapted to modern American life ideas derived from the East 
where he practiced for years.

ARDENERS who rejoiced when herbs came from the 
gloom of neglect to the sunshine of favor are shakingly 
apprehensive. “J’ai peur pour le persil,” murmurs little Cécile 
as she covers up her precious pot of Parsley~against the bitter 
cold of the Quebec night. And we herb lovers are afraid for 
the Parsley and Basil and the Rue and the Ambrosia. For 
unless the gardener brings herbs into his scheme of -things’ for 
some definite reason they will not prove fixtures. 

They lack beauty in the popular sense of the word, possess 
in themselves no spectacular appearance, take room away from 
treasured specimens, and are not plants the owner can prattle 
intelligently about without a certain amount of study. So why 
all this pother about the things? 

My earliest plant recollections consist of the spring hunt for 
Thoroughwort to be made into tea, and Cardamom seeds. taken 
to church as a deterrent for the Sunday wiggles, with a freshly 
picked “Bible Leaf” scenting the book’s pages, so a garden with- 
out herbs seems an unthinkable place. Therefore, I am going 
to make a plea for herbs and try to show that so widely diver- 
sified are the usages for these plants that if each grower will 
choose only the division which appeals to him for a definite 
personal reason, he will find enough interest to engage per- 
manently both his affections and his desires. 

The Culinary Corner. To most people herbs mean the little 
green leaves that are picked freshly in the summer and used 
for seasoning, or the dried products to pep up food during the 
winter months. But by and large we are not a nation of cooks 
caring for subtle flavors, and unless: the culinary herbs are em- 
ployed with discretion by someone who knows. their capabili- 
ties, disfavor quickly comes. The gardener and the cook should 
be one and the same person to get the proper taste, for when 
the latter is the usual autocrat of the kitchen, unless foreign 
blood is present, lack of judgment and: knowledge is apt to 
bring disastrous results. Salads with tiny green slivers of a 
dozen herbs lending savor, casseroles whose steam is redolent 
of Thyme and Basil, sausages fragrant with Tarragon and 
Marjoram are not general items of the menu. Yet it is in this 
word general that the hope of a continuance of interest must be 
looked for. It is not the occasional user who will keep in per- 
manance the splendid lists the nurseries are now offering, but a 
widespread liking for the product. So unless you know that you 
will use them yourself or patiently teach someone else to do so, 
don’t clutter up your garden with a culinary herb bed. It won’t 
be a lasting feature, and disillusionment is fatal. But if you are 
certain, or even if there is a reasonable doubt on the matter, 





that herbs will be of practical benefit to you in the realm of 
cooking, then grow the following list.

While all books dealing with herbs treat’ of the culinary 
uses, two: devote themselves entirely to that topical aspect, and 
will give the grower and user all needed information on cultiva- 
tion and employment: “Culinary Herbs and Condiments,” by 
M. Grieve, and “Herbs, Salads and Seasonings,” by Boulestin 
and Hill. 

Aromatic Herbs. When the sense of smell brings great pleas- 
ure this division is immensely popular. Its enjoyment requires 
no knowledge, and the usage best calculated to gain the most 
profit from the plants is to follow the impulse to bury your 
face in handfuls of the delicious things! In any aromatic plants 
the scented oils which release the perfume are stronger as the 
night approaches, and the herb garden of aromatics is an en- 
chanted place as the evening breezes drift across it. Hence it 
should be placed near the house or porch or terrace best to 
enjoy its presence.

HREE things—convenience. outlook and heat—domi- 

nated the construction of Mr.-and Mrs, William Har- 
ris home in Greenwich, Connecticut. In those. three things 
lies another tale of American Modern design. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harris’ home is as modern—in strictly 
American fashion—as any home we've seen for a long 
time. From the brown blocks of “vibrated” concrete used 
for the walls to the green slate roof it borrows the tones of 
the Connecticut landscape. From the motion-picture pro- 
jection booth between the study and the living room to 
the steel overhead-opening garage door it reflects the 
American’s desire for comfort and ease of maintenance. 
It’s not surprising, then, that the Harrises and the archi- 
tect-decorators, William Hamby and Allmon Fordyce, are 
happy about their achievement. As Mr. Hamby told us, 
there is only one thing he would do differently if he were 
to build the house over again—make the outer doors to 
the living room, dining room and study slide instead of 
swing. 

On entering the house for the first time, you are struck 
at once by its general convenience. Everything seems to 
be exactly where you want it. And no wonder—even before 
plans of the house were approved, the position of every 
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SECOND FLOOR

itors through the house, Mr. Harris takes great delight in dem- 
onstrating how the living room draperies fold into a secret 
closet in the wall. Eventually a mural will cover the wall around 
the fireplace. At present the walls and the ceiling are paneled 
in coffee-colored mahogany plywood, upon which the color scheme 
of the room is based. The woodwork of the furniture is taffy- 
colored, like the natural linen draperies.’ Upholstery is pink, 





blue or yellow. The carpet harmonizes withthe walls and floor 
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In the dining room of the Harris house cupboard space 
is provided below the glass shelves. Between these two 
spaces is the "Thursday night panel’ communicating di- 
rectly with the kitchen. As in the living room—and in 
other important first-floor rooms and the second-floor 
hallway—mahogany plywood is used on both walls and 
ceilings. The doors throughout the house are flush

heat was a major consideration when the plans were being 
made, the architects went still further and installed a full 
air-conditioning system. The concrete walls of the house 
are brown; the trim is wrapping-paper brown; roof is green 


single piece of furniture had been set. No changes have been made. 

The question, of outlook required little thought—the house had 
to face the nearby lake. But the heating problem involved recourse 
to past weather reports. Eventually, when a decision was reached, 
the house was oriented so that the principal rooms looked slightly 
west of south. This enables the owners to augment the heat of their 
furnace with all the radiation of the winter sun. The deep fin built 
the length of the house over the doors effectively prevents glare and 
fully shades the glass from the high sun in summer. 

As a whole, the house is homogeneous, the furnishings and the 
structure dwelling harmoniously together, as the pictures show. 





Glass brick is used extensively in the 
house. In the kitchen it composes all 
| the walls—even those behind the cup- 
boards. The counters and floors are of 
rubber, which cuts down noise and saves 
/on wear and tear. The panel in the coun- 
ter in the foreground covers the laundry 
tub, beside which is an automatic laun- 
dry. The kitchen is all-electric, even the 
water being heated in that way. The ironer 
is stored in a closet off the kitchen. 
The breakfast nook is an extension of 
the kitchen.

Put the sherbet in the middle of the punch bowl! and pour 
the punch over it. Decorate with any available combination of 
fruits. 

One summer staple that our grandmothers kept in the cellar 
was fruit vinegar. It was made at home, bottled and kept till 
the children were due for a treat, or light refreshments were 
impending. A couple of tablespoons with a little sugar in a 
glass of sparkling water makes a delicious and refreshing sum- 
mer drink. It’s nice to think that this still appears in some parts 
of the South. 

Fruit Vinegars. The basis can be blackberries, cherries, cur- 
rants, raspberries, strawberries or larger fruits such as pine- 
apple and oranges. For the berry group, you will want a quart 
of good cider vinegar to two quarts of fruit. For pineapples, 
allow three to a quart of vinegar, and shred the pulp. For 
oranges, three dozen, sliced, to a quart of vinegar is about right. 
There are two methods of proceeding from there on. You can 
simply steep the fruit in the vinegar for a month, then strain

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Te ease of Me 
LEAKY HOUSE 


To air, noise and water the poorly 
built house offers weak resistance: 


for the budget’s sake stop the leaks 


HE Jumblies, according to Edward Lear, went to sea in a 

sieve. But it is doubtful that even the eccentric Jumblies would 
have chosen a sieve to live in. Normal men are different. They can 
live in sieves all their lives without really knowing it. Their pocket- 
books may scream, doctor’s bills may pile up, drafts may play on 
the living room floor—but little is ever done about the situation. 

Actually the case of the leaky house is no mystery—or it won’t 
be if you check these four pages carefully. Houses do leak, and 
with a vengeance if the case is acute enough. They leak noise, air 
and water, to varying degrees and in numerous forms. Ideally, the 
well-built ones leak only enough air so that the occupants can 
breathe and enough noise so that voices will sound natural. Water 
should be admitted only as vapor in the air or as it comes from 
the faucets. 

The average house, of course, provides perfectly adequate shelter 
from the elements for all practical purposes. Therefore the loss by 
leakage, of whatever sort, makes itself felt primarily in the budget. 
To build a good, properly tight house costs more than to build a 
shoddy one. But almost without exception the sound building 
practices illustrated and discussed here will pay for themselves 
well within the lifetime of the house itself. And money aside, they 
will make living more healthful, more convenient, more pleasant 
all round. Our sketches, related by connecting lines to the parts 
of a typical house in the center of the page opposite and the sec- 
ond page following, are grouped roughly to indicate leakage of 
sound, leakage of air (and heat), leakage of water (and moisture). 
Consider them here, briefly, in that order before studying the draw- 
ings themselves. 


SOUND, to most home-owners, represents no great problem in 
building a house. Not because they like noise, but rather because 
it doesn’t seem worthwhile to try to do anything about it. In point 
of fact, many of the modern types of thermal insulation and insu- 
lating lath may act as fairly effective acoustical barriers or ab- 
sorbents. And in certain cases, such as round bathrooms and nurs- 
eries, this ordinary insulation may prove very effective indeed if 
interwoven between staggered wall studs (see sketch at upper right, 
opposite). Steam, waste and hot water pipes between partitions 
should be packed and insulated always as much for sound reduc- 
tion as for control of ‘heat and cold. 


AIR leakage means also heat loss, in winter, and undersirable 
heat gain in the hot summer months. And whether the leakage 
makes itself felt as actual drafts around windows and doors or 
simply as an economic factor in the sum of your fuel bills, there 
are attendant inconveniences and discomforts. Insulation and air 
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WINDOWS may be unsuspected wasters of your hard- 


earned heat—and in two important ways. They lose heat 
by transmission through the glass; they may lose it by 
actual seepage through cracks around poorly fitting sash 
or through the framing. Above, transmission losses are 
handled by an inner sash where casements are involved. 
Glass for winter or screens for summer—they are quickly 
interchangeable. Opposite the casement, a double-hung 
wood sash with storm window outside—or screen mounted 
similarly in summer. Such window conditioning or double 
glazing may reduce heat losses by as much as a fourth 


FRAMING of windows is also of great importance in the 
control of heat losses. The two sectional drawings facing 
each other below look terrifyingly complicated at first 
glance. And, indeed, a well-made window frame and sash 
unit, such as we visualize typically here, is a product of 
fine craftsmanship. Directly below you see the way air 
may pass through a window of indifferent construction at 
all the points where arrows are shown. Across the way you 
will note small but vital differences in joinery, in mounting, 
in fitting of the sash to the frame. Read the caption 
below the sketch. And remember: better construction pays

conditioning are no longer news to alert home builders. 
But the interrelation of the two subjects is still not given 
the respect due it. To a large extent, the problems in- 
volved are technical—for the architect, the engineer and 
the builder. The owner, however, should at least see that 
the experts treat the problem expertly. The drawings on 
the first two pages cover in principle the chief elements 
of air leakage. Remember, though, that the tighter the 
house, the more important becomes the matter of provid- 
ing outside air to your heating plant and to any fire- 
places. One duct may serve heater and hearth. Special 
fireplace units are available as real heating auxiliaries. 


WATER will run up hill, despite the axiom. And water 
is never satisfied to seek its own level if it can reach a 
better. You have heard of capillary attraction and os- 
mosis; well, water travels by these means as well as by 
strictly gravitational ones. It may be transmitted by ab- 
sorption, or as water vapor which may later condense 
into solid water. It moves through your walls often more 
easily than air, sometimes more surely than sound. On 
these two pages we plug the water leaks in the light of 
modern building: No luxurious tricks; just the basic fac- 
tors, too often shirked, of practical building economy. 





WINDOWS, -any way you take them, are vital factors in the 
weatherproof house. You have already seen their relation to air 
loss. Here, above and at righff the water-tight window is explained. 
In the case of the double-hung wood window, above, in a wood house, 
note how the building paper (shaded, 2) always laps drip flashing 
(1, above frame) and through-flashing below and beyond the sill. 
Metal window in a masonry veneer wall is shown at center, right, 
with lapped paper and flashing (1), channel iron to support brick 
(2), mastic calking between frame and brick (3). Calking is vital 
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FLASHING is one of the most important weapons against 
the onslaught of water. Not only should durable metal of 
adequate weight be used, but the procedure must. be right, 
as here shown inethe parapet of a flat deck. Note lapping of

tious problems ina gardener’s fe 


O HAVE a garden full of color from early spring until 

late fall is the paramount aim of most gardeners. To this 
end all else is subservient. All the other elements of good gar- 
dening that have been discussed in the series “Design in Plant- 
ing” are considered by many merely as a means to this final 
triumphant end. Often, even, they are neglected or altogether 
overlooked because this idea of abundant successive color takes 
so strong a hold on the imagination that a sense of proportion 
is lost. 

This is all wrong! Gardens should and must have color, and 
they must provide a succession of bloom, but they must also 
possess the other qualities of good design I have been talking 
about or else they will be far from successful. That is why I 
have postponed discussion of this subject till now, in order first 
to lay a foundation of good design and plant arrangement be- 
fore digressing down the pleasant by-path of color. 

Of the two phases of the subject, color itself and succession 
of bloom, I think succession is the more important. It is true 
you can do a lot of fussing with color schemes, on paper or in 
your mind, but when you carry them out in the great outdoors 
it takes a pretty good imagination to know what your intention 
has been. There is so much green in nature, so much sky, that 
almost any detailed color scheme is likely to get lost in it all. 
Often a color scheme completely escapes notice because of this 
competition.

But you will notice succession of bloom, or the lack of it. 
Anyone who has gardened knows how easy it is to have abun- 
dant color in June, and how difficult it is to achieve anything 
like the same opulence in July and August. This simply means 
that to get good color masses at all seasons, you have to do 
some careful advance thinking and planning. 

There are, worse luck, definite limitations to what can be 
accomplished in a given area. If you have only a small space 
to work with you simply cannot achieve succession of bloom 
throughout the season without resorting to continual replace 
ments. The only practical alternative is to concentrate on one 
or two seasonal displays, and frankly admit that during the 
between-seasons your garden simply isn’t presentable. 

You will find it hard, also, to work out effective sequences 
if the basic pattern of your garden is a complicated one made 
up of many small beds. If you must have this kind of garden 
you should not attempt a complete succession, for there isn’t 
room. It is seldom effective to attempt succession by allotting 
certain beds or sections to certain seasons. This is almost sure 
to produce ‘an unbalanced effect. For a real succession of bloo 
you need a garden where the basic pattern provides a few 
large, deep beds rather than many small, isolated ones. 

If your landscape development is sufficiently extensive to per 
mit your having a series of small gardens, each devoted to a 
certain season, and so arranged that no one need enter them 
when they are not in bloom, all well and good. But few schemes 
are, or can be so arranged. 

For a really satisfactory herbaceous flower display, where you - 
can have complete succession and as many color groupings as 
you would like, you need a bed or border at least 6’ wide and 
preferably more, up to 15’. This should be provided with an ade: 
quate background of wall, hedge, shrub border or fence. You 
need all this space because the blooming period of most plants 
is short. You have to have many varieties, flowering at differer 
times, to keep the color going. And you need width to accommo 
date plants of varying heights from low to high so that the 
display will be neither too flat nor too abrupt in its rise fror 
the low foreground material to the tall background plants. 
you lack space for plants of intermediate height you will alway: 
be looking at the ugly lower parts of your taller plants. 

Sometimes, for accent, this arrangement has to be varied b 
bringing a tall plant forward, or letting a mass of low ones pené 
trate deeply into the border. As a rule, however, plant low thing 
next the path or lawn and continue with higher and highe 
plants as you work toward the back of the bed. It so happen 
that most, though not all, low plants are spring-blooming, « 
the taller ones flower later on. This coincidence is a great helj 
for it makes the planning for succession (Continued on page 7 
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**COLOR AND SUCCESSION OF BLOOM IN THE FLOWER BORDE * BY ORTLOFF AND RAYN 
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AZY days of July and August, when every garden maker 

is tempted to rest on his laurels, are the period when 

good gardeners stir themselves at least to the extent of 

sowing a few seeds. The fine perennial plantings of 1940 
will begin in July and August of 1939. 

The first requisite is a protected spot where a seed bed 
or series of cold frames may be placed. A spot that re- 
ceives the full measure of the sun’s rays during the morn- 
ing and then is lightly shaded during the hot hours of the 
afternoon is ideal. All this not being possible, shades may 
be made from laths leaving spaces the width of a lath for 
sufficient light to penetrate. These may then be used in an 
elevated position about a foot above the seed bed to 
protect the tender seedlings from burning rays of after- 
noon sun. 

A seed bed should be well prepared insofar as its physi- 
cal composition is concerned, but it should not be too rich 
in plant food. It is quite desirable to have good drainage

OOD looks in a garden depend to a great extent on 
grooming. This is particularly true of small plots 
where no amount of handsome individual flowers will give 
a good effect if floppy masses of growth are scattered about 
which should be perpendicular rather than prone. 

To maintain uprightness through the border I subscribe 
definitely to a far-sighted program. This means the omis- 
sion of certain loose growing subjects like Salvia azurea 
which under various treatments has never given me any 
satisfaction. Before banishing, however, it is wise to be 
certain whether the floppiness of a plant is an inherent 
characteristic, as it certainly is of this Salvia, or a weak 
condition due to a soil lack which should be remedied at 
the source. 

Even when soil is right, many plants require support 
against wind and harsh summer rains. This need brings 
the forehanded gardener at this season of the year to a 
most fascinating collection of gadgetry. Indeed, I know 
of no time I enjoy more in the garden than “stake day,” 
when I bring out my collection of various supports. These 
have been acquired and added to over a period of years 
and selected according to the needs of individual plant

and finely prepared, mellow soil, but if this is too rich, 
soft tender growth will result. This means plants difficult 
to carry éver the Winter. The one advantage of cold frames 
over open seed beds is that they afford a greater measure 
of protection and make it possible to retain plants in the 
bed till they are placed in their permanent locations early 
the following spring. 

Before sowing perennial or biennial seed, it would be 
well to divide them into two groups: those that germinate 
quickly and those others which are slow to send up their 
shoots. The latter should be sown in, pots or flats which 
may be sunk in the seed bed or cold frame to three quar- 
ters of their depth. In this way, slow growing seed will 
not be buried in weeds and may be cared for more easily. 
The second grouping includes many of the biennials, such 
as Digitalis, certain of the Campanulas and Pansies which 
are better if sown early in August. Modern seed catalogues 
provide this information; most seedsmen issue special 
lists and often special offers of perennial seeds at this 
season. 

Selection of varieties to be planted is a matter of per- 
sonal preference, but a few plants that have performed 
nobly under tests merit attention. (Continued on page 69)

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Dry gardening. During the midsummer days of drought, the 
method used by the Zuni Indians of Arizona may help out dif- 
ficult garden conditions. They divide their gardens into small 
basins, about 15” to 24” ‘across, by building up borders 4” in 
height. From one, to six plants are planted in each unit—vege- 
tables, in their case, quick-growing ones. After the spring rainy 
season has passed, during which time the little encircling dams 
hold all the surface water from running ; 
away, the patches are irrigated artificially 
by filling the basins with water. The soil 
is also mulched to conserve the moisture, 
usually with sand, 2” or 3” deep, or the 
same amount of manure. In either case the 
mulch covers the ground 12” to 15” in 
diameter around each plant. Such methods 
of keeping ever§% drop of water where 
needed by earthen dams and a mulch (peat 
moss would be suitable) would be practical 
in many garden areas.

Garden lighting. The intensive — 
garden life requires means to pro- 
long the hours possible to spend 
within its limits. Hence the develop- 
ment of lighting. The process is one 
to be carried out with the same care. 
as house lamp placement. Mosqui- 
toes and insects should be elimi- 
nated with a death ray lantern, a 
wiring device which kills the flying 
pests as they knock against the fila- 
ments. Waterproof rubber cord is 
easily led from one spot to another 
by lifting a line of sod with a knife, pressing in the cord and 
firming the sod over it. Lights should not be too bright, not 
over 40 or 60 watts. In the average placement greater power 
produces unpleasant contrasts. Conceal the sources of bulbs and 
reflectors, and do not let their direct rays be focused on the object 
you desire to light. The same principles of indirect lighting apply 
to the garden as to the house, only in the former no general 
diffused effect is to be devised, but specific objects chosen to be 
brought into relief, and such centers of,attraction should be few. 


The care of Daphne cneorum. While a former generation 
did not bother with the specific name of this plant, they called 
it Sweet Daphne, and its réle was connected with cemeteries 
where it grew in the luxuriance we connect with the well-known 
Moss Pink.

Your letterhead reveals that you live in 
Florida, where the alternation: of wet and dry 
seasons makes woodwork joining an even 
more special problem than it ordinarily is. 
The inevitable expansion and contraction of 
the wood, due to varying moisture: conditions, 
makes it impractical to use one of the flush 
type joints—butt, shiplap, tongue and groove, 
splined or dovetail—in which the joint is 
exposed. These joints are completely satis- 
factory in stable climates, but in your case 
you will do better to employ one of the kind 
in which the joint line 
is concealed—or rather, 
camouflaged. The rebate- 
and-bead is a good ex- 
ample. The fact that the 
joint is set back, and paral- 
leled by another groove, 
causes it to: disappear as far 
as the eye is concerned. Ex- DOVETAIL 
pansion and contraction are allowed for without 
any visible result. The tongue-groove-and-bead 
is a variation frequently used, while the rebate- 
and-V is a simpler treatment which is not always 
as satisfactory because with extreme shrinkage a crack will show. 
However, if you use well seasoned wood and apply an adequate 
protective finish, this is not likely to occur.

WHAT FINISH MAHOGANY 


We are putting up some mahogany paneling and would like to use a finish 
hat would not darken the lovely pale rose color that the wood has at present. 
What should we use? 


A. The rose-tan hue of natural mahogany is really beautiful, and 
is a pity that so many people use dark stains over it, under the 
curious delusion that dark mahogany is antique, therefore rare, 
expensive and desirable. Nothing could be more misguided—unless 
one happens to like near-black woods. Our suggestion is that you 
use one of the colorless protecting agents: clear varnish, shellac, 
oil, liquid or paste wax. Of these, oil and varnish will darken the 
wood most, while paste wax will darken it least. Put on three liberal 
coats of wax, polishing each thoroughly. Then repeat the waxings 
once a week for several weeks—the number of weeks depending on 
the exact shadeyou desire. Each waxing will deepen the tone of the

SCREEN STAINS |

A. Clean the screens thoroughly, using a handful of steel wod 
and any standard metal cleanser. Then apply clear lacquer to the 
copper, making sure that the brush (or better, a piece of deep-pile 
carpet) reaches every bit of the mesh. This will keep the copper 
from discoloring under exposure to the elements—and if the copper 
doesn’t discolor, neither will the window trim and sill.

FLOOR FOR THE BASEMENT 
e Jn laying a wood floor for our new basement playroom, does the sub-floori 
ae directly on the concrete? 


A. No. In the first place, the cement topping of your present bas 
ment floor is undoubtedly not absolutely level, so that a flat, fi 


Secondly, it would hardly be practical to nail into cement. 
in the third place, the chill and dampness to which all masonry i 
subject would be harmful to the 
wood, if the two were in absolute 
contact. The preferred method is to 
employ sleepers—beveled wood mem- 
bers—as nailing base and support 
for the sub-flooring. The spaces be- 
tween the sleepers should be almost 
filled—not completely—with cinders. 
The sub-flooring planks, to avoid 
warping, should be not wider than 
6”. Between the sub-flooring and the 
finish flooring, it would be wise to plaée a layer of building pape 
as a further protection against moisture. 
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PAINT REMOVERS 
The previous occupant of our house painted over the oak doors leading 
the dining room. Is it safe to use the paint removers on sale at hagiuers store 


A. Yes and no. Paint removers, if ay are any good at all, 
fairly strong acids. If used too abundantly, or allowed to remain 
the wood too long, the acids eat into the grain, removing more I 
just the paint or stain. In other words, you must use exactly — 
right amount, and at the right speed. These factors vary accordi 
to the condition encountered, so that your best procedure wil 
to experiment on an out-of-the-way bit of surface first. Or bel 
still, have the job done by a professional.

of twiggy branches is easily se- 
cured from a couple of bushes of 
California privet or similar:shrubby 
material which is allowed to grow 
unpruned in some out of the way 
corner of the garden. 

_ Where twigs are not convenient 
or do not suffice, various plant 
supports are obtainable. In fact, 
there is manufactured today some 
type for every variety of plant 
structure. Nor is the business of 
tying overlooked. Once it seemed 
to me when the time came to stake 
and tie plants I always needed an 
extra hand. There were so many 
operations to be done at once. 
All this is now simplified. 

For single-stemmed plants I use 
more of the assorted lengths of 
bamboo and wire than anything 
else. These are not held in place 
by string or tape but by a handy 
little wire clip called a Plant Tie. 
They are as easy to fasten securely 
as a bobby pin and, while holding 
the plant firmly, they also provide 
enough “give” to prevent breaking. 
In selecting bamboo I find the 
natural color less expensive than 
that dyed green, but the’ green 
ones are worth the difference be- 
cause they show less. For Parrot 
Tulips, which I must have despite 
their weak stems, and for bulbous 
Iris, which is too lovely to risk, 
though usually self-supporting, I 


} place lengths of split bamboo such 


as the florist uses on his Spring 
Tulips and Hyacinths. Galvanized 


) iron wire one-eighth inch in diam- 
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eter and in 2 to 6-foot lengths I 


\ like even better, when a single 
| stake is necessary, because it is 


narrow yet very strong. When-there 
are many separate stems as in ma- 
ture Lily or Delphinium plants, I 
clip a separate wire support to 
each. This is a beautifully neat and 
strong arrangement. 
_ For such plants I like, too, a 
special Bloom Support made with 
8-inch adjustable arms. Any num- 
'ber of arms can be clipped to the 
‘single wire upright which is in- 
serted into the side or center of the 
iclump, not too deeply, of course, 
if the variety is shallow-rooting 
jlike the Madonna Lily. Then the 
arious stems, as many as_ look 
ell, are drawn toward the 8-inch 
adius and firmly held there by a 
bent groove in the adjustable arm. 
specially like these supports for 
he large flowering Hortorum 
hrysanthemums which have been 
lisbudded in the interest of speci- 
en blooms, 


| For bunchier plants, like my 


blue Flax, Pyrethrums, and Orien- 
tal Poppies, I prefer the Timesaver 
Plant Support equipped with a 
strong, green, silken cord clipped 
to the upright wire support. This 
is easily drawn around the stems 
about half-way up the plant and 
fastened without the need of tying 
to a notch made for it. On the 
same principle is an adjustable 
wire ring which can be slid up a 
stout wooden stake as the bunchy 
plant grows. But I can’t abide this 
kind. It’s such a clumsy,. stalwart 
object that even a few placed with 
every effort at concealment stuck 
out in my garden as conspicuously 
as the proverbial sore thumb. 
For Peonies, Korean Chrysan- 
themums, and Tomatoes I like the 
double ring Model Peony Trellis 
of tripod type. Some gardeners use 
this also for large Delphinium and 
Thrust 
among the plants early, it is soon 
rendered invisible by new growth. 
I use it on my medium-sized Dah- 
lias. The tall exhibition types with 
heavy heads require more—hick- 
ory stakes, for example, held firmly 
with five-sixteenth inch cotton 
fabric tape, or one of the other 
special plant-tying materials which 
are strong enough to support heavy 
succulent stems without cutting 
them. When tying this or raffia or 
green cord, it is best to fasten the 
tie first to the support and then 
around the plant, allowing as much 
“sive” as is commensurate with 


Oriental Poppy clumps. 


safety. 

Finally, there is a support called 
the Dennis Stake which I like be- 
cause it suggests unique arrange- 
ments for vines. Designed primarily 
for Tomatoes, it is a square seven- 
eighth inch wooden stake in 3 to 
6-foot lengths, pierced at intervals 
to permit the looping through of a 
piece of flexible rattan. Plants can 
grow around this, or if stakes are 
arranged in a row with the lengths 
of rattan fastened parallel between 
two or more like a jumper’s hur- 
dle, Sweet Peas can be trained to 
it as a trellis. I have also seen the 
Dennis Stakes used as supports for 
such annual vines as the Heavenly 
Blue Morning Glories, which then 
became handsome specimen plants. 

Although this fascinating depart- 
ment is prosaically labeled in the 
“Plant Supports and 
actually as

fashion. Hence, an east wind indi- 
cates a low to the west, and since 
the progress is from west to east, 
this means the low is approaching. 
A west wind indicates the low has 
passed and a high is coming up. 
Comparison of the position of these 
lows and highs in successive daily 
maps shows how they move along 
well-defined paths. 

Highs and lows, really great 
oceans or huge bays of moving 
weather conditions, are constantly 
jockeying for position. A high may 
be taking it easy over the great 
plains, while a low is cutting up 
along the gulf coast. A constant 
procession of highs and lows—big, 
small, timid or furious—playing 
tag with each other is what gives 
the people of this or any other 
country an eyer-changing weather 
diet made up of temperature of the 
air, the pressure it exerts, the di- 
rection and velocity of its motion, 
its humidity content and the amount 
of cloudiness and of precipitation. 
Follow the weather maps in the 
newspapers or your post office for 


-a week and see how the game goes. 


There are certain types of 
weather which the gardener should 
be particularly on the lookout for. 
Late spring frost or early fall 
frosts, of course, are two of para- 
mount importance. A simple knowl- 
edge of average temperatures for 
a particular location and watching 
the local daily weather forecasts 
should eliminate most of their dan- 
ger. Another “must” which even 
the humblest gardener should know 
something about is the relation be- 
tween a low area and a storm. In 
this case, two factors are at play. 
If the incoming air is moist, as 
will be the case for an east wind 
in the Eastern States where such 
a wind blows over the “misty At- 
lantic,” it is forced upward when 
it reaches the center of a low. The 
cooling which occurs as a result 
of this rise will force the moisture 
out of the air-forming clouds just 
as mist is forced out of the air 
over a cake of ice on a humid sum- 
mer day. Whether rain will result is 
largely a matter of local condition, 
but the chances are many that ex- 
tensive precipitation will result, 
possibly accompanied by a blow. 

Weather is a tough customer. 
You know that already. Yet while 
you can’t do anything about it, as 
Mark Twain complained, you can 
easily equip yourself with certain 
basic knowledge of its habits, 
moods and warnings so that you 
may, in a sense, force the “breaks.” 
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OU will actually be sur- 

prised at how little it will 
cost you to change your present 
old-fashioned bathroom into a 
modern, convenient one like 
this.

It’s the new “midget” air-conditioning unit 
(Syracuse, 
N. Y.) Although this is an extremely com-

pact machine, as you can see in the picture 
below, and stands only 26” high, it supplies 
cooling equivalent to that given off daily by 
1,000 pounds of melting ice. In addition, 
it filters, dehumidifies and circulates the air 
through your house, and it provides a room 
exhaust for smoke and odors. And have no 
fears about operating noise. Mufflers absorb 
the compressor impulses which ordinarily 
cause the racket, and all moving parts are 
resiliently mounted. 


HEATING, of course, is nowhere nearly so 
pleasant a subject. But the fact remains that 
there are several new: furnaces on the mar- 
ket, and if the coming winter holds terrors 
for you, youll be happy to know about 
them. First there is the Unit Heatmaker pic- 
tured in the next column. (Jron Fireman 
Mfg. Co., Portland, Ore.) This is a combi- 
nation of a hopper-model automatic coal 
burner, a room furnace, a forced circulator 
and a humidifier. Completely self-firing and 
self-regulating, it provides automatic tem- 
perature regulation, including night and day 
control, without the expense of a central 


heating plant. The manufacturer also assures 
us that its operation is dustless, because 





special provision has been made for the re- 
moval of ash and clinkers. All of which 
makes this heater ideally suitable for use in 
guest cottages, playhouses, workshops or 
otherwise unheated rooms. 

Then there is the convertible oil or gas- 
fired winter air circulating unit put out by 
the Majestic Co. (Huntington, Ind.) This 
furnace circulates filtered air to all parts 
of your house. Its working cycle is appar- 
ently endless. Warm air is forced ut 
the outlet, wanders through the rooms and 
is eventually sucked into the inlet. Once 
within the furnace it passes over a mildly 
hot super-heater radiator, through filters 





into a blower, under a primary heater—and 
out it goes again. What makes the furnace 
of three-fold interest is the fact that it can 
be used either with oil or with gas, and in 
summer the return air compartment may be 
opened for circulating cool basement air 
through the house. 


HARDLY a man is now alive who hasn’t at 
one time or another snapped off a light 
switch and immediately barked his shins or 
stubbed his toes as he tried to find his way 
to bed or out a door. Which being the case, 
we hail the new Delay-O-Lite. (S & W Mfg. 
Co., Downey, Calif.) This is an adjustable 
toggle (in contrast to the old push-button) 
switch which permits the light to stay on 
from twenty to sixty seconds ‘after the light 
is snapped off. Approved by Underwriters’, 
the switch will fit standard switch boxes. It 
resembles the ordinary wall-type toggle 
switch. 
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WEIGHT is, for some people, an unhappy 
subject. But if you own scales which fold 
away out of sight, the reminder of the grim 
avoirdupois is not so haunting. That’s why 
the picture at the top of this column is 
worth a glance. All you can say about these 
self-explanatory scales (Nationa! Metal-Art 
Mfg. Co., 420 Twelfth St., Brooklyn, N. Y.) 
is that they disappear into the wall. That 
we hope, is enough. 


TO HOLD insulation in batt form per 
manently in position in exterior frame walls 
is the purpose of the insulation racks made 
by Insulation Rack Co. (Murray Bldg., 
Kendall Sq., Cambridge, Mass.)

The idea is to start freez- 
ing it and stop while it will still 
pour, just before it sets into mush. 
By the time it gets into chilled 
glasses, it looks like fruit juice 
with snow in it, and tastes colder 
than anything in the world. The 
most popular fruits for this pur- 
pose are oranges, raspberries or 
strawberries. The orange method 
is typical. Get a dozen and peel 
six of them absolutely free of pulp 
(it’s bitter when steeped). Slice 
and cover with two. cups of sugar, 
letting them stand three or four 
hours to make a syrup. Then 
strain, pressing out as much syrup 
as you can and still keep it clear. 
Add this to the juice squeezed 
from the other half dozen, stir into 
a quart of cold water, freeze 
lightly and serve with a whisk of 
green on top.

You 
serve it spang out of the ice-box 
in its own bottle with lots of 
straws, and it’s an easy matter to 
get and keep in the house the 
various fruit syrups that soda- 
jerkers use to spike it. 

Tisanes. Mildest of all summer 
concoctions are the tisanes. Since 
the revival of interest in herbs 
these have come to be more or 
less of a fad, so you need not feel 
any more self-conscious about serv- 
ing them than you would be in 
climbing aboard any other band- 
They are infusions of 
herbs, brewed exactly like the best 
known of the herbal infusions, tea, 
and, like it, served either hot or 
iced. With the exception of a few 
herbs such as lemon balm, bee 
balm and lemon thyme, which are 
most reluctant to release their 
flavors and have to be boiled, you 
simply measure a teaspoon of dried 
herb into a heated teapot, pour 
over it a cup of boiling water, 
cover, let it steep till it tastes as 
you wish, pour off into a cup or 
another heated teapot and serve 
with orange, lemon, kumquat, 
brown sugar, honey, lump sugar,

I always wish it really rhymed. 
What it means is that for a jigger 
of lime juice you will want two 
jiggers of simple syrup, three jig- 
gers of rum, and four of water if 
you can bear the thought. Ice is 
so much better. In practice, the 
best way to duplicate the flavor 
you came to love in the Caribbees 
is to fil a glass with finely crushed 
ice, mix your lime juice and syrup 
in a pitcher, add to them the rum, 
which should be one jigger of 
Jamaican black to two of Jamaican 
light, a dash of angostura, stir and 
pour over the ice.

PERENNIAL PLANTING TIME

Pansies have been so improved 
in recent years that they almost 
defy adequate description and 
there are at least ten different 
strains offered so much finer than 
those of ten years ago that they 
hardly look like the same flower. 
They, too, may best be started in 
early August. There is a differ- 
ence of opinion as to whether 
Pansies should be placed in their 
permanent quarters in the fall or 
held in cold frames till the follow- 
ing spring. Without attempting to 
join the discussion, I am convinced 
the cold frame method will result 
in larger, healthier plants that 
will bloom more freely than those 
left outdoors to fight their own 
way during the winter months. 

Poppies are, of course, well rep- 
resented by the Oriental types with 
their blaze of color and luxuriant 
plants but don’t forget the Ice- 
land varieties with their paperlike, 
beauty and the newer 
strains of clear and lovely pastel 
shades. This year in our Delaware 
garden we enjoyed quantities of 
flowers as early as May first. 

Pyrethrum or Painted Daisies 
are a garden standby and the 
double ones now add a new note. 
Scabiosa of the Caucasica type and 
the newer giant hybrids are a 
“must.” Plant them near the front 
of the border; they are unbeliey- 
ably hardy. 

Shasta Daisy is available in 
three or four strains. These flowers 
are easy to grow and are prolific 
bloomers, adding mass color in 
white when most needed as a foil. 

I close with Sweet William, 
which offers a galaxy of color as 
a splendid bedding or cutting sub- 
ject and is very easy to grow.

At the back of the bed or border, 
against the background, is the fall- 
blooming strip for tall plants like 
Hardy Asters, Heleniums and Bol- 
tonia. This space should be as 
wide as possible, for all these 
plants get pretty large, and they 
shouldn’t be squeezed between the 
middle ground and _ the _back- 
ground lest they fail to thrive as 
well as they should. Leave room 
for the circulation of air and for 
your own progress to cultivate and 
pick. 


Color is, of course, an obvious 


a simple, direct appeal to the 
senses. It cannot, however, be used 
outdoors as it is in interior decora- 
tion where all visible color is under 
the control of the designer. Out- 
doors you have to deal always with 
the natural greens of the land- 
scape, the blue of the sky and the 
play of light and shade across your 
compositions. You are never com- 
pletely the master of the situation. 

Restricted color schemes employ- 
ing but one or two colors in their 
various shades and tints are diffi- 
cult to make effective. You simply 
cannot get enough of your color 
into the composition to make it 
dominate the scene. Large, broad 
effects are the only ones that will 
count outdoors. Forget about the 
little detailed groupings. They are 
|hardly ever noticed even if they 
turn out as planned. They are only 
important when they augment the 
general mass effect. 

Keep your color schemes simple, 
but at the same time don’t make 
them so restricted as to be mo- 
notonous. The all-blue garden, the 
all-white garden is that only in the 
imagination. Actually it turns out 
to be.a green garden with a little 
color in it. For most situations the 
effective thing to do is to select a 
dominant color and plan to have 
it present at all seasons in gener- 
ous, well-balanced masses. Then 
reinforce this with smaller groups 
of harmonious colors and compli- 





mentary ones. Lastly accent your 
dominant masses with smaller 
groups of carefully placed con- 
trasting colors. This method will 
produce a unified scheme free from 
the danger of either discord or dif- 
fuseness. If you restrict yourself 
too closely to one color you will 
achieve spottiness or monotony. 
-The dominant method is probably 
the easiest, most foolproof one to

Any color scheme must remain 
subordinate to the design. Color 
must be used to bring out the 
salient points in the garden pat- 
tern, and it must be used to pro- 
duce the feeling of symmetry and 
continuity or rhythm that the de- 
sign demands. After you have 
labored hard to build up a good 
basic pattern, by the development 
of a design on the axial or other 
structural lines suggested by the 
lay of the land, you use color to 
bring these abstract lines and pat- 
terns into effective life. Where you 
have made a balanced pattern you 
must use color so as to strengthen, 
not weaken it. 

Where the design calls for an 
accent, as at the corner of a bed 
or next to a garden feature, you 
may make this accent in color in- 
stead of by a change of form—a 
group of orange Lilies among 
white Phlox rather than a pyra- 
midal evergreen. You may feel that 
your long border is becoming mo- 
notonous because most of the 
plants in it are similar. A contrast- 
ing color group will break up this 
tendency. Or the idea may be elab- 
orated into a series of recurring 
contrasting color groups to pro- 
duce a rhythmic effect, if the com- 
position is long enough to stand 
such a treatment. 

Such use of strong contrasting 
color in small groups at important 
places is most effective. Too often, 
however, we lose our nerve and 
introduce a bit of white as a peace- 
maker. This white drains away 
some of the strong color and 
softens the differences. The result 
is wishy-washy. To be most ef- 
fective use strong color for accent, 
but use it sparingly. 

Many rules have been form- 
ulated for producing harmonious

corridor are luxurious. These con- 
sist of not one, but three compart- 
ments.

Colors are said to be harmoniou 
with any tint or shade of them 
selves. That is, light and dark blu 
go well together. They are als 
said to be harmonious with an ar 
alogous color (one next in the 
the color circle). According to this 
deep blue and deep violet woul 
be congenial neighbors, but no 
deep blue and light violet because 
the “values” are different. Colors 
go well with their complements, 
those that form a triangle with 
them on the color circle. The same 
tone of blue would go with the 
same tone of orange, the triangle 
being completed with leaf-green 
Likewise red goes with turquoise.) 
For contrasts use colors that ar 
directly opposite in the color cirele 
Blue against yellow, or orang 
against turquoise. Obyiously thes 
rules can serve only as guides. 4 

It is well to place strong colors 
at a distance, or in a shady loca- 
tion, and to bring the pale colors 
near by. On the other hand, if we 
desire to emphasize length we may 
well reverse this procedure. Glar- 
ing whites should be avoided, or 
used with light colors, so that they 
do not seem too blatant. Soft 
whites, such as cream-white, may 
be used more generously. All colo 
must be placed to avoid spotty ef- 
fects, and to spread itself as evenly 
as possible over the garden.

OU will want to lunch and dine at the Savoy Plaza when 

heat is shimmering over the pavements, not only because 
it is cool and pleasant, but also because its master chef, René 
Douillot (whose activities in foreign hotels, including Shepheard’s, 
have left him no time to learn English), cooks magnificently. He 
has a flair for summer dishes, one of which would be superb for 
Sunday suppers, or packed in a vacuum jar for picnics. 

For Cold Chicken Curry, you poach a three or four-pound 
spring chicken in water with vegetables and salt, removing breasts 
and legs when tender, and scalloping or mincing them in fine 
slices. Over them goes a curry sauce made by browning finely 
minced onion in melted butter, adding a small piece of chopped 
garlic, a soup spoon of flour, and stirring well. When brown add 
a soup spoon of curry powder, one green apple cut in small pieces, 
some tomato sauce, grated cocoanut, and stock from the chicken. 
Cook slowly for an hour. Cool on ice. Add 40 percent cream 
and mix with minced chicken, served on Rice Pilaw. This you 
prepare by chopping an onion into a pan and frying it without 
letting it brown. Add half a pound of rice (Patna or Carolina 
preferred). Mix well with the butter and onion for a few minutes. 
Add three-quarters to a full quart of water or chicken consommeé, 
salt to taste, cook in a well-covered casserole seventeen to twenty 
minutes. Cool on large platter, add fresh butter and serve. 

Summer drinks at this point are a major concern. When you 
want a new one get out your Cointreau bottle and try some ex- 
periments. Although this is a liqueur, it makes any number of fine 
cocktails, such as the Hickory House, which is a third Cointreau, 
a third gin, a third lime juice, the white of an egg, ice and a 
violent shaking. 

For your rum collection take note of Rhum Negrita, Two world- 
shaking events contributed to its mellow flavor. In Martinique 
(West Indies) and Reunion (East Indies) two mountains blew 
up, leaving a volcanic ash which enriches the soil. A rich-bodied 
rum from Martinique and a light, fragrant rum from Reunion, 
both the better for lava, are blended at Bardinet. Result: Rhum 
Negrita. Negrita Planter’s Punch is a jigger of Rhum Negrita, 
juice of a lemon or lime, two spoonfuls of sugar, shaken well 
together, strained into a tall glass filled with cracked ice, deco- 
rated with orange, pineapple or cherry.

Compass Pointers 


DOWN EAST 


O SHOES that we know of have yet been built which will 
N prevent World’s Fair feet. We love the Fair like a mother 
but at the end of seven sessions we realized that we were going 
to have to keep our feet off the ground for a week or so. We think 
perhaps that you will be feeling somewhat the same way by now. 
You’re east to take your vacation at the Fair. But there are some 
days left over and you need a rest as you never needed one before. 
Like the Europeans who take an after-cure when their cures are 
completed, take an after-vacation after your New York World’s 
Fair jaunt. 

To New England. There are a thousand reasons. We can’t tell 
you which one will be yours but we can tell you some of them. To 
see Guilford (turn to page 14) to get a glimpse of the story of 
this three hundred year old town. Some of the earliest and most 
fascinating houses in America are within a stone’s throw of its 
green. And Madison, hard by, whose founding and history went 
hand in hand with Guilford’s. For history, for architecture you 
can’t beat New England. Ourself we will give you all the history 
in America for a red New England barn on an August day when 
the corn is in tassel and the meadows adrift with daisies. Or for a 
church steeple upthrust into the autumn sky when the maples are 
just beginning to go red and yellow. We will trade you Paul 
Revere’s house in Boston and the House of the Seven Gables and 
the Peirce-Nichols house in Salem for the smell of burning leaves 
along a Litchfield County roadside. We would rather climb pant- 
ingly up Chocorua, drinking rain water out of hollows in the rocks 
along the way, than see all the glories of early American silver in 
the Boston Museum. We'd rather sail through the channels be- 
tween Maine’s clustering islands and knock the breath clean out 
of us by a plunge into that sharp cold water than make rubbings 
of the fine tombstones in Salem’s churchyard. We like the smell 
of seaweed and clams when the tide is low at Kennebunkport. We 
like the misting Scottish mornings on the Cape and the still, sunny 
afternoons. We’d rather eat steamed clams and sweet corn on the 
cob than all the caviar in the U.S.S.R. We like to golf in the 
White Mountains where the air is twice as transparent as glass 
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and cool as spring water when the sun goes down. We like to ride 
wood trails where the young tree branches brush across our faces 
and rabbits scuttle out from under the horses’ feet. We like to 
ford rocky little streams which come tumbling out of the hills, and 
tumble in ourselves half way across. We love the New England 
main streets and commons—sleepy Sharon in Connecticut with its 
big tower and its wide lawns, Southbury with its prim white clap- 
board houses and the solemnly beautiful Glebe house. Old Lyme 
which has been seducing painters for years, Washington on its 
hillside with the Mayflower Inn buried in trees, Marblehead and 
Lee and South Berwick and South Egremont, Norwich and Lex 
ington and Concord. 

We like the covered bridges, Bull’s bridge and the one at West 
Cornwall, the one over the Ammonoosuc River at Bates and the 
rest with the little windows where the river lies framed below 
you.

origins of the human race, using 
the plants that are native to the 
grasslands of South Russia and 
Northern Asia, where the begin- 
nings of civilized man are placed. 
We know that Onion, Garlic and 
Asafoetida were well established in 
the earliest times. When these 
grasslands began to dry up and 
their inhabitants wandered to the 
great river valleys of the Nile and 
Indus and Euphrates a large num- 
ber of aromatic--herbs and salad 
plants came into use, as the records 
tell of Cumin, Coriander, Parsley, 
Mustard, Cress, Endive and Cu- 
cumber. As civilization flowed west- 
ward the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean yielded Sage, Thyme, Mar- 
joram, Rue, Fennel and Savory, 
and all these were carried north- 
ward as the Roman legions marched 
on, when they found Angelica, Car- 
away and Horseradish spreading 
down from the northeast. Add to 
these the Basils, which reached 
Europe from India in classical 
times, and a few feet will tell the 
story of centuries..

The Interest of Form. The last 
reason for growing herbs appeals 
to the person to whom plants them- 
selves mean little and the manner 
in which they are grown a great 
deal, as the designs of the old herb 
gardens are among the most fas- 
cinating of all garden forms. 
While in appearance many of them 
seem elaborate, they are most easy 
of adaptation to our modern gar- 
dens.

And 
Carlyle, that monumental malcontent, 
was thoroughly attached to his wife’s 
little white dog and in the “Memo- 
rials” writes of its death: “I could 
not have believed any grief then and 
since would have been the twentieth 
part of what it was—nay that the 
want of him would have been to me 
other than a riddance. Our last mid- 
night walk together (for he insisted 
on trying to come) January thirty-first 
is still painful to my thought. Little 
dim white speck of life, of love, of 
fidelity, girdled by the darkness of 
night eternal.” 

Beecher said innumerable things 
about dogs. One of the best was that 
if there was not reason, mirthfulness, 
love, honor and fidelity in a dog, he 
did not know where in the world to 
look for it.

built himself a house in Connecticut which, in the 
year 1939, is the very embodiment of all that a twen- 
tieth century house owner would want of his home. It 
is aristocratic, beautiful and sensible. 

Eighteenth century homesteaders clustered together 
for protection and company. The present owners, with 
daring and skill, removed this house from its old loca- 
tion to a site nine miles distant in the country, by the 
meandering East River of Guilford. A new foundation 
and sills were provided, but so true was the original 
structure of heavy oak, tenoned and pinned together 
with wood pins, that after being reassembled and raised 
with gin-poles and tackle the whole was only a fraction 
of an inch off true at the third floor. 2 

The glory of this house is its paneling, removed in 
large sections, even whole room ends. With the frame 
set up the paneling, molding and trim slipped into 
place as easily as the pieces of a jig-saw puzzle. The

Here are 
no Italian terraces, no vast formal gar- 
dens.

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NCE you've mastered the basic art of how to make 

a silk lampshade (certain helpful hints appear at 

the extreme right) you can indulge your decorative fan- 

cies. We suggest the ideas on these pages because they 

are pretty, inexpensive and easy to make. Some for silk 
shades, some for paper. 

1. Spherical crystal beads threaded on silver cord and 
hung from the top of the shade. 2. On a dark shade a 
band of fabric is held in place by leather or cord lacings. 
3. Tassels in lines sewed to a silk shade. 4. An opaque 
paper shade punctuated by holes made with a sharp 
punch. 5. A dark and a light paper are folded together in 
pleats, punched at the top for cord, separated and the dark 
one given diamond windows by cutting. Paste the papers 
together again and mount on frame. 6. Ribbon basket- 
woven on a drum frame. Sew the uprights on first, then 
weave in horizontals. 7. Curtain rings sewed on a band 
of contrasting ribbon or edging. 8. Spread glue on a 
board. Dip lace paper doilies in it. Set them firmly on 
paper shade and coat the whole with shellac. 9. Use 
finely checked red gingham and matching solid red cot- 
ton. Attach in sections, binding with a contrasting color. 
10. Cut a scalloped border out of gold paper. To do this 
trace the shape of the shade by rolling it on the paper. 
Attach with glue, then shellac it. 11. Sew fishnet first to 
the top, then the bottom. 12. A taffeta slipon, held on 
round the top by elastic, the bottom scalloped and 
fringed. Contrasting bow for trimming. 13. Gold or silver 
stars on a white shade. 14. Eyelet embroidered cotton is 
attached to the shade by snappers back of wood buttons. 
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Bind upright spokes. Each needs 
2'/. times its length in tape. Fin- 
ish with slip knots. Next tape the 
upper and lower rims, taking in 
the knots. Here the final end of 
the tape is sewn flat. Now you 
have a firm and neat surface to 
which to join the shade covering 


Cut away material, leaving !!/2” 
border. Pins are on outside. Tighten 
any loose places, not touching 
final lining. Sew lining with small, 
neat overcasting stitches. Be care- 
ful to keep your stitches neat along 
the outer rim so they won't 
show after the cover is attached 


Cover silk should constantly be 
drawn tight as it is worked. Re- 
peat this whole process with sec- 
ond half of cover, laying silk over 
first half where the two join. 
Handle the parts of cover which 
will show as little as possible to 
keep it perfectly clean, unwrinkled 


Cut band of material on true bias 
about |” wide, a little longer 
than side seam.

What it takes to make a lamp- 
shade: A wire frame chosen to 
complement the shape of the lamp 
base, cover silk, lining silk, match- 
ing thread, tape, appropriate 
trimming and a generous supply 
of pins.

HE children of the well-to-do have well-to-do ideas. 
They like living in nice places and generally do, at 
least till they get married. Then, quite often, they are 
not nearly as well-to-do as they were, though their ideas 
continue in the old groove. They are faced with a Bud- 
get. and a Code, neither of which will give an inch. 
This is true in Philadelphia and every other place, 
but it took two Philadelphians, Daniel J. McGuire and 
C. Edwin Drueding, to do anything constructive about 
it. Other communities please copy. 

In Flourtown, a very nice suburb near the houses of 
a number of well-to-do parents, Messrs. Drueding, 
backer, Maguire, builder, and architect Horace G. 
Schoppe erected a nucleus of six houses designed for 
the public described above. They gave a reception, in- 
vited w.-to-d. Philadelphians whose children were get- 
ting married, sold the houses. It may have been a shade 
more complex than that, but that, in sum, is The Phila- 
delphia Story. 

Not because they gave a reception, but because they 
did a good job of building, were those houses sold and 
more demanded. For economy the basic plans of all 
are practically alike, as you can see by comparing the 
four on these three pages. Yet, through small variations, 
they are not stereotyped. On wood frame, stone, brick 
and other finishes are used. The architecture is adapted 
from different historic models, indicated, to some de- 
gree by the names, Williamsburg, Greenwich, Dorset 
and the like. The lots on which they stand have been 
admirably planted and along the road a nice touch is 
the hurdle fence. 

The children of the well-to-do, among others, like 
comfort just as much as they like charm. Comfort today 
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Building continues across Rose Lane. Three more houses are 
seen in the picture at the top of the page. Below, the center

Neat year's Tulips and Daffodils come to the top of the gardener’s calendar as the au- 


tumn bulb season rolls around. An acknowledged expert reviews the groundwork for you 
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AMAGE from mice, dogs and lawn mowers excepted, there 

are no insurmountable obstacles in the path of the every- 

day gardener who plants Tulips and Daffodils this fall in the 

expectation that he’ll have a fine display of blooms next spring. 

So, avoiding technicalities and production problems, let’s dig 
into the matter. 

Tulips are our first subject: How does the purchaser of bulbs 
gratify his desire to grow fine flowers with as little effort as 
possible? The solution is the bulb itself, a small storehouse of 
food and energy. If reasonable care and intelligence are em- 
ployed in the purchasing of bulbs and in their planting, good 
results are unfailingly possible. So we begin by buying “top 
size” bulbs. 

“Top size” is a vague term freely. used;-it therefore needs 
clarification. Tulip bulbs are graded according to circumference 
in some seven or eight sizes, the largest four of which are of- 
fered for sale to dealers. These are 10 to 11 centimeters (4’- 
436”), 11 to 12 centimeters, 12 to 13 centimeters and the biggest 
really “top size’—13 centimeters (5°4¢”) and up. (Allowance 
is made in a few instances for varieties which do not produce 
very large bulbs.) 

The size flowers that these bulbs will produce is pretty much 
related to the bulb size. Perhaps 90 percent of the Tulip bulbs 
sold in America are 11 to 12, or 12 to 13 centimeters (about 
41,/’-5/’)—not “top size.” You will find that over a period of 
time it is very wise to invest a few pennies more and plant 
nothing but the largest bulbs. Why? The answer lies in my 
previous statement that a bulb is a small storehouse of food 
and energy. You ought to have the biggest possible storehouse 
from which the flower can draw stored-up food. A fraction of a 
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cent more for the biggest bulbs makes a whale of a difference 
in the size of the flowers you will be able to grow. And another 
thing—these large, vitality-filled bulbs will last longer, giving 
large blooms two or three years in succession. 

Our next problem in growing fine flowers is planting. Here 
is where most trouble begins. And 90 percent of that trouble 
is bad drainage. 

The person who digs a bulb bed in hard clay soil, covers 
the bottom of the bed with sand, places the bulbs on the sand, 
backfills with new topsoil and then thinks he has done a per- 
fect job is sadly mistaken. Always remember that surface water 
from the melting snows or heavy rains of early spring will 
collect in the loosened earth of the bed. Because the water can’t 
escape, the pit becomes a muddy hole with Tulip bulbs rotting 
inside it. Result: no flowers. Too often the dealer is blamed 
and told his bulbs were no good. But what should have been 
done was to provide for draining water from the bottom of the 
bed through tile connected with a storm sewer. 

We should never lose sight of this precaution, even when beds 
or borders are constructed in sandy, gravelly soil which drains 
easily. Often an almost unnoticeable dip or hollow will collect 
water before all the frost is out of the ground. Such pools are 
likely to damage the young roots of spring-flowering bulbs. 

“Tulip Fire’—never mind its Latin name—is a simply 
avoided problem. Crop rotation, as it were, is the answer. All 
commercial growers plant Tulips only once every three or four 
years in the same soil. Two years in succession is perfectly safe 
for private gardens. Three years is possible, but after that length 
of time, change your ways! |

for three centuries (see the July House BrauTiFut).

EXT to the onion, the tomato is the cook’s most vital vegetable. When 

you think how many dishes depend on it for flavor, it seems almost im- 
possible that its use as an article of food was considered very risky until a bare 
century or so ago. The tomato was unknown in Europe until the discovery of 
the New World, and when it was brought back by the returnirig Spanish and 
Portuguese sailors, it was quickly recognized as a member of a genus most of 
whose European species were very poisonous. It took some time to overcome 
the resulting prejudice against the tomato as a food. All sorts of mysterious, 
semi-magical properties were attributed to it, but for a long time only the 
Mediterranean countries seem to have believed that it was edible. In the 
language of cooks, dishes are still named “a la Portuguaise” to indicate that 
they contain tomatoes. 

Perhaps this history accounts for the fine understanding of its virtues that 
prevails in Spain, Portugal, Italy and the south of France. To the Italians we 
owe concentrated tomato paste, Spain is indirectly responsible for chili sauce, 
both fine ways of adding a tomato flavor without the fresh fruit. Other ways 
are opened by the use of catsup, tomato soup and canned tomatoes. This is im- 
portant because the tomato is a remarkably amenable vegetable. Like the onion, 
it combines happily with a great many other flavors. Personally, I think it 
does unfortunate things to ham, though it is fine with bacon and other forms 
of pork. Nor do I think it has much to contribute to lamb. But the rest of the 
repertory owes a lot to its vigorous flavor. 

Eggs, cheese, onions, celery and fish in all forms are its star companions, 
but it doesn’t do so badly with okra, peppers, corn, mushrooms, olives, cabbage, 
cucumber or chestnuts, not to mention any known form of greens. The Italians 
always season it with basil, which they think is its particular herb affinity, 
though there are other herbs that also do kindly by it. Sometime when you want 
a particularly nice starter for a meal, try 

Savory Tomato Juice. Anywhere from six to twenty-four hours before you 
plan to serve it, add to a pint of plain tomato juice, canned or fresh, half a 
teaspoon each of salt, basil, thyme, marjoram, summer savory and tarragon, a 
teaspoon each of sugar and chopped chives. Let this steep so that the flavor is 
drawn out of the herbs. Then just before you serve it, add the juice of an 
orange and a lemon, strain and pour into chilled glasses. 

Cold Tomato Cream. Another surprising and delicate curtain raiser starts 
with three cups of plain tomato juice, a scant teaspoon of salt, a grated onion, 
two stalks of grated celery, a quarter of a teaspoon of Tabasco and a cup of 
cream. Ice this well, shake it like a cocktail, and serve in chilled glasses straight 
from the shaker. It is also delicious frozen. 

Tomato Ice. Substitute tomato juice for the fruit juice called for in any ice 
or sherbet recipe. chill, stig and freeze. This is a particularly nice thing to serve 
with fish in summer. 





Tomato Canapé. Whether you make them tiny and serve them with cocktails, 
or normal sizes as an appetizing first course, these two are fine additions to your 
canapé list. For the hot one, cut rounds of toast to fit slices of tomato and 
spread them lightly with mayonnaise. The tomatoes you select should be slightly 
under-ripe. Salt them liberally. arrange them on the toast slices, cover them 


with grated store cheese. top with a dash of cayenne (Continued on page 76) 
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T he past decade has done more 
for the home builder than any 
previous one m a century. So 
many new and improved build- 
mg materials have been show- 
ered upon us as a result of the 
witense research and competi- 
tion of the depression that to- 
day we can build more cheaply, 
more easily, and a great deal 
better than we did ten years ago 


HE depression has done one good thing anyway. It’s made 

for better houses. Memory is so short that we find this hard 
to realize. But once we’ve penetrated beneath the surface of a 
house built in 1929 we see it clearly. The intrinsic value of a 
1939 house—and the service it renders—is far greater than that 
of a 1929 house. 

Why? Well, one of the big reasons is this: Ten years ago 
business was so good that the manufacturers didn’t have to work 
too hard to sell their products. Everyone had money—or 
thought he did. There were plenty of buyers for all the various 
materials used in building and equipping a home. 

Then suddenly no one had much money. Experts said it was 
only a momentary decline. But one year dragged by—two, three, 
four. And then the manufacturers found they didn’t have any 
money either. Some promptly went out of existence. Others a 
little better off paused to take stock. In that instant they dis- 
covered the answer. They were being engulfed in a wave of 
competition the like of which they had never before known. 

That meant but one thing. Each manufacturer had to get down 





to work and turn out a product which would sell faster than 


anything else on the market. Which would appeal to the builder 
because it boasted some or all of the following advantages: im- 
proved quality, neater appearance, smaller size, lower cost, con- 
venient packaging, more eflicient operation and easier installa- 
tion. No longer was the public willing to accept just any home- 
building material. Now it wanted its money’s worth. And so 
there was born an era of research and consequent development. 
In every manufacturing plant in the country men and women 
began to study ways of making home-building materials which 
would sell because they were better. 

The pictures on the following pages show exactly how well 
they succeeded. Compare a 1929 wall-board, or furnace, o1 
roofing material, or kitchen range with a similar 1939 model 
and you'll wonder how you ever managed to live—comfortably 
and enjoyably—ten years back. There’s no comparison. Al- 
though in 1929 we lived in a world of monetary plenty, today 
our building dollar goes farther and gets more in convenience,

ROOFING 


For nearly thirty years after their invention—up to about 1928—asbestos-cement 
roofing shingles were used on homes largely for strictly utilitarian reasons: be- 
cause of their fire and weather-resisting qualities, long life and low upkeep 
cost. The element of beauty (7) was lacking. The shingles were stiffly rec- 
tangular or hexagonal; colors, when attempted at all, were drab or garish; sur- 
faces were, for the most part, dully smooth or objectionably bumpy. Now in 
1939 the strength of these shingles is combined with attractive appearance. If 
we are building a simple Colonial house, we can get asbestos-cement shingles 
which look almost exactly like weathered wooden shingles (8). Or we can get 
asbestos-cement shingles with the surface texture and colorings of Vermont 
slates. Or if we want asphalt shingles, we can buy, instead of the glittering, 
pebbly roofing of 1929, shingles with wood-grain appearance. 
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DEPRES SION 


VEN in a 300-page book it would be impossible to list an 
describe adequately the multitude of new and improved product 
for use in the home. This story, therefore, can be no more than 
resumé of outstanding developments. If it lacks an air of finality

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PLYWOOD 


Plywood in 1929 was a product to be used, but sparingly. No one could be su 
when sudden climatic changes would loosen the glue which held the venee: 
together. Today a plastic resin binds them permanently—so that plywood hé 
become one of our popular building materials. Its usage in homes started on th 
Pacific Coast several years ago. Now it has spread throughout the country b 
cause plywood can be installed so easily, quickly and economically. In additio 
to its uses in auxiliary closets, flush doors and tables, it is used as both outsid 
sheathing and inside walls. In the latter case, workmen first tack narrow strif 
of plywood to the inside surface of the studs. Next they coat these strips wit 
the special glue which holds the large plywood panels (9) in place. Finall 
they seal the cracks between panels with a woodgfiller (10) and the wall—« 
ceiling—is ready for wallpaper or paint. The finished job is without crack 
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WALLBOARD 


As used in 1929, composition wallboard had fine insulating qualities but a rather 
unattractive appearance. It sealed attics and cellars against outside cold, but 
the resultant room seemed make-shift (13). Today such wallboard is amazingly 
versatile. Its insulating properties have been greatly increased, and vapor-proof- 
ing, to cope with certain aspects of modern air-conditioning, make it applicable 
as outside sheathing (16). In appearance, it ranges all the way from simple 
grooved surfaces (14) to natural-looking wood-paneled surfaces. It is available 
with a thin veneer of genuine mahogany or other wood (15). And it is often the 
basis for wallpaper or paint. One board so used contains a recessed edge which 
forms a trough through which special perforated or metal tape is run (18) in a 
finishing compound which hardens smooth. There are types that make ideal 
plaster bases (in 17 it is perforated), and others provide sound insulation. 
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LINOLEUM 


Linoleum formerly was an unimagina- 
tive, not universally used floor cover- 
ing. Its patterns were stereotyped 
(21); seams between strips offered 
lodging for dirt and convenient entry 
for moisture. Today, linoleum comes 
in any number of patterns (22). In 
one type, a special adhesive applied 
to the back at the factory and merely 
wet by the workman who is laying the 
linoleum (23) insures the material’s 
constant vise-like grip on the floor. 
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INSULATION 


There are four types of insulating materials: rigid insulation, blanket insula. 
tion, fill insulation and reflective insulation. Each has various advantages; al 
of them have been greatly improved in the past decade. Typical of the improve 
ments are those made in blanket insulation. Ten years ago blanket insulation 
looked much as it does today; it also had a vapor barrier. But the way in whicl 
it was applied was inferior. Because the edges were not sealed and the blanke! 
was light weight, the blanket or batts were either merely wedged between thi 
studs (11) or held down by wood strips nailed along the sides. As a result, th 
blanket got backed up against the outside wall and the air space was reduced 
Today blanket insulation has vapor barriers on both sides. The sealed edge: 
fold over (12) and are nailed to the face of the stud. This makes possibl. 
speedier application and leaves an air space between the blanket and sheathing 








SURFACING MATERIALS 


Plastics and stainless steels have been creeping slowly into the home-buildin 
picture in the past ten years. For some time the former have been used in tabl 
tops, knobs and handles; but only recently have they been used to any exten 
in wallboards. Sheet plastics are often composed of an artificial resin and | 
filler, usually cloth, pressed together. It is then solid, shatter-proof and _ slick 
surfaced; it is not affected by water or chemicals; it can be made to burn onl 
with greatest difficulty. As a wall surface it is most frequently used in bath 
rooms or kitchens (19). Stainless steels are more than ever standard material 
for drain-boards, counters and sinks. The number of uses is still growing. Re 
cently one steel was made available in light, easily handled, economical form 
As used in bathrooms or kitchens as a wall surface (20), this steel is a thi 
veneer over a cement-asbestos board. Application is to plaster, wood, concrete

Off-hand you'd probably say that glass, windows and screens have not 
changed greatly in the past ten years. Actually they have—in the order 
mentioned. In 1929 flat-glass manufacturers had only two products; today 
they have dozens. One of the most popular is the tremendous glass panel 
(24) which brings the outdoors indoors. Another, even more popular, is 
the glass brick which makes possible an increased amount of daylight in 
rooms where privacy is desired (25). Yet another, assembled by casement 
streamlined” storm window which fits

manufacturers, is the unobtrusive 
inside the casement and swings out with the main window (26). Window 
conditioning enters the building vocabulary. In the field of window hard- 
ware, you can today find locking handles for steel casements which, instead 
of being high in the center of the sash, are down on the sill within easy 
reach (27). In the screening field, manufacturers are putting out metal- 
framed screens whieh have new flexibility of use (28).

The annual home consumption of electricity has risen in 
the past ten years from 502 kilowatt hours to about 853 
kilowatt hours. Except in new houfes, however, the wiring, 
has not kept pace with this growing use of electrical equip- 
ment. Now adaquate wiring is carefully planned for future 
uses. The new circuit breakers placed close at hand elim- 
inate the inconvenience and hazards of the old fuse box. 
The breaker looks like an overgrown light switch. Like 
the familiar fuse, it prevents trouble, but unlike the fuse 
it does not burn out. When a wiring circuit is overloaded 
or a short occurs, the switch automatically throws itself. 
When you find the source of trouble, you simply threw the 
switch back again (35). This arrangement obviates the 
stumbling trips We used to make into dark cellars. 
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LIGHTING 
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Except in the homes of a few electrical 
men, lighting ten years ago was dread- 
ful. It ruined our eye-sight; it spoiled 
the appearance of beautiful rooms. 
Glaring chandeliers hung from ceilings. 
Carefully decorated walls were spots of 
light and dark. Rooms as a whole (29) 
were shadowy and glery at one and the 
same time. Today, however, lighting has 
become an exact science. Indirect fix- 
tures and I. E. S. lamps illuminate a 
room properly and protect the eyes 
(30). The hitherto unlizhtable corners 
and niches are made bright by flush, 
recessed or totally hidden lights. Mir- 
rers which formerly were lighted only 
by inadequate fixtures or ceiling units 
(31) are surrounded by panels (32) 
and tubes (33) of light. The reason for 
these changes lies almost entirely in the 
development of new light sources, such 
as the fluorescent tube which gives more 
light wigh less current. Today there is 
a lamp bulb for every purpose (34).

Mechanically, of course, 1939 range and refrigerator models are a far cry 
from 1929 models. Electric range elements work faster; gas range burners 
light with the turn of a switch; timers and heat regulators are almost 
standard equipment. Refrigerator motors have been made so quiet that we 
are often unable to tell whether they’re running; refrigerants are safer and 
surer; ice-cube releases make it possible to break ice out of a tray without 
losing much of the ice under a stream of water. The changed appearance is 
eyen more obvious. Ranges have become flat-topped with the lowering of 
ovens to knee level; refrigerators have become sleek white boxes which 
cannot catch dust. Study these pictures and see for yourself the difference. 
Picture 39 is an old gas range; 40 is a new gas range; 41 is an old oil 
range; 42, a new oil range; 43 is an old coal range; 44, a new stoker-fed 
coal range. Picture 45 is an ancient icebox; 46, a modern icebox; 47 and 
49 are old electric refrigerators; 48 and 50, new electric refrigerators. 
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There are two outstanding reasons for the improvements made in kitchens 
in the past ten years: Housewives who were forced by the depression to 
give up their maids discovered for themselves exactly how inadequate their 
kitchens were. Manufacturers of kitchen equipment decided they would try 
to make more money by selling, not a single refrigerator, but a complete 
kitchen. The results are as noticeable as in the case of lighting. Kitchens 
which had an icebox here, a range there and a sink some other place and 
consequently required untold numbers of steps (36) gradually became more 
compact and easily worked in (37). Lighting was improved so that the 
cook didn’t cast a shadow over the food she was preparing. Storage cabinets 


’ were standardized and increased in number; work surfaces were unified as 


nearly as possible. Along with these developments came an electric unit 
attached to the sink which ground up waste food (38), and dishwashers 
which cleaned dishes without banging, chipping and scratching.

Automatic furmace stokers have al- 


ways saved an untold amount of en- 
ergy. They save even more today. In 
1929, the operating mechanism of one 
type of stoker (55) was exposed; the 
hopper needed repeated refilling: tem- 
perature control instruments required 
manual attention. In the 1939 models, 
turned out on an assembly line (56), 
all these disadvantages have been 
overcome. In 1929, stokers that would 
feed from the bin were unknown. 
In 1939, workmen install a stoker 
(57), which does feed from the bin. 








Fireplaces for special heating pur- 
woses have been available for some 

1e. But the 1929 models (51) were 
rather crude. The firebox was made 


ra 
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of separate pieces of metal; the tubes 
which conducted air from the heat- 
= chamber through the throat com- 
plicated the draft. One 1939 model 
52) is greatly simplified. The fire- 
box is made of a single piece of 
boiler plate steel; the tubes have been 
eliminated: an insulating blanket is 
furnished to speed up the construc- 
tion 6f masonry around the firebox. 
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The heating of houses in 1929 could have been better. Furnaces were well-built, 
but they were large and bulky (58). Air conditioners were as nearly perfect 
mechanically as any device could be, but they took up a lot of space, their con- 
trols were complicated. they were direct fired, they could not, as today, be used 
with either gas, oil or coal and they cost too much (61). If a conditioning 
system was added to an existing furnace (59), the maze of pipes was compli- 
ated beyond imagination. Today. however, air conditioning for year-round use 
is coming within reach of everyone. The units themselves are small and smooth- 
surfaced. In 60 you see a domestic oil furnace and air conditioner; 62 shows 
tioner and an automatic furnace installation. This equipment permits 
the dual system of heating—radiators in bathrooms, kitchen and garage; air 
conditioning for the main rooms in the house. Yet another 1939 air conditioner 
is the small room conditioner for use in the summer. The unit shown (63) has 
a nominal cooling effect of a half ton of refrigeration. 
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Your first glance at a 1929 and 1939 room thermostat, that little gadget which 
is an essential in the well-planned modern house, might lead you to believe that 
the only changes which have been made are in a sleeker appearance. Actually 
the new thermostats are more efficient. In 1929 it was not unusual for room tem- 
perature to fluctuate several degrees below or above the temperature indicated 
on the thermostat (53). Today, one manufacturer has discovered a new principle 
whereby a small coil of wire, built into the new control (54), induces artificial 
electric heat within the thermostat after the heating plant has been turned on 
and the room temperature has risen a small fraction of a degree. This artificial 
heat accelerates the action of the thermostat and causes it to shut down the 
heating plant before the room temperature overshoots the desired temperature 
control point. Some thermostats are equipped with electric clocks instead of the 
old spring clocks. The purpose of the clock is to lower and raise the room 
temperature automatically in order to obtain fuel savings.

ERE are the Tour houses in San Leandro (New Broadmoor) and San

The most desirable contour for level 
areas is a 1 percent grade which prevents 
retarded drainage of surface water. For 
terrain of a rugged nature, terraces and 
slopes should be as gradual as possible to 
check too rapid run-off with its attendant 
danger of erosion. Take out the subsoil 
barriers to proper percolation which may 


be indicated by bare or weedy spots. 





SOIL. Examine the character of the upper 
6” to 8” of soil. This should be fine top- 
soil, loamy and of sufficient organic con- 
tent. To sandy soil add humus and peat 
moss. To clayey soil add sand so that it 
will be porous and less susceptib'e to bak- 
ing and packing. Peat moss and humus 
will also help to check excessively rapid 
run-off on slopes which cannot be mod- 
erated by regrading. 

Peat moss, spent mushroom soil, leaf 
mold and well-rotted manure have relative 
value in consideration of cost, freedom 
from weed seed and toxics and desirable 
mechanical character. On the whole, culti- 
vated peat moss is probably best, since it 
is readily procurable, relatively inexpen- 
sive and free from weed seeds. To de- 
termine how much to use experiment with 
a 1’ square area, incorporating half inch 
additions into the top 6” of soil until the 
soil reaches the proper composition. From 
this, estimate the necessary amount for the 
entire lawn, spread it evenly and mix it 
thoroughly into the upper 6” by spading 
or discing. 

Since grasses vary in their tolerance of 
acidity—Bluegrass preferring alkaline, and 
bents showing a partiality for slightly acid 
soils—try to maintain a pH content of 6.0,

action, have a State Agricultural Station 
test your soil. Liming without considera- 


tion of need is unwarranted and may bring 
about an unfavorable condition. Light ap- 
plications of hydrated lime, 50 lbs. per 
1000 square feet every two or three years, 
should be carefully apportioned when 
broadcast to avoid caking and burning 
the grass. Apply in fall or early winter. 

Grass fertilized regularly has a vital 
color, is healthier and abler to resist dis- 
ease, weeds and pests. A standard well- 
balanced plant food should be applied 20 
lbs. per 1000 square feet to areas being 
prepared for initial seeding and mixed 
with the soil at the same time as the 
humus, Thereafter apply it spring and fall, 
10 lbs. per 1000 square feet. Applications 
of fertilizer should be thoroughly watered 
to preclude the danger of burning. 


SEEDING. It is well to exercise great care 
in selecting grass seed mixture. The law 
requires seed containers to bear an an- 
alysis of the contents. Reject mixtures con- 
taining Timothy, Ryegrass other 
coarse fillers. Some Redtop is good as a

dients for shaded lawns. The mixture 
should range between 88 and 92 percent 
in germination, and between 95 and 99 
percent in purity, and should contain less 
than one tenth of 1 percent of weed seed. 

The rate of seeding varies. The better 
mixtures contain larger percentages of fine 
seeds and should therefore be less heavily 
seeded. Too generous sowing can give a 
growth so thick the plants choke each 
other. Divide the area by eye or by meas- 
ure and apportion the seed. Half should 
be broadcast in one direction, the re- 
mainder at right angles, evenly. 

Seeding should be followed by gentle 
raking and light rolling to press the soil 
particles around the seed. Roll lightly, 
also in spring after the ground has thawed 
and is free from excess moisture. But roll 
with caution so as not to pack the soil and 
never roll to correct faulty grading.

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AUTUMN for ROSES 


BY R= GEARLEN 


Epitor’s Note: The virtues of fall as a growing season are 
yearly becoming more widely appreciated. Especially provoca- 
tive—and still controversial—is the question of fall rose plant- 
ing. Dr. Allen, of the Department of Floriculture and ornamen- 
tal Horticulture of the New York State College of Agriculture, 
Ithaca, New York, reports here, simply and directly, the sum 
of his experiments to date on hows and whys of fall planting 
for roses—and the results. 

UNE is the month of Roses, but you can’t wait until then 
J to plant them. Success with Roses depends largely upon 
foresight and planning. It is not difficult to have a magnificent 
display if you make a few simple preparations. Here’s how: 

First of all, the time of year at which Roses are planted may 
be a determining factor in their success. Experiments have re- 
peatedly shown that fall planting is preferable to spring plant- 
ing in all but the most severe climates. The chief advantage of 
fa'l planting is the fact that the plants have an opportunity to 
become established in the soil during the winter and are ready 
for vigorous growth at the break of spring. Furthermore, the 
Roses pass through their rest period under natural conditions, 
which in most cases seem to be more favorable than the

artificial conditions, good as they are, under which nurserymen 
are forced to store them to have them ready for spring delivery. 

It should be noted, however, that there are some disadvan- 
tages to fall planting. As winter approaches, the gardening urge 
decreases so that the incentive to plant Roses and plant them 
properly may be lacking. Furthermore, it is not quite as easy 
to obtain the plants as in the spring. As a rule, only the better 
Rose growers and nurserymen offer them for sale at this time 
and sometimes it is rather late in the season before the plants 
are ready for distribution. 

The best rule to follow as to the actual date for planting is 
to set out the Rose bushes just as soon as they are available in 
your own locality. This may be anytime from the first of Oc- 
tober to the first of February, depending upon the region of 
the country in which you live. 

While it is generally conceded that fall planting is preferable, 
it does not mean that Roses cannot be planted at other times of 
year with good results. They may be set in the early spring or 
as potted plants even in midsummer. With fall planting, how- 
ever, you get results more quickly and with less difficulty. 

The essentials for success with Roses are good drainage, good 
soil, abundant watering and protection (Continued on page 71)

OR line, texture and richness, evergreens are unrivaled in landscape use. No 

other plant will so well point up a design and focus attention on its best features. 

Put they must be selected each for its particular purpose. They cannot be successfully 
added to the general planting list just for the sake of “enriching the picture.” ; 

In making a planting plan it is usually wise to select the evergreens, particularly 
the conifers, first—along with the big shade trees—and then build up plant composi- 
tions around them. These trees are so large and solid that they tend to dominate their 
surroundings. Hence they cannot be used quite’so casually as shrubs, small deciduous 
trees and herbaceous material. Then, too, it is much easier to make interesting and 
harmonious groupings when the dominant or accenting plant is in place. 

There is danger of using too much evergreen material, especially in the Middle 
Atlantic, Southern and North Pacific states where it thrives well and the available 
list of species is large. There is also a corresponding danger of using too little in 
those regions where the list is short—the North Central and northern New England 
states. Small gardens, naturally, are the ones that suffer most. A nice sense of bal- 
ance is ruined by the “weight” of some evergreens, particularly Rhododendrons and 
Yews. When used in too great abundance, these offer little but added gloom to the 
whole effect. 

Try to get the right plant for the right place. Effectiveness in size, shape, color 
and habit of growth is most important from an artistic point of view; but ultimate 
size, habit and preferences of soil and exposure are equally important from a horti- 
cultural point of view. Too often in American plantings evergreens are tall, scrawny 
and unhealthy in appearance. This is mainly because they have not been carefully 
chosen. Find out what is the ultimate size as well as the rate of growth. The latter 
is often more important than the former, although both must be considered if we 
are to avoid using plants that eventually develop into forest trees in small, intimate 
plantings, or where space is restricted. Practically the whole group of Retinosporas : 
and many of the conifers come under this ban. As young plants they are most attrac- 
live, but they soon become open and rangy and even constant clipping will not 
keep them in shape or in scale with the rest of the planting. 

Study soil and shade preferences. Don’t, for example, plant Firs and Pines in the 
shade, where only Hemlock will thrive; and on sunny, dry hillsides use White, Red, 
Scotch or Jack Pine instead of Hemlock, Rhododendrons—in fact most broad-leaved 
evergreens—want some shade, considerable moisture and an acid soil condition. 

Be sure the evergreens you select are really hardy in your locality. Don’t rely on 
hearsay for this, but consult your local arboretum, park authority or a recognized 
nurseryman. Some evergreens will flourish for several (Continued on page 80)

As I looked over 
ov the domain, a most flattering noun to use for a few square feet, it was 
difficult to decide which task needed immediate attention. Planting, plan- 
ning, cleaning, staking—all were crying to be done but, impelled by a 
terrifying paragraph in the morning paper, I started with the weeds. 
The statement began by saying that if weeds did not go to seed the prob- 
lem of weed control would be solved, then went on with statistics, a 
form of presentation that usually leaves me cold. But not in this instance. 
A large Shepherd’s Purse plant may produce 50,000 seeds, a Wild Mus- 
tard over 200,000 and a large Purslane, Pussley, 1,250,000! While none 
of these happen to be in my borders, there are other things that I could 
swear were quite as prolific, even more so. A series of rains has started 
them all up, and among the most annoying is grass among the Iris and 
around little perennial seedlings, still with such shallow roots that much 
damage would come from drastic removal. In such case I find a pair of 
scissors the best tool, snipping off the grass or weeds just below the soil 
line. Of course the roots are left, but the crown and most dangerous parts 
are gone, and the method is the best I have discovered for weeds that do 
not pull easily. 


2 Tenacity of plant life. Now that nearly a year has passed since © 
* the garden was so badly hurt by the hurricane of last September, 
it is profitable to note the lessons learned. There have been remarkable 
instances of the tenacity of plant life. A very large Poplar, whose stump 
had to be left because the roots were grown into those of a surviving

At the 
base of these bare specimens, vines have been planted, and without ex- 
ception the result has been all that was hoped in luxuriance and cover- 
age.

I have just heard a 
most interesting discussion which I pass on for each reader to appraise 
individually, as | am no grass expert, considering that part of the garden 
a necessity with little thrill. The first of the two connoisseurs twirled his 
glasses around his little finger and stated that from now on lawns should 
be kept cut until all activity has stopped. Failure to do this results in 
long blades of grass which, carried over the winter, will turn brown in 
the spring and be hard to eradicate when the lawn is then put in order. 
The other was equally emphatic although he had nothing to twirl. His 
advice was to stop mowing early enough in the fall to assure a growth 
of 2” or 3” for winter; this will insure protection for the roots. For the 
first time the thought came to me how nice it would be to have two grass 
plots instead of one and try out both methods. I have an idea results 
would depend as much on other factors of drainage, fertilization, variety 
of grass, amount of sun, etc., as upon the exact measurement of the blade. 
Courage in winter treatment. A most amusing and drastic 
* method of winter treatment came to my notice, and I shall try it 
on some of the “heavers” that wriggle out of the ground at the least 
provocation. It was a practice in a garden which was arranged along 
the line of least resistance, where the owner would have nothing that 
had to be fussed over and coddled. When the ground was frozen, the 
plants that had no green tops were cut to the ground, and on them this 
placid gardener placed stones, good sized ones, and then dared his 
plants to heave! They didn’t, and as the rocks were removed judiciously 
in the early spring, the result was a triumph for the system. To him 
that hath courage shall be given surprises. 


8 Dividing perennials. When there are perennials that need division 
* I like to do it early enough in the season for the moved plants to 
get a start before cold weather arrives, since their chance for surviving 
the winter is better. A few arbitrary rules help in decision. Most of the 
deeper-rooting plants are best left undisturbed. Delphiniums should not 
be divided unless the flowers begin to look peaked. Peonies, Gas Plant 
and Christmas Roses leave strictly alone. Practically all Lilies resent 
disturbance, especially the Madonnas. Where division of a perennial 
clump is indicated by uneven vigor of growth, I divide it by taking off 
‘ pieces carefully with a knife from the outside. This is the younger and 
sturdier part of the plant; it is the center that (Continued on page 107)

Plant Mosquito Traps. The Greater Bladderwort, Utricularia vulgaris, is an extraor- 
dinary little plant which by its amazing cleverness has overrun the globe, either float- 
ing free in ponds and slow streams or rooted in mud. It came into public notice as a 
post-flood topic of interest, when its habit of catching tiny aquatic creatures brought the 
knowledge that here was a plant that could be introduced to ponds to destroy mosqui- 
toes. The Bladderwort is listed as a predatory enemy of this insect and its method is 
simple. Any small living organisms, either seeking shelter from larger ones ready to 
devour them, or merely floating in the water, hit the pop-weed bladders by bending in- 
ward the free edge of the valve which, being strongly elastic, snaps shut again behind 
them instantly, and no victim ever escapes from that prison. There they decay, and the 
plant absorbs, through certain processes within the bladder walls, the fluid products. 
While it cannot be asserted that no mosquito will escape from a pond where the Blad- 
derwort grows, in a small area of water results justify its presence. 


Gourd Tactics. First tenet of gourd preparation for indoor use is to leave them on the 
vines as long as possible. Softer varieties like the Acorn and Turk’s Turban will not 
stand frost, but the hard-shelled varieties dry better after freezing. Cut them carefully 
to avoid bruising, with an inch of stalk attached, wipe with a dry cloth and either hang 
up to dry or place one layer deep in some open receptacle. Time for drying varies, but 
while the gourd still feels cold and moist the process is not complete; when the seeds 
inside rattle, it is ready for further treatment. What the decoration will be, individual 
taste decides. Quick-drying enamels in solid colors and burning patterns with an elec- 
tric needle or red hot wire are possibilities. Or the shapes may be merely waxed with 
automobile or floor wax or shellacked. For any process absolute dryness is a requisite 
for success. Where gourds are to be hung, it is safer not to fasten them by the stem, 
which is apt to loosen, but to burn a hole through the neck with a hot wire, and insert 
a cord. 


Peony Pointers. These plants should go into the ground this month, any time from 
early September until the ground freezes. Get good stock from reliable dealers, free 
from disease and with at least three to five eyes. Set the roots 3’ to 4’ apart, placing 
the crown 2” deep in heavy soils and 3” in lighter ones. During the planting and after- 
wards, water gently to settle the earth and fill up air pockets, When all is finished be 
sure the settling of the soil has not changed the depth of planting. The first winter it 
is wise to cover the plants lightly with salt hay or evergreen branches after the ground 
has frozen. A pound of bone meal per plant or a good standard commercial fertilizer 
used as per directions, will make the Peonies thrive next year. Failure of bloom often 
comes from too deep planting, too heavy a winter mulch, or the freezing of buds after 
growth has started. Lack of water and scant food will also tend to limit the flowers. The 
double Peonies flower first, then the Japanese and the singles. The difference in these 
last two is not always understood. The singles have one or two rows of petals sur- 
rounding yellow, pollen laden stamens; the Japanese also have one or two rows of pet- 
als but, instead of central stamens, there are petaloids, very narrow petals edged wi 
the remnants of pollen bearing anthers. e

HE amount of insurance written each 

year to protect the home proves that 
burglary, disagreeable as the subject is, can- 
not be ignored. For that reason we think 
it well to mention a new kind of burglary 
insurance put out by the Slide-Back Protec- 
tion Bars Co. (10 Sunnyside Ave., Arling- 
ton, Mass.) It is a set of Disappearing Pro- 
tection Bars for each of your most break-in- 
able windows. You'll find the bars useful 
all year round, but especially right now 
that you’re preparing to close your summer 
home for the winter. They also come in 
handy if you have youngsters who enjoy 
terrifying you by hanging out upstairs win- 
dows. The bars are installed on the inside 
of the window, as you can see in the picture 
below. When in use they are slid along steel 
grooves at the top and bottom of the window 
and are held in place by a cylinder lock in 
the lower channel. One lock secures all the 
bars with one action. When not in use, the 
bars conveniently slide to the sides of the 
window. Price, including installation in an 
average size window, is around $17. 


ALREADY we are anticipating the pangs 
of winter cold, and so, quite naturally, our 
thoughts turn to heat and a new imposing 
boiler with a very imposing name—the Mas- 
ter Kraft Heet-Generator. (Harvey-Whipple, 
Inc., Springfield, Mass.) This Heet-Genera- 
tor, illustrated at the top of the page, is for 
use as both a steam and hot water boiler. 
Its most novel feature is its “coffee perco- 
lator action.” Just as in a percolator, a cen- 


tral stem runs up the center of the boiler. 








When the oil burner starts and the heat 
comes on, the combustion gases pass back 
and forth, filling the bottom chamber first, 
then finding their way into the second cham- 
ber above, and so on up to the flue. Now 
when the water, which lies close to the steel 
surfaces in the chambers, is heated, it rises 
and converges into the central vertical col- 
umn. There, after a few minutes, it shoots 
upward like the water in a_percolator, 
strikes the top dome of the boiler and is 
splashed on to the hot, dry steel surface. 
Here it turns into the steam which heats 
your house. According to the manufacturer, 
the process is amazingly fast: one dealer re- 
ported that a boiler he installed showed 
steam pressure only seven minutes after a 
cold start. If still greater perfection is de- 
sired, it is possible to install in the boiler 
as extra equipment a water heater which, 
without the aid of a storage tank, can deliver 
as high as 450 gallons of hot water per 
hour. 


SILENCE is golden, at least where doors 
are concerned. A door that chatters and 
rattles at the slightest provocation can drive 
you mad. Fortunately it’s no longer neces- 
sary to put up with such noise, because the 
Glynn-Johnson Corp., (1821 Berteau Ave., 
Chicago) has perfected an ingenious silencer 
of live molded rubber. A new principle in- 
corporated in the silencer is a pneumatic air 
pocket which forms when the door closes 
and compresses the silencer.

from disease and insect pests. To 
attempt to grow Roses without 
adequate drainage only invites fail- 
ure. None of the species or types 
commonly found in gardens grow 
natively in swamps, marshes or 
bogs. If the garden is not naturally 
well drained, then some artificial 
drainage system should be _ in- 
stalled. Ordinary agricultural tile 
is probably the best method where 
the natural drainage is very poor. 
Digging out the beds to a depth of 
30” and placing 6” to 8” of rocks 
or coarse gravel in the bottom is 
effective. Often raising the level of 
the beds 8” to 12” above the walks 
proves helpful. 

During recent years, the recom- 
mendations for preparing the soil 
for Roses has changed to some ex- 
tent. It used to be thought that 
they would not thrive unless planted 
in a heavy clay soil. This idea has 
been proved to be unfounded and 
it is evident that Roses are excep- 
tionally tolerant of a wide range 
of soil types. A well aérated soil 
with a high water-holding capacity 
is most suitable. Texture, acidity, 
and nutrient content are of less 
importance. 

The most effective way to im- 
prove the water-holding capacity 
and aération of the soil is to add 
organic materials, A number of 
experiments have been conducted 
at the Cornell Test Gardens in this

ferent types of soil ranging from 
light sandy to heavy clay soils. 


The results of the experiments in- 


dicate that peat moss is the most 
effective type of organic matter to 
use and this fact seems to hold 
true for all the different types of 
soil tested. As a matter of fact, 
well-rotted manure frequently does 
not give as good results as the 
original soil with no organic mate- 
rials added. The other types of 
organic matter produced Roses su- 
perior to those grown in soil which 
had no organic materials added, 
but they were not so vigorous or so 
productive as those growing in the 
soil and peat moss mixture. 

The amount of peat moss to be 
added depends upon the original 
soil. If the soil is low in organic 
matter, as a very sandy or a very 
heavy soil is likely to be, 25 to 50 
percent by volume should be incor- 
porated. A 25 percent mixture in- 
dicates a proportion of three parts

of soil to one part of peat moss. 

The use of peat moss for Roses 
is sometimes criticized on the 
grounds that it is likely to make 
the soil too acid for their growth. 
Experiments, however. have shown 
that this is seldom. if ever. the 
case. In most soils. the peat moss 
increases the acidity temporarily, 
but the soil soon comes back to 
very near its original pH. 

The chief value"of peat moss as 
a soil conditioner seems to lie in 
the fact that it improves the aéra- 
tion and water-holding capacity of 
the soil and supplies certain ele- 
ments which are beneficial to 
growth. 

Roses require a deeply prepared 
soil. The usual method of working 
the soil to the depth of an ordinary 
spade is inadequate. Experiments 
have shown that there is a definite 
correlation between the depth of 
soil preparation and the growth of 
Roses—the deeper the preparation, 
the more vigorous and luxuriant 
the growth. It is advised that the 
soil be prepared to a depth of at 
least 18”, and to do this it is usu- 
ally necessary to remove the soil 
from the bed to this depth, mix in 
thoroughly the organic matter and 
fertilizers and return it to the bed. 
The entire root system of the 
plants will then be completely sur- 
rounded by productive soil. 

It is desirable to mix with the 
soil at the time it is being pre- 
pared, certain fertilizer materials 
to make sure that there is no de- 
ficiency of the essential elements, 
especially phosphorus and potash. 
Phosphorus may be supplied by in- 
corporating superphosphate at the 
rate of 5 lbs. per 100 square feet 
most

conveniently added by using 
ate of potash at the rate of 1 Ib. 
per 100 square feet of ground area. 
Nitrogen is also frequently lack- 
ing, but it is best not to apply a 
nitrogenous fertilizer when the soil 
is being prepared since a high 
nitrogen content tends to retard 
root This element can 
easily be supplied in the spring 
after the plants are well estab- 
lished by applying ammonium sul- 
phate or nitrate of soda at the rate 
of 1 lb. per 100 square feet or by 
using a mixed commercial ferti- 
lizer of approximately the 412-4 
or 5-10-5 grade at the rate of 3 Ibs. 
per 100 square feet of ground

Under most conditions, Roses do 
best in a slightly acid soil, or one 
with a pH value of approximately 
6. They will tolerate much more 
acid or alkaline conditions than 
this if the soil has a high organic 
matter content. One cannot tell 
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whether a soil is acid or alkaline 
by merely looking at it. It can 
only be determined with the aid 
of chemical or electrolytical tests. 
Inexpensive soil-testing outfits are 
available which are sufficiently ac- 
curate for the home gardener’s 
needs. Acidity determinations are 
also made by local county agricul- 
tural agents or samples may be 
sent to the state college of agri- 
culture where the tests are made 
free of charge. 

The more care shown in setting 


out Rose plants, the better. They 


should be planted immediately 
upon arrival from the nurseryman 


to prevent any drying out or other 


deterioration. 


The first step is to prepare the 


plant by pruning back the top to 
about 9” to 12” above the roots. 
Any small, weak branches should 
be removed. The roots should also 
be pruned slightly by cutting back 
any long, straggly ones to about 8” 
from where they join the stem. If 
any are broken or badly bruised, 
they should be removed. 

The next step is to dig the hole. 
and this should be made large 
enough in diameter to accommo- 
date the roots without bending. 
Normally, the roots of a Rose 
plant should spread out more or 
less horizontally. The hole shou!d 
be deep enough so that the union 
between the scion and understock 
will be just below the surface of 
the soil when the planting is com- 
plete. The union can be easily seen 
as a joint or swelling on the stem 


just above the roots. When the 
Rose is in position with the roots 


properly spread out, draw in a few 
handfuls of soil and work it care- 
fully around the roots, making 
sure that no air spaces exist. The 
soil should then be pressed firmly 
around the roots and the hole 
filled. If the soil is very dry, it is 
desirable to water the plant thor- 
oughly before finally filling the 
hole. Varieties of the hybrid tea 
class should be spaced 15” to 18” 
apart, while polyanthas and flori- 
bundas are usually spaced 18” to 
24”. Climbing Roses should be 
about 4’ to 6’ apart. 

As soon as the bed is completed, 
the soil should be drawn from be- 
tween the plants and mounded up 
around them. This serves to pro- 
tect the lower part of the plant

gray-to-brown spots appearing on 
the ends of the leaves, causing 
them to curl and, in wet weather, 
to rot. The bloom-buds show sim- 
ilar spots, which damage and fre- 
quently destroy the entire bud, not 
even giving it a chance to develop. 
Since Hyacinths and Narcissus are 
not affected by Tulip Fire, they are 
excellent for use in the old Tulip 
bed. After a space of two years, 
however, Tulips may again be 
planted in the old locations. 

Feeding is a minor problem in 
Tulip growing. Tulip bulbs contain 
within themselves sufficient nourish- 
ment to produce good blooms. To 
keep the bulbs in a vigorous con- 
dition for the following year’s 
blooming, I recommend the spad- 
ing in of a liberal quantity of bone 
meal. This should be thoroughly 
worked through the ground under 
the bulb, so the roots can reach 
it during their fall and early spring 
growth. 

To develop the best possible 
bulbs for the next season’s bloom, 
no foliage should be removed until 
it turns brown in late June. 

The selection of varieties is es- 
pecially interesting now because 
so many of the expensive and rare 
varieties may be purchased for 
about the same price or very little 
more than standard kinds. How- 
ever, in recommending the follow- 
ing varieties—the choicest and pos- 
sibly the finest available at this 
time—I want to remind you that 
their respective flowering time is 
of no particular importance. All 
bloom within one or two days of 
each other if they receive the same 
amount of light and sunshine. Tu- 
lips planted in shade will, of 
course, bloom a few days later 
than those in full sun.

Coming now to Daffodils, o 
Narcissus, we find it well to poin 
out one or two “musts” which wi 
help to secure best results. Nar 
cissus (Daffodils) are not muc 
different from Tulips in their cul 
tural reqlirements. They are jus 
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s sensitive about too much moist- 
re, but do not suffer from “fire” 
r similar ailments if planted con- 
antly in the same soil. In fact, 
affodils may be left undisturbed 
or years without ill effects. Newly 
Jlanted bulbs, however, must be 
iven ample protection against 
evere cold. Use leaves, straw, 
narsh hay or any other covering 
hat will leave the garden looking 
espectable through the winter. 
‘his precaution is not so necessary 
or well established bulbs. 
Occasionally it is advisable to 
eparate clumps of Daffodils. This 
hould be done as soon as the 
oliage begins to turn brown. The 
ulbs taken out of the ground 
hould not be “cured” (exposed to 
un or dried), but must be put 
ack at once in their new loca- 
ion. Separate the bulbs, remove 
ld foliage, but do not disturb 
‘hat roots are left. Keep the bulbs 
ut of the sun while planting. The 
1ore time Daffodils have to make 
ew roots in summer and fall, the 
1ore and better flowers you will 
ave.

Add to them 
a cup and a half of canned toma- 
toes heated and strained, three 
tablespoons of quick tapioca, salt, 
sugar and paprika to taste. Cook 
gently till the tapioca is clear, 
about ten minutes. Then stone a 
couple of dozen ripe olives and ar- 
range tomatoes and olives in al- 
ternate layers in the casserole, 
topping each layer of tomatoes 
with grated cheese. Cover with 
buttered crumbs and bake in a 
moderate oven for half an hour. 
If this doesn’t justify tapioca once 
and for all, I miss my guess. 

Tomato and Bean Casserole. 
String and boil till tender a pound 
and a half of beans. Arrange them 
in a casserole with three or four 
large cooked potatoes, cubed, and 
five large tomatoes sliced. Season, 
moisten with beef stock and bake 
in a moderate oven for half an 
hour. 

When it comes to stuffing toma- 
toes, the possibilities are abso- 
lutely endless. One man who likes 
to cook makes rather a specialty 
of them cut in half, scooped out 
and filled with a cheese soufflé 
mixture. Or you can core them and 
drop an egg in each one. Or fill 
them with sausage meat, tuna fish, 
shrimp, lobster, crab. You can 
stuff them with cooked rice and 
minced shallots and top them with 
a broiled mushroom. Mixtures 
made of left-overs, well seasoned 
and bound with an egg, are often 
served this way. But best of all, I 
think, are 

Tomatoes Stuffed with Chest- 
nuts. Soak and clean three dried 
chestnuts for each tomato. Fry 
half a teaspoon of chopped onion 
for each one in butter, add the 
chestnuts, roughly chopped, sea- 
son, add lemon juice, maybe a tea- 
spoon for each three tomatoes, and 
when this mixture is hot fill it into 
the scooped center of the tomatoes, 
top with buttered crumbs and bake 
a good half hour in a moderate 
oven.

centrated on the herbaceous ma- 
terial, evergreens should be care- 
fully and sparingly used. Often 
the emphasizing of such salient 
points in the garden design as the 
corners of beds, the intersection 
of important axis or the entrance, 
is most easily accomplished by 
planting evergreens. But they must 
be selected for their suitability. 
Both the upright and the rounded 
evergreens play a part according 
to the particular scheme and the 
effect desired. There must be a 
feeling of balance, proportion and 
restraint. 

Evergreens quickly relieve any 
tendency 
pointing up and enlivening a de- 
sign. This is particularly true of 
enclosing plantations of deciduous 
shrubs which, “because we com- 
monly use a restricted list, grow 
to about the same height and 
have much the same texture and 
habit of growth. When they are 
not in flower they are likely to be 
dull. So it is that the occasional 
introduction of a pointed evergreen 
—a Cedar, Arborvitae or Spruce 
—will immediately remedy the sit- 
uation by creating a more pleasing 
skyline. Sometimes, too, the use 
of a more graceful evergreen such 
as a Hemlock or Holly will help. 

Interest is closely connected with 
accent. Sometimes accent material 
may serve a dual purpose, but 
more often we prefer to intro- 
duce other evergreens which will 
heighten interest, enrich the plant- 
ing and create a beautiful picture. 
For these purposes we generally 
select material that is less em- 
phatic in form but has a pleas- 
ing habit of growth, a good color, 
texture and perhaps blossoms. 
Feathery Hemlocks, rich Hollies, 
picturesque Cedars or Yews, florif- 
erous Rhododendrons and Azaleas, 
for example, do the job nicely 
when used either as specimens or 
as small masses in appropriate 
places. 

Many times the focal point of 
the garden, especially if it is of 
the terminal motive type. is embel- 
lished with some architectural fea- 
ture such as a garden house, wall 
fountain or bird bath. All these 
things can be made more impor- 
tant and effective if they are 
backed up and emphasized by a 
good evergreen planting. All ter- 
minations of axis lines should be 
“received” and adequately stopped 
so that the attention may be turned 
back upon the garden scheme. 
Evergreens do this admirably in 
both summer and winter. 

As a matter of fact, any garden 
that is well designed can be pleas- 
ing when out of bloom; but it is 
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even more pleasing if we have use 
evergreens at important points 
Too often we rely on the color « 
herbaceous material for our effect 
and thus lose sight of the large 
picture—the garden as a whole 
all seasons. The drawings on pag 
61, which are suggestive rathe 
than inclusive, may give you usefy 
hints as to use and placement. 

In selecting evergreen material 
for any landscape scheme, 
must not be unduly influenced bh 
price. Many evergreens, especia 
the larger sizes, are expensive. Bu 
rather than have you use a chea 
plant, I strongly advise you to hol 
off buying until the budget pe 
mits a better plant. 

Uncommon evergreens must ¢ 
necessity be more expensive, fo 
they take longer to grow and nee¢ 
a lot of care during their early lif 
in the nursery. The quick-gro 
ing, over-vigorous evergreens 
cheaper, but they do not stay ef 
fective in your garden scheme fe 
long; and if they are not removed 
or curbed, they soon ruin the en 
tire planting by being out of scaley 
appearing leggy and ungainly. a 
by smothering slower-growing bui 
more desirable plants. With plants, 
as with most things, you get whai 
you pay for. In the case of a suit- 
able evergreen you get a wel 
grown plant with a root systen 
which will enable the plant to 
hold quickly and thrive. Sour 
roots on most plants are secure 
only by frequent transplanting ij 
the nursery. Evergreens are difficu 
to handle at best, and the well 
rooted plant will hold a ball o 
earth better and therefore have a 
better chance of surviving th 
shock’ of transplanting. For th 
reason, avoid buying or even 
cepting as a gift, evergreens whic 
have been growing for years with 
out root pruning. Such plants de 
velop long, claw-like roots—not the 
fibrous, close-matted feeding roots 
that are founded on quality root 
pruned material. 

The best time for evergree 
planting is in the early spring be 
fore growth starts, or in midsum 
mer after the new growth ha 
hardened off. In general, midsum 
mer planting is satisfactory he 
cause we take much better car 
of the plants by watering the 
frequently. Fall planting may 
satisfactory, but the plants shoul 
be well watered, carefully stake 
or wired and thoroughly mulche 
This will safeguard them agains 
the first winter, when they hav 
no roots to anchor themselves int 
the ground and may have sever 
weather and violent changes © 
temperature to contend with.

HE history of the Daffodil 

since the Middle Ages is most 
nteresting. It reflects in its popu- 
arity the varying fashions in gar- 
lening. It must have been very 
yopular in the 15th and 16th Cen- 
uries as it appears in most of the 
imitive paintings of that time and 
he wide distribution of the spe- 
ies outside of their natural habi- 
ats, indicates that early travelers 
nust have cherished and distrib- 
ited them. When fashions changed 
nd in the early parts.of the 17th 
Jentury artificial and more formal 
‘ardens were in the ascendancy, 
he Daffodil seems to have lost 
avor and yielded its place in the 
arden to Tulips, which lend them- 
elves better to more formal plant- 
ng. 

It is really not until the latter 
alf of the 19th Century, that we 
gain find the Daffodil a favorite. 
‘he earliest mention of Daffodils 
n literature can be found in the 
yorks of the Greek author Theo- 
hrastus, especially in his “En- 
fuiry into Plants,” written about 
00 B. C. The first reference in 
he Christian era appears in the 
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rare “Herbal of Pseudo Apuleius,” 
a 9th Century manuscript written 
during the time of Pope Sixtus IV. 
This one and only copy can be seen 
in the abbey of Monte Cassino, 
Italy. Further references to the 
Daffodil are found in later works 
of Greek and Roman authors, but 
it is really not until early in the 
16th Century that we find more 
complete records. At that time the 
Flemish author Dodoens describes 
five kinds in his “Herbal.” At the 
end of the 16th Century there ap- 
pears Gerard’s Herbal, which de- 
scribes and illustrates several Daf- 
fodils in quaint little woodcuts. 
The next mention of Daffodils, and 
this time a very complete descrip- 
tion is found in Parkinson’s famous 
“Paradisus Terrestris” of 1629. He 
divides the Daffodils of that time 
into various groups according to 
the length of the cup or trumpet. 
His description of a trumpet Daf- 
fodil, as we now call them, is 
amusing. The trumpet, he says, is 
as long as or longer than, “the 
outer leaves that doe encompasse 
it, so that it seemeth rather like 
a trunke or long nose than a cup

After Parkinson, little mention 
is made of the Daffodil in litera- 
ture until we come to the Year 
1724. In that year Miller’s “Gar- 
deners’ Dictionary” appeared with 
a full account of the Daffodils then 
grown. Miller tells us how to raise 
Daffodils from seed and seems to 


on 
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have been one of the first advo- 
cates of the “Buy British” cam- 
paign. He writes: “The not prac- 
tising this, (raising Daffodils from 
seed) has occasioned our sending 
abroad annually for great quanti- 
ties of flower-roots, which have 
been kept up to a high price on 
account of the great demand for 
them in England, whereas, if we 
were as industrious to propagate 
them as our neighbours, we might 
soon vie with them, if not outdo 
them, in most sorts of flowers.” 
Little was written about the 
Daffodil until in the early 19th 
Century another great botanist, 
Salisbury, published his “Cultiva-

tion of Rare Plants” (1812). Fol- 
lowing this great work came the 
notable “Narcissus Monograph,” 
by Adrian Hardy Haworth, pub- 
lished in 1831. In the meantime 
another famous botanist was study- 
ing the genus Narcissus, the Hon. 
and Rev. William Herbert, and in 
his magnificent work “Amaryllida- 
ceae” he classifies and describes 
some 150 varieties. At that time 
several amateur growers were get- 
ting interested in raising Daffodils 
from séed and one of them, Ed- 
ward Leeds of Manchester, raised 
some notable seedlings. About 
1840 he writes to a friend: “I 
think much remains to be done in 
the production of fine hybrids of 
this beautiful tribe of plants, and 
it may be mentioned, these are 
not ephemeral productions like 
many florists’ flowers, but will last

55° to 65° for the flowers. Buy 
only varieties recommended for 
forcing. Neglect of this point often 
brings failure. 


Sand Drying of Flowers. If the 
method of growing certain blooms, 
that are adapted by their nature 
to a drying process for winter use, 
has become an old story, the Euro- 
pean system of drying them in 
sand may be tried. Pick only per- 
fect specimens, and place in a 
deep box (writing paper boxes are 
a good size) on a 2” layer of 
dry sand. Fill the box carefully 
with sand, sifting it in so that the 
flowers keep their shape and are 
completely covered. Put the box 
away uncovered in a warm closet 
and let it stay until the flowers 
are required. Shake off the sand 
from the flowers, place in water, 
and they will last long enough 
to make the experiment costless, 
simple and quite worth the time 
and trouble.

having a relatively long life span, 
require a longer time to germinate 
than do annuals. (from two to 
four weeks for complete germina- 
tion) and should be frequently 
sprinkled during this time. After 
the young seedlings appear don't 
water too violently. but when the 
roots are firmly established. water- 
ing should be thorough and less 
frequent to encourage the down- 
ward extension of roots searching 
for percolated water. 

Be careful about over-watering. 
On humid days. when evaporation 
is slight, soil may become sodden, 
unbalancing the bacterial bodies. 
Bent grasses, particularly suscepti- 
ble to overgrowth of bacterial 
bodies. may develop the disease 
known as brown patch. 

Where grass is desired in 
densely wooded areas. trees should 
be thinned by cutting down smaller 
and less desirable varieties and by 
carefully pruning cross-branches 
and those which hang too low. 
Adequate sun for the grass is thus 
admitted but it will suffer none- 
theless if the trees are not given 
extra feeding to prevent their rob- 
bing the soil of nutrients the grass

One treatment. lasts three years 
and serves as a deterrent to earth- 
worms and other pests. It should 
be given before April and followed 
by a gentle sprinkling to wash the 
grass blades and avoid burning. 
Heavy soils need stronger applica- 
tions of lead to penetrate to the 
desired depths, while sandy soils 
should be treated oftener. Arsenate 
of lead is poisonous, and though 
it probably causes only illness in 
animals which graze on the grass, 
it is wise to try to keep pets away. 

Another insect pest is the moth 
or miller of whitish color. While 
flying above the grass, it drops 
eggs from which larvae known as 
sod worms are hatched. They feed 
on the grass blades, causing small 
brown spots in the lawn, weave 
silken webs or burrows of soil 
particles, silk, their own excrement 


and bits of grass. Should you find | 


webs or burrows and increasing 
numbers of them, crop the infested 
area closely and treat it with ar- 
senate of lead in solution, 2 lbs.

Use the same dose for other suck- 
ing insects. 

Ant mounds often kill large 
areas of grass. An ant poison, sold 
in tubes, is thallium in jelly form, 
readily pressed out at the entrance 
to the ant hill. It is deadly poison. 
Keep children and pets away.

ful as soil reconditioners, may also 
cause trouble by leaving their 
casts on the grass. Treat them as 
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you do Japanese beetle grubs. An 
use the same method to contre 
Crabgrass and Chickweed, thu: 
retarding the germination of thei 
seeds, 

Once grass is well established 
no drastic changes can be mad 
in the soil. The only way to im 
prove its mechanical character i 
by using top dressing, to achiey 
a gradual change. Only small 
amounts should be added at a time 
in early spring and again in Sep 
tember. Take stock of the type o 
soil you have for it is here you 
must. use judgment in making yo 
formula. The average one is oné 
part each of loamy topsoil, humus 
and clean sand. Variations of the 
amounts depend upon the char 
acter of the soil. Above all, the top 
dressing should be free of weed 
seed. Grass should be clipped and 
top dressing applied about 4 
deep. Estimate the amount in cubic 
feet by dividing the total area of 
lawn by 48. Broadcast it event 
and rake it gently about the 
crowns of the grass. 

There are many publications 
available to the amateur which 
treat the subject technically. For 
the average lawn builder it suffices 
to follow a few simple precepts. 
Developing turf is a cumulative 
process. The first three years are 
the most important. The patience 
required is richly rewarded for 
there is no possession so com- 
pletely gratifying as beautiful turf.

Soil Preparation. Although it 
may not be possible in the early 
stages of the game to locate defi- 
nitely every foot of planting area, 
enough will have been decided 
upon to commence the soil con- 
ditioning, and every successful 
garden starts with a spade. A gen- 
eral idea of what kind of soil is to 
be dealt with is obligatory, as 
upon this fact depends the type of 
plant that can be grown with the 
minimum of effort. It costs much 
in. labor and money to create a 
condition that will grow plants 
unsuited to the natural soil. There 
are two main groups: Heavy clay 
with fine grains that make a sticky 
mass, usually rich to be sure, but 
needing a considerable amount of 
hard work to keep in the proper 
state of cultivation. Then the other 
extreme is light sandy soil, which 
requires more fertilization and ad- 
dition of moisture retention mate- 
rials. How do you know which is 
which? If the earth forms a gluey 
cake when wet, or when dry is 
hard and splits, it is a heavy soil 
with much clay. But to fall into 
powder, easily sifted, shows a pre- 
ponderance of sand. Lighten and 
drain the former by pipes or tile 
and dig in a liberal supply of 
ashes, grit, sand or peat moss to 
make the whole more _ porous. 
Treat sand with pulverized ma- 
nures, humus and peat moss. Good 
barnyard manure when obtainable 
suits both conditions. Where the 
earth shows neither state unduly, 
the following routine will condi- 
tion the area in satisfactory man- 
ner. Dig out the top soil, and break 
up the under surface with a pick. 
Two feet is none too deep to delve. 
Leave 4” of this broken earth, and 
then to be on the safe side of 
drainage, put in an equal layer of 
some coarse material, coal cinders. 
gravel, old plaster rubbish—rubble 
—or the like. On top of this the 
removed top soil, then finish off 
with a finely prepared loamy layer 
like frosting. The enriching of the 
soil may be done in the average 
situation with humus, bone meal, 
commercial fertilizer or the dried 
manures. A new bed should be 
given plenty of time to settle be- 
fore planting.

every vagary of temperature known 
to man. Even for a single region 
particular latitudes are influenced 
by such things as rivers, moun- 
tains and plains. Similar planting 
conditions are not bounded by 
straight Mason and Dixon lines. 
The demarcations of frost zones 
rise and fall, swirl or dip, as they 
encounter the chill of high places 
or the warmth of sea and valley. 
This is plainly seen by the zone 
map on page 37 of the Summer 
Number of House BEAvuTIFUL, 
showing how the northern blasts 
of Maine sweep down in cyclonic 
spouts clear to the boundaries of 
Virginia. This is a fact taken into 
consideration by all garden dic- 
tionaries and many nursery men 
and when a plant is indicated as 
being hardy jn one zone, it is a 
gamble to attempt it in a more 
northerly position. Much study is 
being given to this question of 
whether to plant in spring or fall, 
and experienced gardeners keep 
up to date by checking the experts’ 
findings with their own. 

For the beginner, however, wher- 
ever he may live there are some 
definite thumb rules. Note before 
you plant: Low, damp _ places 
where undue moisture from either 
rains or thaws will stand, are fatal 
to new stock. High, dry spots need

e Swedish botanist Linnaeus in 
nor of Georgius Josephus Camel- 
is, the original form of the name 
eorg Joseph Kamel, being latin- 
ed after the custom of the time 
nd changed to Camellus. He was 
orn in Brunn, Moravia, April 21, 
661, became a Jesuit priest and 
as sent to the Philippines, where 
e died in 1706.

stem that Linnaeus gave the name

THE LINER - : she’s a lady 


N A-Saturday morning in June the busy tugs. the red beetles of 

ferries and steamets berthed in the Hudson whistled welcome to a 
new British ship with an old and honorable name, the Mauretania. For 
the incredible span of twenty-two years the older ship had been the 
speediest liner on thé Atlantic and in the course of that time she had 
become dear to thousands of people. In September of 1934 she made her 
last trip and when it was all over there was a distinct void left. 

The debutante Mauretania was not built for speed. She is twin screw 
and, though she made a fine fast showing in her trial run, she will not 
be pushed in her regular crossings. She is a ship for people who like. as 
does the writer, to savor their Atlantic days to the full. She is also, first. 
last and all the timé. a ship, rather than a hotel. She even. and this is 
something to make a note of. looks. to the layman, like a ship. The in- 
teriors have been finished extremely simply. There isn’t a garish note 
anywhere aboard her. The builders and decorators have relied almost 
entirely on wood veneers to ornament her walls. Australian’ walnut, 
Queensland elm. olive. ash and African mahogany. These are all in fair 
finishes so that the effect is never sombre. always light and pleasant. As 
yariation a good deal of mirror is used. much of it tinted a coppery pink 
and some of it discreetly etched. Upholstery and drapery fabrics are in 
general pastel, with emphasis on a lovely aqua blue-green and coral. 

The arrangement is a joy to sea fanciers. Gone are the days when 
the dining room was deep in the bowels of the ship. Both the Tourist 
and Cabin Class dining salons are on B deck, stretching straight across 
the ship, with portholes on either side. They are served from the same 
mammoth kitchen, where we were delighted to see that there were a 
number of charcoal grills. Make ours an English mutton chop and haked 
potatoes—we can always take the weight off in the gymnasium. The same 
generosity toward the Tourist Class persists in the allotment of deck 
space. There is a fine sun-sports deck right up top. As a matter of fact. 
all through the Tourist public rooms as much care and taste has been 
lavished as in the Cabin class, though the rooms are a shade smaller. 

The Mauretania will cruise during the winters so she has both an in- 
door and an outdoor swimming pool (which came as a complete and 
beautiful surprise to the Cunard-White Star’s New York office) which 
somehow never got told from England about the outdoor one). 

The builders would, perhaps. not be pleased to hear that one of the 
things we like best about her is that she doesn’t seem at all like a new 
ship. True, she’s very bright and shining. True, she has a thousand 
modern devices of equipment and machinery far too technical to mean 
very much to us, but there is a sense over her that she’s the youngest 
daughter in a family we've known always and she has many of the 
charms and graces of her grandmothers and her aunts. You sense it

O YOU know what a battery chicken is? It is a chicken which 

from egg to table is pampered in those directions which will 
make it good eating. Its claws never touch the ground, which means 
that it can’t run about and get muscular and stringy. It is incredibly 
healthy and clean. One of the most enthusiastic advocates of this 
new system is Mr. Joseph L. Pani, handsome Italian restaurateur 
who founded, among others, the Colony. Now he has opened his own 
restaurant at 26 East 63rd Street and is raising battery chickens for 
it on Long Island. For his Chicken Cocotte for Two, he uses a 214 
pound chicken. Quarter 5 small potatoes, 5 mushroom caps. Parboil 
10 small white onions and a quarter of a pound of diced salt pork. 
Fry potatoes, onions and mushrooms in butter. Fry salt pork sep- 
arately, very fast, and when brown but not dry, add it to the other 
vegetables. Brown the chicken in a casserole and put in the veg- 
etables. Close thé casserole tight and cook slowly for 20 minutes. 
Baste every 5 minutes. Add a half cup of chicken or beef broth 
when chicken is half cooked. 

Mr. Pani, if you didn’t know (we didn’t), is the man who intro- 
duced America to broccoli and broccoli to America. Now he is es- 
tablished in a charming series of rooms. The dining room has a ceil- 
ing by Stanford White. There is a luncheon for $1, a dinner for $1.50 
and champagne cocktails are 35c. 

At the Swedish Pavilion at the World’s Fair, Kjell Nilsson, the 
bartender, launched a deceptively innocent-looking cocktail worth try- 
ing. It has the engaging name “Swedish Angel of Peace.” Two 
permitted, three not recommended.

The bar of Mr. Pani's restaurant is charming, the champaghe cocktails a dream 


in France, Germany, Belgium and North Africa. For years she was a 
member of the Parisian Cercle des Gourmettes. This past winter she 
divided her teaching schedule into the following classifications: Prep- 
aration of complete menus, gourmet specialties, main dishes for career 
girls and busy people, and main dishes for hostesses and housewives 
with more time at their disposal. Classes are conducted in her own 
kitchen or yours if you organize a class. You learn and cook and 
finally eat what you’ve cooked. Classes last two or three hours and 
people who have taken them tell us that they have changed their 
entire slant on cooking. Made it exciting. Six-lesson courses range in 
cost from $18 to $30 depending on the subject. This includes the meal 
you’ve cooked. Men are invited to settle down on a course which will 
take them from scrambled eggs to roast beef—and beyond. 

The passing of Charles and Co., an irreparable sorrow to us old 
timers, seems to have resulted in the blossoming of a number of food 
departments which are noteworthy. This is almost consolation enough. 
We like especially the job which Mr. John Johnson, late of the late 
Charles and Co. is doing for Hammacher Schlemmer. There is a 
collection of imported basic brown sauces for fish, poultry and meats 
which are ambrosial. Sauce Tortue (with calf’s brains, sweet- 
breads, etc.) is seasoned with aromatic herbs and cayenne. Sauce 
Financiére, not unlike it, is flavored with Madeira and reduced, with 
chicken essence, truffles and mushrooms. For roast fowl, sweet- 
breads and what are rather appealingly described as “small entrées.” 
Then there is Béarnaise, which the French love so much on grilled 
meats, Sauce Perigueux, Genevoise (for fish) and Sauce Madére. 
Each bottle holds about 6 ounces. They sell for $4.50 a dozen. 

Here’s a dessert for your first fall party which is both very hand- 
some to look at and very good. It is called Baked Stuffed Orange. 
Wash medium to large oranges. Parboil them till the skins are soft 
and no longer bitter. Cut a slice off the blossom end and scoop out 
the major part of the pulp. In its place put grapefruit, dates, pine- 
apple, some of the pulp. Place the stuffed oranges in a casserole in 
which is a mixture of water and molasses. Baste them often while they 
are cooking so that the whole orange is well coated with this syrup. 
Just before you take the casserole from the oven, sprinkle grated 
cocoanut over the top and bake for a very few seconds. Rush it onto 
the table piping hot. ;

The only two of this type 
of plant that I desire to perpetuate 
for winter are Geraniums and Be- 
gonias. I use a sharp knife, choos- 
ing stems that are not stringy, re- 
moving lower leaves and_ partly 
cutting back the upper ones, all 
buds pinched out and the slip set 
firmly in a flat of moist sand. The 
box is put where it gets some shade 
during the middle of the day and 
the temperature watched so that 
it is between 65° and 70°.

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CONTRASTS .. . It would be a dull world without con- 
trasts. They give interest, zest 
and emphasis each to the other 
—sunlight and shadow, rough 
and smooth, old and new; the 
list is endless.

HE need for music is deep in us as a people. 

You will meet men and women who have no 
fondness for dogs, for babies or for the country 
but you will probably live all your life without 
méeting anyone who does not care very much 
for one kind of music or another. 

It is pleasant to hear music at home and due 
to the enormous strides made in recent years in 
the development of musical and music reproduc- 
tion instruments and the reduction in prices, it 
is possible for almost everyone to have some 
home music. But the musical instrument con- 
stitutes a very real problem in decoration. There 
is no angle of this however which cannot be

solved by applying common sense and a little 
knowledge. 

First of all remember that a musical instru- 
ment is just that. The piano which is loaded 
with paisley shawls, framed photographs and 
vases of flowers has lost some of its identity as 
a piano and is not even a good table. The piano, 
or radio or organ in your home should always 
be ready for playing without the moving of a 
dozen assorted objects. Its purpose is to make 
music, pure and simple and if you distract it 
from that it becomes nothing in particular. 
Stripped for action its inherent beauty is made 
much of and it becomes a living part of your 
decoration. 

The second consideration of vital importance 
is that the instrument be so arranged that it 
sounds well. To this end it is wise not to have 
a heavy carpet run under the body of the instru- 
ment, especially in the case of a grand piano 
which gives off much sound from the underside 
of its case. A carpet tends to absorb sound while 
the flat and shining surface of a bare floor re- 
flects it and adds to its brilliance. By the same 
token fabric covered walls are the least desirable 
in a room which will be much used for music. 
Paper or paint are far better and probably the 
best of all is wood paneling. In a largish living 
room it is an advantage to set any musical in- 
strument toward one end of your space, with 
wall or windows back of it to reflect the tone 
into the large end of the room. Directly in the 
center you get less than the full amount of tone. 

A third consideration is the care of the instru- 
ment. The time has not yet come when the corner 
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Center the decoration of the short wall :of your 
living room on one of the small types of piano. 
Built-in corner cabinets flank it effectively 








grocer gives away a grand with a pound of tea. 
It is a definite investment and one which needs 
to be guarded. Don’t put it too near the radiator. 
You can test what too near means by studying 
the temperature of the room at the point where 
the instrument is nearest the heating. If it is 
higher here than elsewhere, the piano or radio 
is getting a direct radiation of heat which will 
almost certainly injure it. In general five feet 
away should be safe. If the place next the radia- 
tor is the only possible place to use, work out 
a solution with a screen. 

The old rule against setting an instrument 
next to an outside wall of the house is partially 
in the discard if you have modern and efficient 
wall insulation. But not entirely. If the room is 
subject to sudden and severe changes of tempera- 
ture you must find as sheltered a spot as pos- 
sible. Even if your piano stands close to an outer 
wall in summer, move it away a few feet in 
winter. Incidentally, if you must leave a piano 
over winter in an unheated house the best thing 
to do is to drop an electric light bulb on a cord 
into the case and leave it lighted till spring, put 
in a generous supply of moth balls in small bags 
and wrap the case in old quilts. This will be 
adequate in all but the most terrible cold and 
dampness. . 

From the esthetic standpoint it is pleasant 
to have the keyboard of the piano turned some- 
what in the direction of the listener. Watching 
playing hands makes music twice as much fun. 
For the pianist’s comfort it is kind not to have 
the keyboard run up against the wall which gives 
him a cramped feeling. 

The vertical piano is best set against the wall, 
an inside one. It is so pretty nowadays that you

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HOUSE BEAUTIFUL'S PRACTICAL GARDENER 7\ 


THE AUTHOR'S WINDOW GARDEN DRESSED FOR CHRISTMAS 
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GARDENS FROM THE INSIDE OUT 


INDOW gardens, like those beyond the windows, are of 
-Y two kinds—decorative and botanic. They can be charm- 
ing pictures which are used as important points of interest or 
collections of specimen house plants grown not by a definite 
plan of color or arrangement, but simply according to the in- 
terests of the grower, who has a botanic curiosity concerning 
them. There is no reason why you shouldn’t have both kinds, 
provided there is room and the botanical collection is consid- 
ered as such and not placed conspicuously. When there is to be 
but one garden, however, and this is to occupy a prominent 
position, it should by all means be decorative and kept always 
in such interesting and healthy condition that it proves a worthy 
center of attraction. 


BY HELEN VAN: PELT WILSON 


When the garden in the house is so treated, it reveals all 
kinds of fascinating opportunities for seasonal color schemes. 
It has a changing, not a static charm and is most amusing to 
work with. My own garden, really a double balanced one, occu- 
pies the glass side of. my study and when the front door is 
opened is at once visible at the end of a hall vista. I am quite 
sure I never come in from the dull greyness of our Philadelphia 
winters without going to it immediately to snip a leaf, train a 
vine tendril or syringe a plant top. I never have a party which 
doesn’t congregate part of the time around the window garden, 
because it presents such a lively, appealing picture. 

In creating it, I began with construction and design. The 


sunniest, most conspicuous spot for it was, as.so often-happens, 
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The drawings above, elevation and sectional profile, will help to explain 
the features of the author's own garden window illustrated in the preceding 
page. They also suggest a metal radiator hood to protect the plants further 


just over a radiator. This I may say is the worst of all possible 
sites for a window garden. If such is your cross, however, you 
can mitigate your sorrow in many ways: First, by keeping the 
radiators turned off as much as possible, particularly during 
the fall when a warm day without and soaring heat within can 
write finis to the house plant chapter even before the introduc- 
tion is started. Then by fitting a thick layer of insulating mate- 
rial under the wooden or metal shelf, which is essential if the 
top of the radiator is to be used as the base of the garden. This 
keeps the heat wave down considerably and certainly made my 
success possible in this new garden last winter. 


Now whether your garden must be on a radiator (and for 
your sake I fervently hope it is not) or may have a more pro- 
pitious situation on a wide window sill or braced shelf, there is 
nothing like a pebble tray to keep plants healthy and make them 
easy to arrange. Failing this, those everlasting saucers must be 
used to receive the overflow when watering is done and thus 
protect the woodwork. This precludes interesting groupings. It 
makes impossible the massing of pots of Ivy, for example, so 
that the containers are covered entirely by the foliage, while 
behind them in full sun rises the gracious beauty of a golden 
Calla Lily. The pebble tray is also a health as well as a “looks” 
measure, for if kept almost full of water it provides a humid 
atmosphere which is absolutely necessary if plants are to sur- 
vive the usual dry atmosphere of our homes in winter. 

Get your pebble trays made early before it’s necessary to 
bring plants in from outdoors. The plumber or roofer will make 
them for two or three dollars a piece out of galvanized iron. 
My latest ones are just one inch deep, the shallowest I’ve ever 
had, and I think the most attractive. I had them painted cream 
color to match the cane fronts of the radiator covers. It’s a 
good idea to have the same shop do the complete job, because 
a wash of hydrochloric acid and a pre-coat of radiator paint is 
necessary before the finishing coat of enamel will stick. Finally, 
the trays were filled with nice, white pebbles such as florists or 
seedmen supply for the growing of bulbs. Even shallow trays 
require a lot, so I usually order them inaccurately and inele- 
gantly by the pailful. Two trays 60” by 13” required just that 
amount—a pailful. 

If garden construction stops here, plants must be grown all 
on a level. A far prettier picture can be created when glass 
shelves with brackets are added above. And don’t plan to have 
all of these run all the way across. In one garden I center a 
two-foot glass shelf above the five-foot pan. In the balancing 
window on the other side of the study door I obtained an in- 
teresting effect by spacing two eighteen-inch glass shelves above 
the pebble tray. These held smaller treasures than the lower 
tray, bright Swedish pots I had bought at Nantucket to hold 
some interesting succulents or, as in (Continued on page 118) 
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HOME-WORK ON BULB FORCING 


@ Waste no time in starting. A start now will give the quick 
growing types for Christmas, the others in February. 

@ The quality of the bulb is an all important factor. Pro- 
cure only sound, healthy bulbs from a reliable source. 

@ Select varieties recommended by the dealer for indoor 
forcing. 

@ Bulb Pans, low and broad provide adequate growing area 
and are less unsightly than the ordinary tall flower pot. 

@ Clean them thoroughly or if new, soak for 24 hours in water. 
® Soil and Planting. The earth should be moderately rich, a 
mixture of fibrous loam, leaf mold, sharp sand, with a generous 
addition of bonemeal. A potting soil from the seedman or florist 
may be used. Put a few pieces of broken pots in the bottom for 
drainage, with a little spagnum or peat moss over them and 
two or three pieces of charcoal embedded in the moss. Fill pot 
with soil within about a third of the top. sprinkle surface with 
a light dusting of sand, then place bulbs. 


@ Depths. Hyacinths and Narcissus are planted so that the 
nose just protrudes when the pot has been filled up with soil to 
within 1” of the top. Other kinds should be entirely covered, 
the tops just below the surface. Tulips may be planted with the 
flat side down and pointing toward the outside of the pot, to 
make the foliage grow over the edge instead of toward the 
center. 

@ Number is regulated by size of pot and bulb. The large 
ones need plenty of room, for instance, 6 bulbs in a 6” pot, the 
smaller styles may be more crowded, and the Paper White Nar- 
cissus stand being packed closely together. Water thoroughly. 
@ Good Roots make fine flowers and an opportunity must be 
given the bulbs to form these. They develop satisfactorily only ~ 
in simulated natural conditions, the dark and where the tem- 
perature is cold and uniformly even. Where that may be de- 
pends on personal situation and convenience.

for many of the ills our trees are heir to. But man has also 

gone far toward mastering the science of tree culture. Nature’s own 

insects and her own elements still wage war on the tree front, how- 

or TROUB LE ever. Constant vigilance is necessary upon the part of tree lovers, 
expert treatment upon the part of those whose business it is to 
maintain tree health and preserve tree life. You who are lucky 
enough to have fine trees about your home should keep a watch- 
ful eye to their preservation the year round. Autumn is an espe- 
cially good season for a careful inspection. Check now against the 
seven points below. Consult an expert; he will gladly advise you. 


Insects. Don’t let cool weather and the lateness of the season lull you into false security 
as to the health of your trees. Many types of insects are actually at work creating whole- 
sale, but many times invisible damage or preparing for an early attack in the spring. There 
are some 2000 types in all, each contributing its bit to tree spoilage or even complete de- 
struction. The layman can hope to recognize only a few, therefore it is just plain good 
sense to call in a competent tree expert to check the situation. 





Fungus Diseases. They are varied and many and can be just as harmful to tree health 
and beauty as insects. In many instances identification becomes even more difficult. The con- 
dition of the foliage is very often a clue to the existence of disease as well as an indica- 
tion of its nature. The discovery of an off-green foliage color not normal for the specific 
type is a dependable warning that something is wrong. Again an expert examination will 
usually reveal the trouble and suggest curative measures. 





Surface Damage. Rot or exposed wood surfaces which may result from “skinning”, break- 
age or other damage is a danger signal which should be immediately recognized. Such open 
surfaces provide almost perfect conditions for the formation and spread of rot and insect 
and disease infection. 





Cavity Work. If the damaged area is deep and extensive, cavity work is needed. The 
larger the area the more serious the threat to the health of the tree. Cavity treatment and 
filling has become practically fool-proof providing it is done by a properly trained expert 
using guaranteed materials. As with human wounds, however, unskilled treatment may be 
worse than none at all. 





Bracing and Cabling. Another condition to be on the lookout for is the existence of struc- 
tural weakness caused by heavy right-angled limbs and branches or the typical V-crotch 
formation. Such conditions can cause real trouble and danger not only to the tree itself but 
to passers-by or surrounding property. There are special types of bracing and cabling for 
each of these situations but they should be done by an expert. Home-made methods are often 
disastrous. 





Feeding. The fall is an excellent time for tree feeding. Additional nourishment builds up re- 
sistance to drought, disease and insect attacks. Providing the feeding is properly done, the 
tree is encouraged to develop a deeper and more extensive root system which in turn con- 
tributes to its strength. Fall feeding also aids in the development of next year’s buds. 





Pruning. The removal of weak or decayed limbs and branches is always desirable. Such 
work eliminates danger spots of disease and insect infestation. Provision can be made at the 
same time for selective cutting to open up a view or to reduce unhealthy crowding of limbs 
and branches. 
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“FALL* PLANTINGS 


Epitor’s Note: East month, in “the First Garden,” Mrs. Clark ex- 
plained the basic steps in the preparation of the tyro’s beds. This 
month she tells the same beginner why, and what, to plant in the 
new garden this year. There are the Five Stars, of course, and so 
many more, just as lovely. 


HY plant in the Fall? To summarize the broad aspects of 
the question: the ground does not lose its warmth until 
late in the year, a contrast to spring when the earth is cold from 
winter and saturated with icy moisture of melting snow or early 
rains. Now the sun gives a fair heat by day and the nights provide 
the cool and fresh conditions which prevent excess evaporation. In 
many sections spring is a missing season. Late winter leaps into the 
arms of early summer, so plants that may be put into the ground 
in the autumn are ready to sprint as soon as the way is cleared for 
them. Circulation of air through the soil is better after the workover 
of the summer than following the winter inaction, and a prime 
reason concerns the sources of supply. Nursery stock in general 
offers a pick of choices at a time when the dealers are not over- 
whelmed with work as they will be a few months later. It is esti- 
mated that a nurseryman does 70% of his year’s business in 25% 
of the year which makes a continuous excellence of service difficult. 
The notion many gardeners possess that more varieties of material 
are available in the spring than at the present moment is false, for 
almost everything we buy in the spring may be had in the fall. 
However in a country the size of ours no one statement can be 
valid over thousands of square miles. It might be said that in the 
main fall planting is more uniformly successful in regions of long, 
moist autumns such as prevail generally on the Atlantic coast. The 
South has an excellent fall planting season, late rains on the Pacific 
coast make fall work most desirable, but not so successful in the 
Middle West and Prairie regions. Specifically speaking, last month 
we acknowledged that much depends on the local soil conditions, 
probable weather, situations of upland or valley, now we are going 
to discuss an intelligent choice of material and the care of plants 
after setting out. 
Common sense briefs. 
Negatives.—Shy away from plants with few and deep roots, Oriental 
Poppies, Bleeding Heart, Mertensia. Avoid stock from nurseries 
farther South than the planting is being done, as the change in 
climate keeps growth slow, often with fatal result. Unless absolutely 
necessary do not move either conifers orybroad leaved evergreens. 
If it must be done, treat the former with extreme care, using burlap 
and a ball of earth and lavish watering, while the latter should have 
their leaves removed, handling the roots in the same manner as the 
conifers. Do not be tempted by collected stock, which means 
gathered from hither and yon; forget fall planting for trees with 
thin bark, like Beech or Birch, or those with thick spongy roots like 
Magnolia, Sweet Gum or Tulip Tree. Also let alone trees and shrubs 
not very hardy in that locality, and (Continued on page 92) 
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HRUBS are versatile. They are highly desirable as enclosing 

plantations for the property as a whole, or for the garden 
itself. They make admirable screens to blot out objectionable 
views. They will serve to tie the house and other architectural 
elements into the general scheme. They can, in certain instances, 
be used to heighten interest (if they are unusual or interesting 
in themselves), or their change of line and mass may accent cer- 
tain portions of the design, or break up the monotony of long 
beds and borders of herbaceous material. More often they are 
used as a shrub border, screen, or in large isolated groups than 
as individual specimens, though their use as the latter is of 
importance. 


Borders and Screens. The conservation of space often causes 
us to plant too narrow shrub borders. These become merely a 
staggered row of bushes rising abruptly from the lawn or gar- 
den without grace or charm. Such a planting is seldom effective. 
Usually it is too thin and too low to make a screen. If it con- 
sists of several varieties it lacks mass and unity; if it is made 
up of a few sorts it may be monotonous. Therefore, where space 
is at a premium a hedge should be used instead. To be really 
effective a shrub border should not be less than eight or ten 
feet wide at its narrowest part, and since it is most necessary 
that the shrub mass have bulk (thickness) in places and in in- 
teresting skyline, it should be twelve or more feet thick in cer- 
tain places. 

Four sorts of plants usually go to make up such a planting. 
First there are the mass plants, the bulky ones that will be the 
backbone of the planting. Then there are the so-called interest 
plants; those whose blosoms or color are to be made the key- 
note of the planting. A smaller group of outstanding plants 
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A particularly fine example of shrubs in border planting are the 
Azaleas, above. At the left, a massing of Rhododendrén and Laurel 
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will accent the large groups of mass and interest plants. The 
fourth sort are the filler plants, cheap, quick growing varieties 
placed among the slower growing, more valuable plants, 
(planted far enough apart for future growth), to give the plant- 
ing an immediate effect, but which will have to be removed 
later on as the other plants develop. 

Among the mass plants, used principally on account of their 
bulk, are such things as Viburnum dentatum, Corylus, Alder. 
Regel’s Privet, Thunberg Barberry, Aronia, Calycanthus, Aralia. 
and the like. None have particularly spectacular flowers, all 
have good foliage and a bulky, solid habit that gives stability 
to the planting. Use such plants for perhaps 50 percent of your 
planting. 

The interest plants, on the other hand, all have conspicuous 
flowers or fruit. Such things as Lilacs, especially the hybrid 
varieties, Wiegela, Philadelphus, Buddleia, Black Alder, Vibur- 
num opulus, Rosa hugonis, and all the other sorts whose fruits 
or flowers make a conspicuous display. Use some of these for 
25 percent of the planting, more or less, and place them in 
groups or as individuals in such a manner that a succession of 
bloom or a seasonal effect is maintained throughout the border, 
and pleasing color combinations secured. 

Accent plants are usually chosen for their form rather than 
their other characteristics. They should be somehow unusual, 
or at least quite different from the plants around them, and 
should be used sparingly at important points in the plantation. 
Often we select small trees which will grow up above the other 
shrubs or a pointed evergreen of the Cedar or Arborvitae type 
which will give a pleasing’ silhouette and pick up the entire 
planting. Use Laburnums, Enkianthus, Fringe-tree, Mt. Ash, and 
such things together with Dogwood, (Continued on page 86)

] Sand around bulbs. It is easy to remember garden tenets when 

* the reason is grasped for what might seem arbitrary. For instance, 
there are two clear reasons for the use of sand around bulbs. Sand keeps 
the bulb from decaying by providing drainage and thus preventing the 
collection of undue moisture and its color when digging warns one away 
from the bulb. For that reason get the whitest sand possible, and have 
it “sharp,” which means composed of hard angular grains and not the 
fine, gritless, soft product whose tendency is to mop up and hold water 
instead of letting it run through and away. There was no rush in the 
Tulip planting today so I thought a long time about certain placements. 
With the result: Moonlight near the pink Iris Frivolité in the gray sage; 
lavender violet Rev. H. Ewbank with Lily flowering Golden Emblem: 
Clara Butt, Gretchen and Ellen Willmott with blue Phlox divaricata; Le 
Réve with Bleeding Heart, and whole clumps of John Ruskin, the apricot 
of my dreams with a late light blue Hyacinth. 


Geraniums. Each year I declare with set jaws: “The Geraniums 
* must go,” and each year I weaken. They are old plants, decorative, 
much the shape of ancient apple trees and fill a spot in the scheme that 
nothing else does. They are in pots, and with the Agapanthus, are the 
things rushed for at the first cold breath, brought into the cellar and 
stored in a dark, frostproof corner, letting them dry out completely. So 
far, excellent, but in February they must be brought up into light and 
warmth, and endured in an absolutely bare condition until new growth 
appears. There is another method which I use for the Geraniums in the 
porch boxes. These are removed before the cold days, with the soil left 
on the roots, wrapped in newspaper to keep them from the light and 
hung up head down, in a frost proof room. There they can stay until 
well into the spring, when they are taken down, cut back and placed in a 
bucket of water until they show signs of life. Then they are planted out 
in soil that is somewhat sandy and in full sun. With me, if they are put 
out in May, Geraniums begin to bloom about the first of July and keep 
it up all summer. The three important steps for the process are darkness, 
cutting back and soaking before planting. 


3 Plants unharmed by falling temperatures. Up to the middle 

* of October, even when there has been frost, there will be found many 
little annual plants snuggled under fallen leaves quite unharmed by fall- 
ing temperatures. I select among the Petunias, Calendulas, and Marigolds 
the sturdiest members, cut them well back and pot them up in garden 
soil with fertilizer mixed in. Little Nicotianas are hunted up that have 
leaders or flower stalks already started, and those are left quite alone 
without any shearing. Such young plants are kept in a cool dark place 
with plenty of water for a week, then sprayed with nicotine for aphis, and 
after having been released from such quarantine,are brought into a sunny 
window in the house. I do not say they will produce bloom commen- 
surate to what they do in the garden, but one Petunia with snow on the 
ground is worth twenty under an August sky. 


A, Winter storage. Whatever dead flower stalks of Gladiolus had 

* escaped the daily clean-up are cut off and as soon as the foliage 
turns yellow it will be cut down to within three inches of the ground. 
Some is already in the sere condition, with the bloom stalk quite dry. 
These corms are lifted at once for storage in the cellar. As I have said 
before, the best medium I know for winter putting away of any bulbs is 
the dried sunflower seed that the Holland bulbs are sent in. To this I add 
a teaspoonful of naphthalene flakes for every dozen corms after they 
have dried for about a month. Crushed moth balls will do as well, or 
there are several commercial remedies which are warranted to make all 





garden cleamng, bulb storing, planting 


thrips very uncomfortable. Tin trays are convenient receptacles for the 
dying and then the storage is in paper bags. Incidentally some year when 
the Gladiolus is through blooming, I have pulled the corm up and dried 


it with foliage attached, as I wanted the space for spring bulbs, and the 


scheme worked well. 


More tools. In the list of garden tools, I have always considered 
* the sprayer as a weapon, not a friendly aid, but the man who came 
to clean up, had an object still more violent: a blow torch! The corner 
to be attacked was where suspicious leaves and refuse had been piled 
which could not be left over the winter to infest new growth in the spring. 
As the fire laws are most stringent about burning rubbish, I had thought 
the stuff would be carted off. Instead-the flame torch was turned on them 
and the heat, under such pressure being very intense, quickly destroyed 
insects, eggs, weeds and weed seeds, all to a powdery mass, far easier to 
carry away than the original pile. I was told that the ashes were perfectly 
safe to go on the compost but I demurred. Also the information was given 
that a whole stone wall had been cleaned of poison ivy by the torch, with 
the advantage recognized by the authorities, that the fire produced is 
confined to a small area and can be easily controlled. 


6 First plant to receive attention. High temperatures in the last 

* month have lulled us into a false sease oi security, and this morning 
when a frosty breath came in the window I knew a day of many cares 
was ahead. The first plant to receive attention was the blue African Lily, 
Agapanthus Africanus, which grows in a large tub on a pedestal near the 
pool. It is possible to buy these specimens in a large blooming size—at 
a price—but this particular one has been nursed from babyhood, and 
sent out its first splendid blue flowers this year. Also called Lily-of-the- 
Nile, in its natural habitat it is not accustomed to northern blasts. Treat- 
ment is very simple, a compost of good fibrous loam with a liberal 
addition of well rotted manure, an abundance of water during the grow- 
ing season, frequent applications of liquid manure, and winter hiberna- 
tion. The tub is brought into the garden room, frost proof but cold, and 
I never let the earth become bone dry. It does not like root disturbance, 
but if repotting is indicated after a long period of bloom which suddenly 
wanes, do it in March. 


7 Saving Dahlias. The Dahlia friend is inconsolable. He found the 

* tips of some of the most treasured specimens blackened, and the 
discovery was made that the cause was a borer which centers at the base 
of a leaf near said tip and works down. To cut these tops off would mean 
the loss of any later flowers, and with his protective system of rods and 
cloth the dahlias go well into October. His one ray of light (for he said 
he would not fish with a wire nor stab with a knife) was the information 
that a few drops of aqua ammonia put into the hole with a medicine 
dropper would do the job without noticeable injury to the plant. The 
fumes are quickly fatal, and for a persistent creature a bit of cotton 
soaked in the ammonia and inserted with tweezers will make things still 
more disagreeable. He was armed with a huge bottle and a wad of cotton 
and only stopped long enough to say that the pink and white cactus 
Dahlia Sleepy Hollow, prize winner of 1938, was intact in all its glory. 


Careful cleaning. The man who came to clean up talked con- 

* stantly while wielding his deadly weapon. He was a regular Pied 
Piper for pests. When treating large areas for poison ivy eradication, he 
said he obtained second-hand crank case oil at the garage and poured 
this around the roots, using it to the best advantage when soil is dry. It 
sounded quite messy, but he maintained the (Continued on page 107)

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What Makes Autumn Color. The theory 
that leaves do not turn in color until frost 
comes has been disproved and the matter 
relegated to the department of chemistry. 
-Leaves are green because they have a 
coloring matter in them called chlorophyll, 
one of the items necessary in the manu- 
facture of the sugars upon which the plant 
lives. In the late summer and early fall for 
some reason there is no}more chlorophyll 
manufactured im the plant and the green 
color fades away. With some varieties this 
is the end. Lilacs and Ash drop their leaves 
while they are still a fading green. With 
others, such as Birches and Elms, when 
the green is done a yellow appears which 
has been there all the time, but hidden 
by the stronger green. The reds in the 
Oaks and Maples come from a pigment, 
antochyanin, that is connected with the 
leaf sugars and tannins. For a good red 
fall coloring there should be low tempera- 
tures‘at night, 45° and below, followed by 
sunshiny days. This item of low tempera- 
ture is responsible for the frost fable, but it 
simply means that the coolness prevents 
the fast movement of the sugars and the 
warmth prevents continuous production of 
them. It is much the same principle that 
produces maple sap for syrup in the 
spring. 


Dahlia Storage. Unless these tuberous 
roots are properly cared for during the 
winter, they will not give a good account 
of themselves next season. An expert tells 
his method. After killed the 
blooms, the tops are removed, leaving the 
stubs of the plant stalks about six or eight 
inches: tall. The clumps then stay in the 


frost has 


ground ten days or two weeks“onger. On 
lifting, which is best done with a fork, care 
should be taken in handling the cane, so 
that it will not be broken away from the 
tubers. Otherwise a “blind.” which means 
Hlowerless tuber, will result. When they 
are dried to the point when the earth 
shakes freely from them they may be 
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stored away. They are placed in shallow 
bins, six inches deep, entirely covered with 
wood shavings, each bin having a news- 
paper over its top. During the winter a 
temperature of 40° is maintained, but after 
March a little heat is turned on, bringing 
the thermometer up to 60°. At this time, 





and until they go into the garden, a sparse 
amount of moisture is provided by sprin- 
kling the shavings. 
Sedums instead of Grass. Where the 
summer has made havoc of grass areas, 
either in shade or over dry situations, 
plant some of the evergreen Sedums this fall, 
they may do well and solve an aggravat- 
ing problem. Most of them have a trailing 
habit, are low hardy plants, and many are 
really evergreen. Try first Sedum sexangu- 
lare, which will thrive in the shade of trees 
and rather dim light. Dry soil suits it, and 
it becomes a closely grown mat, short, 
close and compact. As it does not flower in 
such a situation, there is no untidiness of 
spent bloom. Another evergreen Sedum is 
S. spurium, also a creeper, six inches high, 
while the one found in old yards in the 
country, is S. triphyllum, best known under 
its common name of Live-forever, a hint 
as to the plant’s propensity to root easily 
when put in the ground. While these are 
usually rated as plants for the rock garden, 


(sedum being from the Latin “to sit,” in 
reference to the way they are willing to 
perch on rocks and walls}, they are quite 
suitable for flat spaces and offer neglected 
material for difficult corners. Louise Beebe 
Wilder in her book The Rock Garden talks 
at length of these plants, and most nurseries 
give long lists of varieties. As a family they 
like lime. 


Refrigeration for Seeds. Part of na- 
ture’s preparation for the ripening of 
seeds is the winter temperature to which 
they are normally subjected after self-sow- 
ing. If such seeds are harvested and stored 
in warmth, success in germination will be 
problematical. The answer to this is the aid 
of the refrigerator as_a garden tool. The 
area just below the cooling coils of an 
efficient electric refrigerator will be near 
41°-43° and if seeds of difficult germina- 
tion are placed between damp blotters, cov- 
ered with peat moss and placed below the 
coils, they will show activity in from 8 to 
20 days. Aconitum, Adonis, Anemone, 
Clematis, Dictamnus, Gentian, Iris, Peony, 
Primula, Lilies are some of the type. Fine 
seed is best handled in glassine or cello- 
phane envelopes, mixed with half-and-half 
peat moss and brick dust. The whole mix- 
ture can be broadcast over the surface of 
pot or seed bed when signs of germination 
appear. In warm climates Narcissus bulbs 
may be placed in the refrigerator for 8-10 
weeks and then planted. One gardener in 
Florida reports that such bulbs taken from 
the cold the first of December bloomed 
the middle of January. They were planted 
in trenches prepared with peat moss, bone 
meal and a standard fertilizer. Lilies are a 
bulbous possibility for experimentation in 
the same manner. 


Replacement Trees. In districts where 
it has been necessary because of hurricane 
damage to plant new trees, many varieties 
are appearing which were either neglected 
or unknown generally. Few Elms are being 
replaced with the spectre of the Dutch Elm 
disease to be considered. While nothing 
will really take its place, there are fairly 
acceptable substitutes.

QUESTION OF SCALE 

Our remodeled farmhouse contains a 

tiny room—formerly the woodshed— 

with an enormous fireplace. The fire- 
place-is so out-of-proportion with the a 
room that we feel something has to be 

done. Can you offer a suggestion? 


A. You are up against a prob- 
lem of that elusive quality 
which architects and designers 
call “scale.” The elements of a 
house design (doors, windows, 
wall areas, fireplaces, etc.) 
must not only be the right size 
to fit together, but must also 
look as though they are the 
right size. Now, the eye judges size chiefly by comparing the object 
under consideratien with its surroundings. Thus, for example, a 
white sphere lying on a table top near your hand is obviously quite 
small, and you identify it as a ping-pong ball. But a similar white 
sphere, resting amid buildings one-quarter its size and with a foun- 
tain at its base, looks immense, and you cry, “Ah, the Perisphere!” 
Where there is a clash in scale, therefore, as in the case of your fire- 
place, the solution lies in abolishing contrast. In other words, make 
all the other elements of the room consistent in scale with the fire- 
place. A friend of ours, faced with almost the same problem, solved 
it very successfully by having everything in the room over-size, 
achieving thereby a unique and most delightful effect. On the ceil- 
ing he placed huge adzed beams, culled from an old barn. Paving 
bricks, laid flat, serve as flooring. 
The former small window is replaced 
by a triple casement. Instead of 
chairs, there are two built-in day 
beds (the room serves as an extra 
guest room on occasion). The prin- 
cipal decorative feature is one of the 
great glass flasks used by chemical pgaycx crooRING on ©? 
companies. This he employs as a ae 
vase, filling it with the largest flowers 
his garden—or the florist—can pro- 
duce. With the whole room out-of- 
scale to the same degree, he has ar- 
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rived at the paradoxical result of complete scale harmony, to say 
nothing of a charming, intimate air as well. Of course, scale har- 
mony could also have been reached by reducing the fireplace—but 
in that case the room would have become just another small room, 
without any distinction and the cost of the reconstruction would 
have beem very high. Our suggestion, therefore, is that you follow 
much the same plan as our friend. f 
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COLOR OF SCREEN FRAMES 


e Ours is a white colonial house with a light coral slate roof and tobac 
brown shutters. Should the screen frames be white, or should they be color 
to match the roof or the shutters? 


A. Undoubtedly there is greenery about your house. And most likel 
there are curtains and draperies at the windows whose colors ca 
be seen from outside. Add to this your reddish roof, brown shutter 
and white walls, and it seems to us that you have achieved all th 
color contrast you could reasonably want. You can’t go wrong i 
painting the screen frames white, while selecting a color for the 
would-be a risky business, from the point of view of color harmony.

e During the winter our radiators tilt up at one end, creat- 
ing a very unsightly appearance. Our plumber says this is 
caused by expansion of the supply pipe when the hot steam 
goes through it. What can be done? 


A. In cases where pipe expansion is expected it is 
customary to use a three-bend connection at each 
point in the line where a radiator occurs. These con- 
nections are concealed in the floor or wall, so that 
you can hardly tell, without a bit of ripping, whether 
you have them or not. The elbow joints at each right . 
angle of the three bends are screwed on, and can turn slightly, so 
that the whole arrangement gives a little, allowing for expansion.

EIGHT OLD COLUMNS 


@ Some time ago I bought eight beautiful old Corinthian columns 15’ 5” tall 
without caps or bases, and would like to use them on the new home we are 
planning. But our architect says they are too tall and cannot be used. What 
do you think? ' 


A. If the shafts alone are more than 15’ high, adding bases and 
capitals would bring the column heights up to about 20’. Then, with 
a proportionate entablature, the total height would be in the neigh- 
borhood of 25’, or a good two-and-a-half stories. Now, if you are 
planning a magnificent mansion along the lines of a Roman temple, 
there’s nothing inappropriate about using them. But if your schemes 
are more modest, you had better follow your architect’s advice. Great 
southern plantation homes sometimes had colonnades such as this, 
but that was a century ago. The conditions of life—particularly the 
problem of domestic service—have changed considerably since such 
homes were livable and practical, with very rare exceptions. 


RETURN REGISTERS RETURN 


@ In a recent column you said that for warm air heating systems, the inlet 
registers should be placed in the baseboards of each room and the return regis- 
ters up high, near the ceilings. Wouldn’t returns so placed draw off warm air 
instead of cold? Hadn’t the returns better be inthe baseboards, too? 


A. There are conflicting schools of thought on this matter, and the 
experts are pretty evenly divided on the question. Some say inlets 
low, returns high. Others, with equal authoritativeness, say inlets 
low, returns low. We can be thankful there is agreement on the in- 
lets. This department prefers, when 
speaking generally, to side with the first 
camp. However, in a specific case, final 
decision will depend upon a number of 
factors arising from the particular con- 
ditions encountered. The size and shape 
of the room; the desired operating 
temperatures; the air velocity at the registers, and so forth. A thor- 
ough study of these factors by a qualified heating engineer will re-

ETALLURGISTS have made plenty 


of surprising discoveries in the course 


of history. But none was more important 
and useful than the development of hard 
lead. Because that development has made 
available to homebuilders a flashing mate- 
rial comparable in cost and effectiveness to 
all other flashing materials. 

Of course you say, “Why I’ve seen lead 
used for flashing and for roofs for years.” 
True enough. But in most cases that was 
ordinary soft lead. And soft lead was—and 
still is—so expensive and so heavy that it 
could be used on only the most monumental 
buildings. 

When hard lead, which is an alloy of lead 
and antimony with almost double the 
strength of ordinary lead. was developed, 
it, too, was expensive. But wider use has 
enabled manufacturers to bring down the 
price per pound so that it now can be used 
economically on low ‘and moderate cost 
houses. 

Because of its strength, hard lead is used 
in sheets which are much thinner than sheets 
of soft lead. Nevertheless, this hard lead is 
still about twice as thick as other common 
flashings. “That.” claims the Lead Indus- 
tries Assn. (420 Lexington Ave., Net York 
City). “adds proportionately to the trouble- 
free life of lead flashing. Also this thick 
metal is uniform all the way through—there 
is no coating to wear off and expose some 
less durable metal.” 

Those are the practical points to consider 





when weighing the merits of lead flashing. 
There are some esthetic points, too. Lead 
is a soft gray color which blends harmoni- 
ously with all other building materials. This 
color grows richer as it ages and it does 


not come off to stain the paint, stone or 
wood surrounding the lead. . 

Concrete evidence of the growing popu- 
larity of lead for flashing is seen in the 
number of small houses in which it is be- 
ing used. The pictures at the top of the 
page show one of these houses. At the left, 
lead is used for window sill and side wall 
flashing; at right, you see a lead chimney 
cap and chimney flashing. 


SOUND insulation has been another im- 
portant development of recent years. Maybe 
it’s because we’ve become hyper-sensitive to 
noise. Or maybe it’s because we're tired of 
all the noise which encompasses us daily. 
In any event, people are today taking 
creater pains to make their homes proof 
against sound. 

One new method of accomplishing this 
is known as the Balsam-Wool Sound Insula- 
tion System. (Wood Conversion Co., First 
National Bank Bldg., St. Paul, Minn.) This 
system requires.only three simple opera- 
tions. First the Balsam-Wool blanket which 
both absorbs and reflects sound is placed 
over the area to be insulated. Second, spe- 
cial metal clips are nailed to the wood strips 
or sleepers to which the finished floor is 


nailed. Third, the clips (holding wood 


strips) are nailed down over the insulating 
blanket, as shown in the picture at the bot- 
tom of the page. 

This insulation system has several advan- 
tages: Since the finished floor and sleepers 
are not nailed directly to the subfloor, the 
moving load on the floor places no tension 
on the nails. Thus floor squeaks are elimi- 
nated. The blanket and the sleepers give the 
finished floor a desirable feeling of softness 
and resilience, Because the sleepers are sup- 
ported continuously—not bridged between 
several supports—there is no sagging under 
heavy furniture, no loosened boards, no ten- 
dency to squeak. And above all, the insulat- 
ing blanket prevents noise from penetrating 
through the floor or walls. 


OFF-HAND you'd probably say that there 
are enough floor covering materials on the 
market already. In fact, there are so many 
that it’s difficult to make a choice. Despite 
your beliefs, two more materials have been 
announced within the past several months. 
One is a damp-proof, inlaid linoleum tile 
(Congoleum-Nairn, Inc., Kearny, N. J.); 
the other is a rubber floor covering (Good- 
year Tire & Rubber Co., Akron, Ohio). The 
linoleum tile provides a lasting installation 
on concrete underfloors, on or below grade. 
It can also be installed over wood under- 
floors and concrete underfloors above grade. 
The tile is waterproof for three reasons: 
Under the linoleum surface is a water re- 
sistant membraneg a water and rot resistant 
asphalt-saturated felt foundation and a 
water and alkali proof adhesive membrane 
back. The tile has a marbleized appearance. 
The Goodyear rubber floor covering, which 
is available in seven colors. is laid in the 


usual way in patterns. It is both resilient 
to floor traffic and resistant to fire and stain.

versa, shiny leaved varieties such 
as Holly and some Hawthorns in 
front of the -darker and _ softer 
green foliage things, or a colored 
foliage plant such as Purple Fil- 
bert or Plum among large masses 
of monotonous greens, will often 
secure a more pleasing picture. An- 
other method is to select a plant 
of outstanding blossom character. 
This is effective when the plant 
is in bloom, but for the larger por- 
tion of the season it does not act as 
an accent at all. Perhaps 10% of 
the planting would consist of such 
accent plants. 

The remaining 15% of the plant- 
ing can be made up of Privets, 
Witch hazel, Viburnums, and other 
filler plants that can, and should, 
be removed as the more important 
species attain their growth. It is 
most important to the permanent 
success of the planting that this 
thinning be done when necessary. 
Of course if the spaces between 
the permanent material are not ob- 
jectionable the filler plants may be 
omitted. 


Color. More can, and should be 
done with colored foliage in large 
shrub masses. Naturally one hesi- 
tates a bit before suggesting such 
a thing for we have but recently 
succeeded in removing garish col- 
ors from the small landscape pic- 
some of the 
stronger colored foliages and a 
few of the better variegated vari- 
eties are introduced judiciously 
and with good taste a higher de- 
gree of interest and accent can 
be secured. Naturally I do not 
mean large plantations of Pissard’s 
Plum nor Purple-leaved Barberry. 
One or two at strategic points, 
though, might vitalize a planting 
and make it more effective. Some 
of the green and white leaved va- 
rieties of Philadelphus, Wiegela, 
and Cornus can be used, and an 
occasional yellow leaved variety if 
so placed as to suggest 
dappled sunlight.

Effects that are 
little flat and uninteresting can 
bolstered by the introduction 
an occasional, unusual shrub or 
group at some strategic point. Th 
is particularly true of the ee 
wide perennial border, for t 
specimen not only adds a pleasin, 
change of line, but it also serve 
to divide the expanse into smalle 
units thus adding a little mor 
mystery and charm. Then, too, th 
use of such material can give | 
garden that feeling of rhythm ani 
sequence towards its high point o 
development that no other plan 
material can. Here again the ma 
terial selected must be outstand 
ing. Magnolia stellata, Enkianthus 
Buddleia, Caryopteris, or Lespe 
deza can be charmingly groupe 
with perennial masses. 


Hedges. Another common use 0 
shrubs on the small place is a 
hedge material. In America w 
have relied too long and to 
heavily on a very restricted list o 
hedge plants. Say “hedge” an 
one immediately thinks “Privet. 
Abroad anything and everything i 
used for hedges. Many of our com 
mon flowering shrubs will serv 
admirably for the purpose, espe 
cially if an unclipped effect is pos 
sible. But even if we do have t 
sacrifice some of the blossoms an 
a certain amount of the beauty o 
the graceful, natural growth wi 
secure a line that is often mor 
effective in our designs than thi 
voluptuous and billowy masses 0 
a natural border of flowerin;

come quickly to mind. 

One of the best things at the 
New York World’s Fair this year 
is the hedges. All sorts of shrubs 
have been used, both deciduous 
and evergreen, and all sorts of 
forms have been created. Lines are 
not necessarily straight, but often 
curved, spiralled, scalloped, or zig- 
zag. Heights vary from very low to 
high and low again in the same 
hedge, to give the proper propor- 
tion between the hedge and what- 
ever is in front of or behind it. 
Strong climactic effects have been 
achieved by having hedges start 
low at a distance from some focal 
point, and gradually get taller as 
the center of interest is ap- 
proached. After such a magnificent 
example of the use of hedges we 
will all want hedges that swoop 
and swirl in flowing lines and 
mounting spirals. Such treatments 
can, of course, be overdone in 
small gardens but a little more 
than we have had in thé past 
might be highly desirable. 


The Third Dimension. In selecting 
shrub material we tend to restrict 
our choice to varieties that grow 
from three to ten feet tall. These 
heights are the ones that are 
usually most needed, but the use 
of many varieties that have much 
the same habit of growth and 
reach about the same_ ultimate 
height results in an undulating 
line that is not particularly in- 
teresting. Skyline is most impor- 
tant in all garden pictures. Too 
often we plan and plant gardens 
with only two dimensions in mind. 
The third, height, is important too 
and should be given as much con- 
sideration as length and breadth. 

Probably there is nothing that 
will help us here as much as that 
large list of small trees which, un- 
fortunately, are not used as much 
or as effectively as they should be. 
The landscape architect calls these 
“secondaries” and they are the link 





between the true shrubs and the 
trees. We all know the Dogwood, 
the Cercis, and some of the flower- 
ing fruits, but there are a great 
many other varieties of great 
beauty and distinction that should 
be introduced into our plantings. 
I believe that the most effective 
shrub groups are often made when 
we first select and place these 
larger plants and then build up 
the rest of the group around them. 
Yellow-wood, Sour-wood, White 
Fringe-tree, the tree Lilacs, Gor- 
donia, Laburnum, Halesia, Styrax, 
Hawthorns, and Hollies are but a 
few of the many possible choices. 

Few American gardeners have 
availed themselves of the delight- 
ful native varieties of small trees 
and shrubs. We have relied almost 
entirely on the horticultural lists 
made up of European and Asiatic 
species and have failed to appre- 
ciate the fact that a more beautiful. 
and fresher landscape picture is 
possible through the use of native 
types. Most native varieties are bet- 
ter equipped to withstand our pe- 
culiar climatic conditions, the ex- 
tremes of temperature for example 
in winter as well as in summer, 
and prolonged drought. 

No doubt you will recall how 
some European varieties appear to 
suffer in summer from lack of suf- 
ficient moisture. Their leaves not 
only droop and shrivel, but the en- 
tire bush has a tired look that does 
not increase the beauty or charm 
of a garden picture which should 
be lush and green. We want to 
have at least the illusion of cool- 
ness. Then, too, how often, during 
extremely cold winters, we lose 
shrubs from important locations. 
The California Privet hedge, (a 
native of Japan) for instance, that 
is so necessary to insure privacy, 
is frequently killed back to the 
ground and many other varieties 
become filled with tremendous 
quantities of dead and dying wood 
that has to be removed. 

I do not necessarily mean that 
every plant you’ use must be na- 
tive to your particular locality, but 
at least native material should 
serve as the keynote for your plant- 
ing scheme unless it is to be 
highly formalized.

plaited in 414” plaits 2” apart, you 
will need about 24% times as much 
material as you have edge to at- 
tach it to. If the plaits are to be 
close together you should allow 
3144 times. Roughly you can count 
on 7 or 8 yards of material for a 
single or twin size bed with the 
4” plaits set at 2” intervals. If your 
valance is to be plain 644 yards 
should be adequate. For the single 
bedspread you will want about 15 
yards of cording, fringe or what- 
ever trimming you plan to use to 
cover the seams. 

From here on your problem, as 
we have said, is a dressmaking one 
and should be approached as a 
dressmaker would approach the 
fitting of a dress, with plenty of 
pins and scissors sharp and true. 
Cut the top out first and seam it 
together. The flap to cover the pil- 
low which is most used and seems 
in general to turn out neatest, is 
the one which goes clear to the top 
of the bed and then turns back 
over the pillow. This takes a little 
extra material but really is worth it. 

Cut out the valance, then pin it 
on, allowing fulness as you want 
it or setting your plaits evenly. 
This should all be done with the 
cover on the bed. Take it off and 
baste it. Then fit it again to see 
that all is well before you finally 
sew it. Next add your cording and 
finally line the whole, if the spread 
is to be lined (with heavy mate- 
rials its a very good idea, as it 
helps them keep their shape and 
lie evenly on the bed). ~ 

This is the simplest form of bed- 
spread but the basis for all others. 
The commonest variations concern, 
first, four-poster beds. Here, the 
cover must be left with the valance 


partially unseamed at the corners 
to allow for the posts. Next, the 
case of the studio couch or day- 
bed where pillows are to be stowed 
into a bolster. This requires a zip- 
pered, cloth-covered cylinder which 
is something of a gamble for the 
amateur to tackle. Give it to a 
competent dressmaker to do and 
content yourself with the spread 
unless you are a wizz. Then there 
is a popular type of coverlet which 
is made in two pieces, over skirt 
and petticoat. It is the ideal type 
for the boxspring bed. The top sec- 
tion is made exactly as described 
earlier for the whole bedspread, 
but extends only part way between 
the bottom of the mattress and the 
floor. In the space thus left bare 
there is a ruffle. This is mounted 
on a piece of lining cloth which 
exactly fits the top of the box 
spring and should be attached to 
it by tacking- along the outside 
seam welts. On this piece of lin- 
ing is mounted a ruffled or fulled 
valance which comes to the floor. 
When the bed is open at night it 
covers the boxspring. 

A bedspread should come to 
within a fraction of an inch of the 
floor. It should never lie on the 
floor. It should not sag anywhere 
or hapg unevenly. The top of it 
must be cut separate from the val- 
ance to insure smooth fitting. 

Quilting is a slow and laborious 
process when done by hand. The 
best new machines have special 
quilting attachments which mean 
that you can do it much more 
rapidly. Simple quilting in a geo- 
metrical pattern is done by putting 
sheep wadding under the top of 
the bedspread, cheese cloth under 
this to hold it evenly in place.

do not move fruits that seed. Do 
not always wait until all the leaves 
have fallen from deciduous stock 
before planting, as this sometimes 
delays the operation to a period 
beyond the moment of safety. Let 
top pruning go. The majority of 
trees and shrubs will die back 
somewhat during the winter, and 
all can be cut at once in the 
spring. Do not allow anything to 
go into the winter in a dry con- 
dition. 


Positives. Plants with shallow 
fibrous root systems are generally 
successful. Stock from a Northern 
nursery should be planted in the 
fall so that it may not be subjected 
to hot weather before it is estab- 
lished. Nursery grown plants which 
have been transplanted 
times have a close, dense root sys-

tem. Stone fruiting varieties in 
orchard trees are recommended for 
fall planting. The best time for 
deciduous trees and shrubs to be 
moved in the so-called transition 
zone (E and D of the weather map 
on page 37 of the Summer Num- 
ber of House BEAUTIFUL) is around 
the middle of October. Find out 
from local authorities whether the 
particular varieties you desire may 
be safely planted in the fall. Guy 
any large specimens with a tri- 
angle of three stout stakes and 
wire wound around the trunk, pro- 
tected by split rubber hose or cloth 
wrappers. The roots will not have 
established themselves sufficiently 
to hold the trees in place against 
gales. The smaller the leaf growth 
on a perennial clump, the less 
strain on its root system which has 
to achieve two conditions, adapta- 
tion to new surroundings and life 
provision for the foliage up to the 


time this stops growth for the 
season. 
What to Plant. The three im- 


portant members of the dormant 
group were indicated last month: 
spring blooming bulbs, Peonies 
and Iris. Two other perennials 
which help form the skeleton of 
the garden are Phlox and Del- 
phinium, and aside from any pred- 
ilections of the plants themsélves 
in the matter, there is a great 
feeling of relief when the big five 
are in permanence. Should no 
other varieties go into the ground 
this fall, the garden will be well 
started. There are however, many 
more possibilities for the ambi- 
tious and forehanded gardener.

Facts of Life 

“The normal period of gestation,” 
as all the books on raising dogs put 
it, is 63 days, but varies a day or two 
either way. At the end of the eighth 
week the abdomen has a “settling 
down” look and there is every indica- 
tion that the puppies are due in about 
three days. Suzy will be pretty un- 
comfortable and go in for a lot of 
floor pacing. 

It’s important at this stage to have 
the puppies’ quarters ready. A local 
carpenter can run up a bed patterned 
after the ones used by kennels. For in- 
stance, if Suzy is a Cocker her bed 
should be a little over 3” wide and 
long enough for her to stretch out 
full length. This facilitates nursing. 
The bed must be raised off the floor 
about 3” and must have a rim all the 
way round to keep the puppies from 
falling out. It’s a good idea to sacri- 
fice a clean bed pad and cover it with | 
newspapers. 

The minute Suzy starts hiding away 
under tables, digging like mad on the 
best lace counterpane, etc.. then the 
great moment is imminent.

the middle of a short wall and

brackets evenly balanced on either 
side of it will make a picture, and 
a very becoming background for 
the lady who is delighting admirers 
with a Chopin étude.

You 
can get it by wall brackets, indi- 
rect lighting, or most simply from 
a standing lamp which casts light 
both up and down simultaneously. 
If you use a crook-necked, green- 
shaded lamp Standing directly on 
the piano, it must have its base 
backed with felt or it will rattle 
from vibration. This is an excel- 
lent light for sight reading but dis- 
tinctly undecorative and unbecom- 
ing. Best used for lone sessions. 
The problem of the placing of 
the radio is a lesser one insofar 
as the cabinet is likely to be 
smaller. If you should have a very 
large console machine the same 
technique you used on the verti- 
cal piano is a good one. Be proud 
of it. Give it a place of importance; 
if the design of the cabinet war- 
rants it and decorate its part of 
the room to it, rather than away 
from it. Where the machine has 
a record playing attachment it is 
wise to consider the housing of the 
records near at hand, either in a 
bookcase or a_ special cabinet 
which may also take sheet music. 
Closed cabinets are better than 
open ones as records deteriorate 
if dust becomes ingrained into the 
grooves. Records should al- 


ways be kept separate from one 
another to avoid scratching. There 
are very neat racks for them, sold

at many music stores, where the 
are kept apart from one anothe 
by strings drawn taut. Some make 
of machines do not have automati 
lights inside the cabinet to ligh 
the turntable. Plan to have ade 
quate light so that you will hav 
no trouble setting the needle. 

One great pleasure of the porta 
ble or small cabinet types of radio 
is that you can readily experiment 
as to where they seem to you, to 
give the best music, switching from 
table to table, chair side to chair. 

Electric and reed organ consoles 
today are generally very modest in 
size. Where you put them will de- 
pend on whether the sound orig- 
inates in the console case or in a 
separate sound box which must be 
allowed for. Always consider your 
sound originator from the angle 
of getting the most beautiful tone 
possible out of it. Do not set it in 
a part of the room which your 
ear tells you is dead acoustically. 

Television instruments presenti 
a special problem in room arrange- 
ment for with them arises the need 
for seeing, as well as hearing. You 
don’t want to make your living 
room into a small movie theatre. 
Nobody does. But arrange to have 
the machine set so that there are 
plenty of seating pieces in the 
right visual area which need only 
to be swung to face it for the show 
to go on. 

It’s nice to have a radio in your 
bedroom. It’s sometimes expedient 
to have one in the front hall. It 
would be heavenly to have a music 
room but almost nobody can afford 
one. The place for the musical in- 
strument is in the living room. 
You'll find, what’s more, that 
handled with intelligence and care 
your music makers can add im- 
mensely to its charm and utility.

more intimate and picturesque of 
the two. Running the house paral- 
lel to the slope in plan made it 
possible to view the slope, water 
edge and lake from the small open 
terraces on that side of the house 
and from the living room and li- 
brary. The width of the plateau on 
the -west side of the house then 
could be utilized as a semi-formal 
garden extending out toward the 
western lake. The ease of the slope 
leading to this lake made it pos- 
sible to catch long vistas of the 
water from the house. The natural 
knoll of the hill south of the house 
and a service wing turned at an 
angle from the main part of the 
house, form a perfect screen be- 
tween the master part of the house 
and the public road. 

We planned the entrance road 
to achieve the minimum in length 
and necessary grading. By driving 
into a landscaped entrance court 
at a lower level it is possible to 
enter directly into a two car ga- 
rage. From this court easy flights 
of exterior stone steps lead to the 
house proper at the upper eleva- 
tion and other steps lead to the 
service wing from the south side 
of the garage. Aside from econo- 
my, this arrangement eliminated 
carrying the entrance road across 
any of the slopes viewed from the 
house which would have been nec- 
essary if the usual entrance court 
at the first floor level had been 
adopted. By omitting such a court 
the uncongested development of 
the plateau gardens to the west 
was possible. 

As to the house plan: the base-

The living room, dining room 
and master bedroom are grouped 
around a western living porch 
which has a fireplace of its own 
and may be enclosed in the winter 
months as a sun porch or con- 
servatory.

An adequate water supply. 
e While last month the prob- 
em of moisture was solved for the 
lanted wall, an equally interest- 
ng provision for adequate water 
supplies has been recently made 
in a rock garden. To keep this 
type of garden in an attractive 
state throughout the dry summer 
months, some subterranean damp- 
ness must be provided for. Under- 
ground systems of perforated pipes 
are fine when nothing untoward 
happens, but let something go 
wrong and the damage is often 
hard to locate. Where the rock 
garden is small, not warranting 
any great outlay, I use unglazed 
tiles 12”—18” in length and 5” 
wide. These are placed on end, 
sunk in the ground among the 
rocks, 3’ or so apart, hidden under 
the plants, and when filled with 
water from the hose, the moisture 
reaches the roots and underground 
plant areas most adequately. If the 
ground of the garden is prepared 
when first made with a good layer 
of cobble stones, covered with sod 
upside down and the area filled 
in with one part light garden 
loam, one part leaf mold or peat 
and twice as much sharp sand or 
gravel, a good supply of water 
once a week will keep the whole 
in a half moist, cool condition. 


] Propagation. If I were to 
* choose my native corner, 
it would not again be one with the 
unassailable reputation for close 
thrift! In earlier days when I had 
acres to work with, enough ma- 
terial for hedges and shrubs in 
general was an item hard on the 
budget. Since I have come down 
to a fraction of the space, I can 
never get by this present moment, 
after the foliage of shrubs has 
dropped, without making cuttings 
and storing them in a mixture of 
equal parts of moist sand and 
peat moss. By this method of 


propagation an amazing increase 
of stock is obtained, and while 
all sprigs do not live, the result 
is ever encouraging. My best suc- 
cess has been with Euonymus, both 


E. vegetus and E. alatus; Deutzia \, 


Forsythia; Honeysuckle; Vibur- 
num; Rugosa Roses, and _ the 
Scotch and Sweetbriar Rose spe- 
cies. The stems are cut straight 
across with a sharp knife, in 
lengths with a minimum of two 
eyes on each piece, or better four. 
These twigs are tied in bundles 
and buried horizontally in a box 
of sand and peat and stored at a 
temperature of 50° for the first 
three or four weeks, then moved 
into cooler quarters of 30° to 40°. 
Where there is no house storage 
space, the cuttings may be set out 
of doors in rows, with the earth 
firmed around them, and _ well 
mulched for the winter. This 
method however is hearsay with 
me. 


l Setting out shrub cuttings. 

¢ Next season a little nursery 
is prepared in the garden with 
plenty of sand and humus to 
lighten the earth and as soon as 
weather is propitious, the shrub 
cuttings are set out, putting 
them in so that only the top bud 
of each is above the ground. It is 
amazing to see the growth the 
tiny things make the first year— 
if they live at all—and by fall 
they will be ready for permanent 
locations, While we are on this 
matter of shrublets, one of the 
gifts from the grab bag of chance 
this season has been the appear- 
ance of several, four to be exact, 
seedling Viburnums, the hobble- 
bush variety, V. alnifolium, which 
came apparently from a specimen 
in the next garden. This tree (for 
its size is beyond a shrub), was 
planted in 1920, has flowered 
every year, but did not care to 
seed in my direction for nineteen 
years! Such a happening is one 
of the reasons for the careful use 
of the hoe in the spring. 


12 Dividing Iris. The Japanese 
e Iris near the pool finds the 
site too much to its liking, for the 
lovely slender things I had planted 
as an accent, willowy and grace- 
ful, have fallen under the blight 
of middle age obesity and have 
grown too great in girth.

thyme, parsley and sweet marjo- 
ram. Over this you pour a thin 
gravy made in the skillet you used 
to brown the beef. This cooks 
slowly for three hours in the oven 
and will take perhaps half an hour 
to heat, so you put it on the min- 
ute you get out of your coat. 

The lettuce waits in the icebox, 
ready in a bowl. It is the work of 
a moment to fry a slice of thin 
bacon for each person and sprinkle 
it over the bowl with a topping of 
chopped chives and dill. Then you 
add to the bacon drippings per- 
haps half a cup of vinegar for each 
six pieces of bacon, season with 
salt, a pinch of sugar, mustard and 
pepper to taste. Reheat this and 
pour it over the lettuce, toss and 
set on the serving table. 

Likewise in the icebox is the 
apple compote, made yesterday to 
accompany the sponge cake you 
have just whisked out of the cake 
box. For easier serving and eating 
you sliced your apples instead of 
coring and leaving them whole. 
You boiled the peelings in half 
water, half white wine, flavored 
with cinnamon and lemon rind. 
This you strained, sweetened with 
half a cup of sugar to two cups of 
juice, and used to cook the apple 
slices till tender. Then you re- 
moved them, laid them in orderly 
ranks in the dish they would be 
served from, concentrated the sy- 
rup till it was quite thick and 
covered the slices with it. The net 
result is delicious by itself, equally 
good and somehow less ‘formal 
with cream. Now the only thing 
you have to think of is the coffee. 

If you have a family specialty 
you can easily see how it will fit 
into a menu such as that. Keep it 
hearty, keep it simple and able to 
withstand reheating, and you have 


what you need. Regional or na- 


tional specialty cooks have a field 
day in this department, what with 
their chilies, their frijoles, their 
beans and their barbecues. 

But suppose you leave an excel- 
lent servant behind you when you 
go off to the game.

made. It was so good it has gone 
into your repertory. You simpl 
dumped the masses of cut onions 
peppers and tomatoes into a bak 
ing dish, seasoned and let the cas 
serole cook in the oven till the 
vegetables. were tender. At that 
point they looked pretty runny, s 
you drained off the juice, thick 
ened it with a tablespoon of butte 
and two of flour to each cup 
poured it back in the dish and 
topped the whole thing with but- 
tered crumbs. The. strudel yo 
treasure gets out of her own, or 
any other cook book. 

Then there’s always the chance 
that you want to throw your weigiil 
about a bit for this party. Maybe 
somebody special is coming and 
it’s not just for the sake of the old 
school. Or maybe you just feel 
pleasantly affluent. Here is a sole 
tion with that insouciant, hang-the- 
expense air.

Allow a 
little more than an egg to each 
person—five for four people, say— 
and a quarter of a cup of Marsala 
for each egg. In this Marsala dis- 
solve a tablespoon of sugar for

should be two feet deep with a 
layer of coal ashes in the bottom 
on which the pots are placed, a 
light layer of excelsior, hay or 
fibre over them, the earth filled in 
and an extra covering of hay or 
manure when cold weather comes, 
to prevent freezing. Or store pots 
in a cold frame, sunken in the 
ground, with ashes over them. 

e@ Time. The number of weeks for 
root making varies with the char- 
acter of the bulb. A good measure 
is not less than ten weeks, but re- 
moval should not be until the ball 
of earth is filled with rootlets. 

e Forcing of Foliage and Bloom. 
When taken from storage (usu- 
ally around the first of January), 
keep the bulbs in a cool darkened 
place for a week until the blanched 
top growth has

japonicum, Katsura Tree, grows 
to 50 feet, hardy, quick branching, 
rounded head, withstands storms, 
permanent. Leaves, pinkish pur- 
ple in spring, medium green in 
summer, yellow to scarlet in au- 
tumn. 

Acer platanoides. Norway Maple. 
60 feet. moist soil, shallow rooted, 
yellow leaves, ‘permanent. 

Ginkgo biloba. Maidenhair Tree. 
100 feet, hardy, poor, soil, free 
from insect pests, slow grower. 
Fruit has disagreeable odor, but 
tree does not produce for 20-30 
years. A male form is available. 
Tilia cordata. European Linden. 
60-70 feet, small leaves, formal, 
round head, stands clipping, prun- 
ing and pollarding. None of these 
trees are expensive in good sized 
specimens. 


Why Evergreens Cost Money. The 
expense of this type of material 
is often considered disproportion- 
ate to that of other trees of far 
greater size, but just what it takes 
in time and labor to produce 
evergreens ready for use as orna- 
mentals is overlooked. Fir, Larch, 
Hemlock, Arborvitae, Spruce and 
Cedars are often started from 
seed. The seedlings need trans- 
planting from time te time and 
must always be protected against 
drought and cold. All this usually 
requires five or six years of nur- 
sery care before the specimens 
even reach a saleable size. When 
evergreens are propagated by soft 
and hardwood cuttings, they de- 
mand the same care as seedlings 
after they once take root, which 
process varies from two months to 
a year. Certain forms will not 
root even in this length of time, 
and some Spruces of rare types 
are propagated by grafting in the 
greenhouse in January or Febru- 
ary, or in August under glass, 
such grafted plants being put out- 
doors later to grow to saleable 
size. All this is to be remembered 
when the price for a specimen 
Yew seems high. Usually it is of 
such excellence as garden ma- 
terial that it is cheap at any rea- 
sonable price. 


Safe-keeping of Tropical Water 
Lilies. It is perfectly possible to 
carry these tubers through the 
winter if certain conditions can 
be met and if the gardener is will- 
ing to give them some attention 
and care. As soon as frost has 
blackened the leaves, remove the 
tubers from the root mass of the 

























































plants, as it is not easy to s 
growth once it has been 
pletely stopped.

In the world of leashes and curbs, 
those who are prone to criticize dogs 
in town overlook the fact that dogs 
didn’t ask for it. The Spaniel whose 
ears trail unhappily in the gutter 
would rather have those same ears 
flying in the autumn breeze while 
quartering the ground seeking out the 
“birdy” places. Dogs are in town be- 
cause, emotionally, man can’t seem to 
get along without them. And probably 
it’s a throwback to the days when, 
quite literally, man couldn’t get along 
without them. 

For example, old English prints of 
more than two centuries ago picture 
hunting dogs, which, incidentally, look 
much the same as our present day 
gun dogs, “holding steady to wing 
and shot”. Dogs of the sporting group 
have been bred for generations to 
work for a living. And it’s not their 
fault they have to “hup” (sit) beside 
their master while he talks politics on 
the corner. 


Dogs as Good Sports 

Field trials are such a satisfaction 
to watch, if for no reason other than 
for the pleasure of seeing dogs busy 
at their vocation and loving their 
work.

Financing is still easily 
arranged and the terms are much more in his favor than 
when he first bought the lot. With an amortizing F. H. A.

He is also convinced that 
this is the time to build before there are substantial in- 
creases in the prices of materials and labor, which he be- 
lieves are inevitable because of present conditions, judging 
from comparable previous times.

“conveniency, solidity, and beauty” of his new home.

It trans- 
ns mundane ingredients into superlative food without a single truffle. Diced 
sapple is any housewife’s expedient—with recourse to the liquor closet it 
complete the most ambitious menu as Ananas au kirsch. 

nexpensive? Certainly. Wine is seldom used in lavish quantities in cooking. 
ess you insist on boiling your hams in champagne, you will seldom need 
e than a pint even for basting or poaching. There are good American wines 
sound, honest imported young wines on the market for less than a dollar 
uart. Domestic liqueurs such as those made in this country by the ancient 
ch firm of De Kuyper are a reasonable and delicious solution for the des- 
end of the menu. Actually, brandy and a really good rum will be the most 
ensive items of your cooking cellar, and these are used in such small quan- 
s that they will last a long, long time. When you realize that their ennobling 
st will slice dollars and cents off your company menus, they become ex- 
lingly practical kitchen economies. 

echnically, wines and their kin have always been used in food for two 
ons, texture and flavor. They tenderize some substances that are cooked in 
n, they flavor the entire dish. The tenderizing effect is important chiefly in 
t cooking, and is ascribed to the action of the dilute acids in the wine which 
supposed to soften the connective tissues in meat. (The same action is 
ibed, less romantically, to vinegar). The flavoring action may be accom- 
hed by cooking the food with wine or simply by adding it to the finished 
. When the wine is cooked with the food, its alcoholic content is lost almost 
nce by evaporation and the flavor is due not to alcohol but to the remaining 
te acids and fruit sugars. The former are said to aid digestion, the latter 
umelize and add their own distinctive flavor to the dish. When the wine is 
ply added to the finished dish, the alcohol is still present unless the dish was 
enough to drive it off. 

Vhen and how to use it? Your common sense will give you most of the 
wers. Broadly speaking, choose sweet wines for dessert uses, dry for fish, 
it and game. The same other general rules—and the same exceptions—that 
ern its service apply to its place in food. Sherry and madeira are most fre- 
ntly added to—and served with—soup ... a tablespoon per portion as it 
es off the fire. Dry white wine always for shellfish and with very few excep- 
8 for other denizens of the deep. White meats such as chicken and veal take 
er red or white wine, red meats and game usually call for red. To be more 
tific, among the red wines either claret or burgundy is often used with beef, 
b or mutton, the choice for veal and ham is more apt to be claret.

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FURNITURE 
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BY FRANK CURTISS SCHMITZ 


Eprror’s Note: This is the first of a series of as, 
on how to appraise and select good furniture. 


Question. What factors determine the inherent worth 

of furniture? 

Answer. There are four: design, materials, workman- 

ship and finish. These can be and are mixed to- 

gether in all sorts of combinations—good, mediocre 
and poor. 

What is meant by these terms? 

. Design really has two distinct parts. The first is 
the commonly accepted interpretation—choice of 
line and shape—which cannot be included in this 
article, but with which most people are familiar. 
The second involves the method of joining indiv- 
idual members into the finished piece; whether a 
given part shall be of solid wood or veneered; what 
wood or woods shall be used for specific purposes. 

Materials, in addition to woods, include uphol- 
stery, springs, locks, hardware, etc. These do not 
fall within the scope of this study. 

Workmanship (the skill and care expended in 
assembling a piece of furniture), because it cannot 
be judged by casual examination in the store, must 
be vouched for by your dealer. You can and should 
insist on factual statements from him and an in- 
voice corresponding to those statements. 

Finish, including the quality of materials used 
and the method of application, falls somewhat in 
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the same category as workmanship, except, of 
course, you can inspect it to see if it looks good 
and has the character of the surface you want. 
Otherwise you must trust the dealer’s statements. 

Q. How is furniture joined and what are the best 
methods? 

A. By gluing, dowelling, lapping, let-in joints, miters, 
tongue and groove, groove and spline; dovetailing, 
mortise and tenon, lamination, etc., and by almost 
countless variations and combinations of these de- 
vices. The sketches show several types. Here are 
six things you should know about joints: 1. Glue 
alone should never be trusted to carry a load from 
one piece of wood into another. Glue is used in 
practically all the methods of joining wood named 
above. 2. A single dowel is not good practice in 
any major joint; two should be used. 3. A split 
dowel is more effective than a plain one. 4. Simple 
miters, such as used in picture frames, are not 
strong enough for furniture. 5. Tongue and groove, 
also groove and spline, are used primarily to in- 
crease the surfaces in contact, so that the glue has 
a better chance to be effective. 6. Lamination of 
curved work is often better than solid work, be- 
cause it eliminates the cross-grained wood that is 
unavoidable if the curve is cut from one piece. 

Q. What is meant by “solid” work and “veneered” 
work in furniture? 


A. Solid work means that the exposed surface is of 
solid wood of the kind named. In veneered work 
the exposed surface is veneered with the wood 
named. 

. What is meant by “exposed surfaces”?

How is veneered work made? 

Veneered work consists of a core, usually laminated, 
of three or five layers of common cabinet woods 
glued together with the direction of the grain in 
alternate layers at right angles and with face ve- 
neers on both sides of the core. The face veneer of 
the exposed surface is of fine cabinet wood and the 
other face veneer is sometimes of a lower priced 
veneer of the same wood, and sometimes of a less 
valuable wood. The finished product is usually 
called plywood. 

Q. Have the terms “solid” and “veneered” any bear- 

ing on value and wearing quality? 

- No. Let’s examine a few facts. Your kitchen chairs 
probably are solid wood. So, too, is an American 
Colonial Mahogany chair, made by Benjamin Ran- 
dolph, and recently sold for $33,000. Plywood is 
often used for the crates in which furniture and 
other articles are shipped. It also was used in many 
of the priceless pieces made by the craftsmen of 
long ago. One such piece is a Mahogany highboy 
for which $44,000 was paid at a recent sale. En- 
tirely aside from the question of beauty, the func- 
tion each element fulfills in the completed piece 
should and does dictate whether it be of solid or 
veneered work. As to beauty, you should remember 
that the most beautifully figured wood of every 
variety is manufactured into veneers. This enables 
the cabinetmaker to produce 20 square feet of 
figured veneered work when only one square foot 
could be made of the same piece of solid wood. 
Consequently, except at a prohibitive price, there 
is no comparison in beauty between veneered and 
solid work. 

With modern methods and improved glues, ve- 
neered work is produced that is at least the equal 
of the finest ever made. Provided the design is the 
same and the materials, workmanship and finish 
are equal in every respéctt, you need have no fear 
of buying furniture of which it is a part. 

Q. What is meant by “combined” or “combination” 
in furniture?

A. These terms usually mean that the exposed solid © 
work of the piece is of one or another of the sub- | 


stitute cabinet woods, combined with fine cabinet 
wood veneers on prominent surfaces. Sometimes it 
is offered as “combination furniture’, “combina- 
tion Mahogany”, etc. If so, the description is totally 
inadequate. There is only one proper designation 
and that is the name (Continued on page 112) 
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- The surfaces exposed to view when the piece is — 
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Epiror’s Note: Community flower shows have been responsible for a great deal 
more of the horticultural progress in this country than most people give them 
credit for. When the day comes that every town and hamlet in the United States 
has its own seasonal flower shows then America will have arrived at a true sense 
of what gardening really is. Mr. Johnston, conductor and judge of many shows, 
suggests a plan of action for the small community. 


T IS no great problem to conduct a flower show but quite a feat to make a 

show worthwhile. The local flower show, in this writer’s opinion, should aim 
at two distinct yet well related goals. It should attempt to raise the standard of 
plant culture and at the same time develop a real appreciation of the use of plants 
and their products. 

Local flower shows of necessity must consider mainly outdoor grown material 
if they are to achieve any real measure of progress, as it will be found a great 
majority of residents do not have greenhouse facilities. There are two real seasons 
to stage shows in the average community, with reasonable assurance that they will 
have variety and sufficient quantity of material to make them worthwhile. Late 
May or early June, depending on your locality. In the vicinity of New York, early 
June; further south earlier and further north later, will be the time for the so- 
called early summer flower show. September is the other period during which 
most of the so-called fall flower shows are staged in the east. 

With several winter meetings ahead of the average garden club, let us discuss 
the June show and the possibilities of starting a show in our community. First of 
all, there must be established a show organization and such organization must have 
a general show chairman whose word will be law. It might not be a bad idea 
to also elect or appoint an assistant or co-chairman, being sure that the two are 
likely to be friends. 

From this point, the goal should be to so divide the work of staging a show that 
it will not work too much of a hardship on anyone. For this purpose, vice-chairmen 
or chairmen in charge of various parts of the show could be well appointed, each 
to function under the direction of the general show chairman. Important parts of 
the show organization could be classifications, entry, publicity, hostesses, junior 
exhibits, staging, properties, background, placement, information, admissions, 
judging. 

Let us consider briefly each of these, starting with classifications. This commit- 
tee chairman and her group should in effect write the schedule of classes, decide 
what events will accomplish the greatest good for the greatest number and then 
follow the original work through with interpretation on show day where neéded. 
This committee could well take a census of plants being grown in the community 
for there is little need of including classes for Iris if none of the members or resi- 
dents grow Iris. 

The Entry Committee will take charge of all advance entries and will, in 
addition, on the day of the show, handle entries as they come in. This group will 
need to work in close cooperation with several other committees, notably pub- 
licity, staging, placement and judging. Unless each of these groups is cooperating 
with the other, confusion will occur. 

The Publicity Committee has two distinct jobs. First, far in advance of the 
show, to interest prospective exhibitors in entering and then, as the show ap- 
proaches and opens, to interest non-exhibitors in attending. Much publicity is lost 
in the public press due to lack of proper planning to make available desired in- 
formation. Many times, this writer in the role of reporter, finds it impossible to 
obtain a list of the winners in the various classes in time or in a usable form for 
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his paper. Awards must be made available as soon after 
judging is completed as it is possible to get them out. 

Hostesses may make life bearable merely through 
doing some of the many thoughtful things that make for 
a pleasant show. They can in effect be the ambassadors 
of good will for the other harassed and overworked com- 
mittees when the firing starts. 

Junior Exhibits. The chairman, in addition to being 
responsible for a most interesting part of the modern 
show, is the builder of future exhibitors, the training of 
whom will assure the success of similar exhibits in the

years to come. 

The Staging Committee should be headed by a 
chairman of good taste and vision for certainly here is a 
great opportunity for most flower shows to improve. A 
little advance planning and vision will often turn a drab 
show into a thrilling event. If a local landscape architect 
is available, perhaps, this chairman may beg some co- 
operation to the mutual advantage of the exhibit. 

The Properties Committee will need have charge 
of all the show equipment which in the well ordered show 
is a sizeable task. Containers, tables, covers and other 
score or more things the average show acquires after be-

ing in existence for a short time. 

The Background Committee is in effect the camou- 
flage committee, for it is their task to hide the ugly spots 
and impossible walls that usually detract from most 
shows. Here again, a person of vision and imagination 
is needed for everything from cheesecloth to native 
greens or foliage will need be used before the job is 
completed and sad to relate, there is usually very little 
money for the work. 





Interest prospective exhibitors 





The Placement Committee should have full charge 
of placing the various entries on the spots where they 
will remain until judged. Here is a real point in show 
management. If exhibitors can be kept off the exhibition 
floor, much of the pre-show confusion will be eliminated 
and with an adequate placement committee orderly pro- 
cedure is possible. 

The Information Committee is an important one 
and should be equipped to answer questions by exhibitors 
as well as spectators. It should, if possible, include at 
least one member with sound botanical knowledge. 

The Admission Committee should be in full charge 
of advance as well as current admissions. If active and 
forward looking, this committee can often assure the 
financial success of the exhibit even prior to its opening 
—a good thing for the morale as well as the treasury. 

The Committee on Judges is an important one and 
is responsible for securing capable people to pass on 
the merits of the various exhibits. On the subject of judg- 
ing, a book could be written. It may be noted, however, 
that in the main, judges are not too well treated. Most 
of them serve without fee and too eften even pay their 
own expenses. It is a common fault that many shows 
forget to thank the judges and perhaps take their work 
too much for granted. Some provision should be made 
to meet them at the station and take them back and if 
coming from a distance at least feed them. In the mat- 
ter of selection of judges, it seems to have become the 
custom to secure lady jurors to pass on artistic arrange- 
ment classes and men on the culture or specimen classes. 
Just why this is, this writer fails to understand, for cer- 
tainly the list of great artists of the world must include — 
a few men, as well as women. (Continued on page 120)

HERE is nothing mysterious about the matter of winter protection of the 


yject is approached from quite the wrong angle, with disastrous results. And 
t the reasons for every task at this time are so simple that they are primer-like 
‘comprehensibility. Common sense tells us that it is not against cold that the 
ant is to be protected, for how can any outdoor conditions be arranged to keep 
e growths warm, when the thermometer goes below zero and the ground itself 
zes? No covering is able to create, for any length of time, a higher tempera- 
re than that which surrounds it. Where there is no source of heat-providing 
armth such a state cannot exist. So that theory, if it ever existed in the gardener’s 
ind, goes into the discard. 

Tn its place should be firmly implanted the tenet that winter fatalities are due 
various forms of evaporation, and any method used is successful to the degree 
which it prevents this loss of moisture. This is the reason why growths above 
und—bushes, evergreens, Box, Roses, herbaceous types which are not cut 
n—must first be sent into the winter with enough water in the soil for them 
draw upon copiously and then covered or protected from the sun, air and 
ind, which all conspire to take that moisture from them. The rooting area is 
vered with some loose agent called a mulch, and the tops with materials best 
ited to certain classes of plants. The proper time to apply the root protection 
after the ground has been subjected to a couple of freezes—nature’s way of 
resting growth and ripening it for the dormant season. Top protections may be 
ut in place slightly in advance of this time. This is all there is to the theory of 
inter insurance. Such differences as exist come in the treatment of various types. 


LCHING MATERIALS. For the surface carpet, any material may be used 
nat is loose enough in texture to obviate a heavy matting down. Peat moss, pine 
eedles, hardwood leaves like the Oak, marsh or salt hay, excelsior, evergreen 
oughs, straw are all possibilities.

The year wanes and the wise gardener 


TRANGE days, when there are more working hours than there are 

tasks to fill them! Even though this month sounds the last call in 
wintry zones for various garden deeds—if absolutely necessary, late 
planting of perennials on one of the Indian summer days; last bulbs 
put in; forgotten Dahlias or any other tender tubers gathered into a 
haven of rest—for the most part, the days to come are ones of final 
preparation to meet the trials of winter. A discursive group tried to fix 
the exact time of the [Indian summer, but the only unanimous conclusion 
was that it was a period of mild weather in late autumn or early winter, 
usually characterized by haze or smokiness in the atmosphere. I like to 
make it coincide with Martinmas which is November 11—and usually it 
does. 


Baskets for herbs. Now that the fruit season is over, I can obtain 
* from the provision man the year’s supply of bushel baskets, some 
the higher type, others the regulation low, broad shapes. A couple of © 
dozen is none too fmany. A new use of some this year was to provide 
herbs for a would-be devotee of the cult. There was no available sunny 
place near the kitchen door for a bed, but plenty of concrete area. Three 
baskets were painted green, filled. with a sandy, fairly rich soil, well 
limed, and four different clumps planted in each one. Basil, Chervil, — 
Chives, Savory—Marjoram, Tarragon, Thyme, Borage—Lemon Balm, 
Parsley, Mint, Lemon Thyme. These were used constantly—which kept 
them trimmed and in bounds—and at the summer’s end what was left 
has been dried and bagged, the soil put back on the compost heap and 
since they are good for only the time being, the baskets thrown away. ; 


More baskets. Two baskets have been in my own garden with some 
* annuals, in a bricked corner where there was sun but no soil. They 
are always at hand when transplanting is done, being the only coverings 
large enough to protect a good sized clump. One invariably rides in the _ 
automobile with a stout small spade and a trowel, and many is the fern 
that has been safely moved because there was something for it to be — 
brought home in. Fruit baskets are light to carry around for lawn clip-_ 
pings and weed collecting—most welcome for this last need since my 
baskart has been promoted to the role of garden waste-paper basket! On 
the terrace another basket is stationary; in it are stored loam, dried 
manure, pine needles and any thing of the sort. The tall ones, inverted, 
make an improvised table for the breakfast tray, very convenient as said 
tray is never taken to the same corner twice in succession, and while 
chairs may be everywhere in a garden, tables are often lacking when most 
desired. Count up and you will find the two dozen already in use. 
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3 Plant marking. Although the memory is still to be relied upon and 
* there are visible traces of the garden’s contents, I see that the plant 
labels are affixed to those plants I am not quite sure of. Of course the old 
standbys need no marking, but any recent acquisitions still unfamiliar i 
appearance I tag securely. I don’t know as there is any best label. There 
are many good ones on the market: metal strips to write on do the trick, 
or a simple procedure is to put the name on one wooden label, place 
another one over the inscribed side for protection and fasten the two 
securely together with rubber bands, wire or string, thus making a safe- 
guard against rain and snow. I like the tiny glass vials, of French origin, _ 
into which the name of the plant is inserted on a scrap of paper, and 
the cork pushed into place. These are fastened to a bamboo stake, are 
easy to read, and can be used over and over by merely changing 
written name. When the foreign supply gives out the same idea is ap 
proximated by the little bottles from the druggist. Such labels have jus!

Last minute checkup. About this time, as the zero working hours 

approach (I have even known this to be taken very nearly in a 
iteral sense), the notebooks are consulted to see if anything has been 
orgotten. Such as: To lime the Lilacs and all ground areas except where 
ie sour loving plants as Rhododendrons, Azaleas or Laurels, members 
f the Heath family are growing. A heavy application of ground lime- 
ne bought at ary agricultural store and applied each autumn, scattered 
mm the ground until it looks like a fall of snow, makes the bloom of 
Paacs far more abundant and the foliage healthier in appearance. Rose 
yeds and bushes like it too; dig in a cupful around each Peony and give 
he herbs a good dose. For shrubs a pint for each small bush, a quart 
or a large one. While near the Peonies, I cut off the foliage and burn it, 
or have it carried away, to prevent harboring any source of disease, for 
f it is left to mold and rot on the ground it is a fertile source of trouble. 
The leaf stalks are severed close to the ground as soon as they ripen. Of 
Delphiniums, all stalks and large leaves are removed, only leaving 
yung new growths not likely to become water soaked and decayed. This 
s the principal danger to be avoided in bringing these clumps through 
he winter. For extra good measure, 1” of soil is scraped out, the space 
r 1” from around each plant, and the depression filled with coal ashes, 
rawing them up around the crowns. In addition, coal ashes discourage 
igs. When there are naphtha flakes handy, these are dug in around the 
ants, this last gesture being like crossing one’s fingers for luck! 
























- Climbers. It is wise to see that the climbing Roses and hardy vines 
4° are firmly attached on walls and trellises before winter winds set in. 
ny newly planted Rose of this type is better taken down from its sup- 
rt and laid on the ground to be covered with a few shovelsful of soil. It 
would appear a drastic, suffocating treatment, but it seldom fails to bring 
a thrifty set of canes to light next spring. Special treatment is needed for 
ie large flowering Clematis which are slowly coming into popularity and 
ot proving as difficult as the amateur was led to believe. But they do 
ant help to get through the winter. I protect them with 4” or 5” of well 
tt manure or peat moss, digging in a generous feeding of lime about 
70 weeks before this mulch goes on. A circular screen made of chicken 
re goes around the vine to be filled with leaves, not too closely packed.

_ Making plants bloom. In a moment of enthusiasm for the untried 
“* plant I acquired a Kolkwitzia, beauty bush. It grew apace, but no 
pink flowers—not even after seven years, which is supposed to be the 
period of suspense for wayward bloomers a la Wisteria. I have fed and 

xed it to no avail. Then acquaintance was made with a Honeysuckle, 
Lor icera heckrottii, which had been annoying its owner in the same 
manner and which for the first time in years was covered with purple 
yellow flowers.

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Christmas Decorations. Not too early to think of the matter 
of choosing your Christmas tree, concentrating on two angles, beauty 
and conservation. A significant fact is that Hemlock holds its needles 
for only a few days when cut, the Spruce only keeps fresh a short 
time longer, the most persistent being the Fir which holds its 
foliage longer than the others. This hint of Nature shows that it is 
an excellent plan to utilize the foliage of the common native Fir of 
Northeastern America, which is worthless from the forestry stand- 
point. It is also much the best for a Christmas tree. Furthermore, the 
Spruces and Hemlocks are too valuable as trees to warrant trimming 
or destruction for transitory decoration. 


Soybeans. Among recent pests which have attacked the vegetable 
supplies, ‘the bean beetle works havoc with limas, pole and many 
common beans in different localities. It can be kept safely in abey- 
ance with some non-poisonous dust such as one with Rotonone base. 
' Many garden makers are 
including in lists for next 
year, seed of the soybean, 
which has been used in 
the Orient for 5,000 years 
and-is the main source of 
' protein for nearly half 
the world’s population, 
also providing vitamins 
B and G. They come 2 or 
3 to a pod, in tough hairy 
pods, hanging in thick 
clusters on the main stalk. Their variety is legion, 466 strains and 
types having been’ used in the suitability tests carried on by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, with the result that 10 varieties were selected to 
include early,*mid-season and late crops,.The beetles trouble neither 
the vegetable soybean nor the forage member of the family. 





Methods for Plants without Soil. Out of the welter of experi- 
mentation «which has attended the revival of soilless plant growth, 
three methods have obtained favor for both amateur use and pro- 
fessional activity. 1. Shive method. A simple process where plants are 
grown singly in quart jars or other like containers, each stem being 
held in place by a cork stopper split in two pieces, which lets the 
roots dip down into the nutrient solution while the tops grow in the 
air. New solution may be dropped in continuously from: a siphon 
bottle, or the whole renewed once in ten days. 2. Gericke method. 
Plants are grown in wooden trays 4” deep with woven wire bottoms, 
set in wooden tanks 1’ square by 10’ long. Plants are put with the 
roots dipping into the solution and are supported by shavings in the 
trays. Solution is: renewed every two weeks. 3. Withrow method. 
Greenhouse benches, wood, waterproofed with petroleum asphalt, 
filled with cinders or coarse gravel, the plants set in this base. The 
cinders are leached before use with a weak sulphuric acid solution. 
Three times a day a small pump, started and stopped by thermostatic 
control, forces the nutrient solution from a pit up into the cinder 
bed. The Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant Research at Yonkers, 
N. Y., will give details of these procedures,

ABOUT FLASHING 
What does flashing really do, and what 


e parts of the house need it most? ss 


A. Different materials expand 
and contract to different de- 
grees under varying tempera- 
ture and moisture conditions. 
Therefore, it is practically im- 
possible to build an absolutely 
water-tight joint between ad- 
joining materials: there’s bound 
to be some play between them. 
Flashing — usually copper. 
though tin, zine and lead are 
sometimes used—acts as a sort 
of patch for such leak hazards. 
The metal sheets are placed inside the walls and roof, sometimes 
overlapping, sometimes exposed, in such a way that the entry of un- 
welcome water is barred. The parts of the house that need flashing 
most are the ones where the greatest leak danger exists, naturally 
enough. Around windows and doors,

for instance; at-the eaves; at the 
joints between intersecting roof 
planes; around the base of a dormer 
window; under parapets; where 
roof and chimney meet; at the top 
of the foundation wall. It is im- 
portant that the flashing material 
be durable: use 16 oz. copper 
wherever possible. Tin and zinc are 
cheaper, but tin, for one thing, 
must be kept well painted. Hard lead is also an excellent material. 
since it is thicker and more pliable than the other materials. The 
accompanying sketches show two good applications of flashing. For 
others, see “The Case of the Leaky House”, published in the Summer, 
1939 Number of House BeautIFuL.

Best-thing about the material 
is its hygienic value: because it can’t absorb 
dirt, it can be quickly cleaned simply by 
dunking it in warm, soapy water. It comes 
in-a wide range of colors and textures. 


MANY cases of inefficient operation and 
many unnecessary service calls could be 
avoided if people realized that the most fre- 
quent source of trouble in an air condition- 
ing unit is nothing more than clogged, dirty 
filters. One way to get around this trouble 
is by use of an attachment called the Electric 
Filter..Watchman (Simplex Controls, Her- 
busch Corp., St. Louis), which guards the 
filters of the summer or winter conditioning 
system and automatically flashes a light sig- 
nal when it is time to change or clean the 
filters. This compact, rugged device is at- 
tached to the conditioner tnit between the 
blower and the filters by means of a simple 
nut and bolt connection. It is automatically 
set to flash the signal whenever accumulated 
dust in the filters causes an excess load of 
“static pressure” to build up in the unit. 
The makers claim that it cuts operating costs 


of a conditioner to a minimum and that it 
will function on all types of installations 
without attention. 


A SCREEN which will keep out bugs, heat 


and light, yet permit visibility, is something 


we long have wanted. Now the Ingersoll Steel 


& Disc Division of Borg-Warner Corp. (310 
S. Michigan Ave., Chicago) makes it pos- 
sible for us to get it. This new screen consists 
of horizontal bronze strips woven together 
with bronze wire every half-inch. The result 
is a miniature venetian blind, the slats of 
which are set permanently at an angle of 17 
degrees with the horizon. This keeps out 
insects as well as ordinary screening, but 
the greater open area makes for improved 
visibility. And when the sun mounts to an 
altitude of over 40 degrees, no direct rays 
are admitted to the room. Placed outside the 
window glass, the screen absorbs heat rays 
and dissipates them outside the building. 


WE CAN’T tell about you, but we for one 
frequently work ourselves into a state of 
frenzy when we are unable to make a small 
picture hang straight and flat against the 
wall.

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Potage Lucernois. Get half a 
y pound of shin veal, minced fine, 
and mix with it two or three thin 
C slices of bacon, three leeks and 
four onions, all likewise minced.

Bring this to a boil 
and let simmer, covered, for ten 
minutes. Then <finish by baking in 
a covered casserole for an hour 
and a half in a slow oven. Strain 
through a fine sieve and reheat in 
a saucepan with a quarter of a cup 
of sweet cream and two table- 
spoons of butter. Bring almost to 
boiling and serve. 

The fish-and-white-wine affinity 
governs much that has to do with 
fish cooking. An equal quantity of 
white wine is often added to the 
water for the court bouillon in 
which fish are boiled, poached or 
baked. Sauces to serve with fish 
are most often made with white 
wine and fish stock. An exception 
to the rule is the method of cook- 
ing certain small fish called “au 
bleu,” which depends for its effect 
on substituting red wine for white 
in the court bouillon and carefully

Chicken Casserole. This is one 
of those basic dishes that admits 
of practically infinite variations.

‘al in Treland, England and Amer- 
a which are either original 
avilions turned into houses, or 
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copies. I have sketched some of 
them. To be put into living condi- 
tion they require no changing ex- 
cept in the ground plan which can 
be worked out to suit the individual 
needs of the builder. I find that 
many people who build small 
houses favor the story or story-and- 
a-half types affording as they do 
ceilings of good height in the 
living rooms and the bedrooms. 
Palladio is known frequently to 
have said that his great love was 
to design the country villa. He had 
a tremendous sympathy and feeling 
for the country, making the best 
possible use of simple country 
forms for enrichment, as in the 
case of the wide band in quarter 
relief of fruits, shells, melons and 
grapes just under the cornice, 
supporting the closed balustrade 
shown in my sketch.

little more than 2” thick. Call in 
a contractor and tell him what you 
want done and it won’t be long 
before he’s changed the location 
of the partitions and presented you 
with a brand new plan. Just how 
well this will work out is shown 
by the two plans of the second 
floor. On page 55 is the plan you 
will first follow—two bedrooms, a 
sewing room amd a bath. On this 
page is the alternate plan you 
might follow in making future 
changes—three bedrooms and a 
bath. 

Suppose, however, that you don’t 
like alterations. What have you? 
Externally you have a simple block 
with long, long walls of glass. 
You'll get a very good idea of how 
the house will look from the illus- 
tration on the opening page. This 
is the view from the rear, or south, 
where you'll do most of your liv- 
ing. The flat roof extends out over 
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the living room door and is sup- 
ported by two steel columns. Be- 
neath this portico is a private bal- 
cony off the master bedroom. The 
long, sliding windows of the living 
room are protected from the sun 
by an awning which rolls up into 
a shallow recessed housing; the 
bedroom windows are shielded by 
venetian blinds. On either side of 
the house, cutting the terrace and 
garden off from the street, is an 
unusual baffle-like fence (see draw- 
ing above). This is made of wide 
boards set at an angle which per- 
mits the passage of breezes from 
the one side of the fence to the 
other but which excludes the view 
between living and service areas. 

The house is no less interesting 
inside. The main entrance walk 
parallels the garage in front of the 
house and leads into a short hall 
beyond which is the living room. 
The service entrance is through 
the rear of the garage and then 
into the workable U-shaped kitchen. 
From here you can go either into 
the front hall or into the dining 
room.

that have been badly affected, if 
the soil is washed off with rain 
water, the blackened roots cut 
away and replaced in fresh soil, 
the plants will struggle through if 
they are not repoisoned with their 
drink. Rain water should always 
be. used for seedlings, as the 
young things are more susceptible 
to chlorine than older plants. 


The Coldframe, an all-Year-round 
Asset. The coldframe does not 
need to lie idle during the winter 
waiting for its spring role of forc- 
ing early plants, waste space is a 
doubtful asset to a garden. It is 
an ideal place to store the potted 
bulbs for indoor use while they 
are making roots. A good tech- 
nique, (although there are other 
methods equally successful) con- 
sists of burying the pots to their 
rims in sand or ashes, soaking 
them with water, putting 1” of 
sand over them, then loam or ashes 
to a depth of 34”. A banking of 
leaves furnishes more protection. 
The sash goes on then, to be lifted 
on mild days. In the frame may be 
kept certain perennials which dis- 
like outdoor conditions, such as 
Canterbury Bells, Foxgloves, Eng- 
lish Daisies and some Primroses. 
These are lifted from the garden, 
either planted directly in the 
frame or potted and plunged like 
the bulbs, not covered except with 
the sash, this lifted occasionally 
for evaporation of moisture. Early 
flowering perennials may be potted 
and plunged, covered with leaves, 


_later to come into the house where 


the warmth and care brings them 
into early bloom. Spiraea and 
Bleeding Heart. Sow seeds of an- 
nuals and perennials in the cold- 
frame in the fall, fresh from the 
garden. Larkspur, Petunias, Snap- 
dragons, Calendulas.

They 
are the most friendly people imag- 
inable and I count, with pride, 
such men as Ignacio among my 
friends. He lives in Oaxaca (has 
been out of it only once) and there

the jungles. He wanted his sons to 
know the beauties of jungles and 
he wanted time and peace to dream 
about the legends of his race. 

There is Tomas Romo of Oaxaca 
who made the blue tablecloth in the 
provincial dining room. Weaving is 
his hobby.

HIS department, which likes its gala food very gala, met its favorite 

party dish of the winter in the charming sanctuary of the Beverly’s 
restaurant on Lexington Avenue at 50th Street. Behind the tall and 
handsome room with a bar. seen above, is the intimate dining room where 
we first tasted Sliced Chicken en Bordure Beverly. 

Anthony Lagasi, the French-Italian chef who presides over the big 
kitchen below stairs gave us the recipe from his large international reper- 
toire. To feed four use a young chicken which weighs about 3 lbs. Boil 
it for about half an hour, till it’s tender, then slice the breast and the 
second joint as paper thin as your sharpest carver lets you. Border a 
large platter with Duchesse potatoes (we think rice for dieting guests 
would be an excellent substitute). In the center go four nice bunches of 
broccoli or asparagus tips sprinkled with Parmesan cheese and a few 
peeled muscat grapes. The sliced chicken is laid in a neat blanket over 
them. Next comes this sauce: Boil 2 cups of heavy cream till they're 
reduced to about half, approximately ten minutes. Take off the fire and 
add 3 egg yolks and 2 ozs. of butter little by little till the whole is quite 
thick. Next 2 tablespoons of unsweetened whip cream, salt and pepper go 
in. The sauce is poured over the chicken, browned for a moment under 
the broiler and sprinkled with Sherry.

SKIING from S CRAT CH 


HE fact that skiing has swept the country is by now so obvious that 

it needs no repetition. Pink cheeked boys and girls roll out of towns 
all ever the country to near or far snow slopes come, d.v.,. Thanksgiving. 
and dot the Jandscape very picturesquely indeed. That is ancient history. 
But this article is an aside to people who, like the writer, never had skis 
under theiresoles tilPfliey were rushing along toward forty. Let me con- 
fess right now that I do not play tennis, golf or any other game. Horses 
terrify me. I am no Sportswoman and my joints have been doing what- 
ever stiffening joints de when they are exercised on nothing more violent 
than a modest garden. 

How I was cajoled into thinking I might learn to ski is the only reve- 
lation you will be spared. Suffice it that the job was done and I bought 
myself an elaborate ski outfit which has since been discarded in bulk. 

I learned to ski from scratch and without a professional teacher. This 
is a mistake to avoid if possible. You waste a lot of time discovering 
things for yourself which teachers know and can spare you. The trick 
is not to frighten yourself or to allow yourself to be seduced by more 
proficient skiers into doing things beyond your powers, thus undermining 
your nerve. Hannes Schneider ski movies to the contrary. skiing can be 
as gentle a sport as you please and still very gratifying. 

With skis well waxed. start on a level. Don’t let anyone persuade you 
to try a slope at first, even the slightest grade. For some days just get 
used to the way skis feel on your feet. Walk in them. Walk and walk 
and walk till you feel secure. Knees always flexed a little. Try turning 
first one ankle then the other a little in and a little out to sense the grip 
that your ski runner takes in snow. In various kinds of snow. crusty, 
powdery and whatever else the weather sends. In this way you will begin 
in time to feel your oats and. believe me, confidence is three quarters 
of the battle. Once you feel that the whole thing is fairly natural. try 
walking up and down slopes. On a slight slope the trick is to let your 
heel come down-first. The ski seems to grip the snow this way and you 
do not slip backward. On a less gradual slope you will find that this is 
not enough and you will havegto begin making a herringbone motion. 
Think of the photographs you've seen and study your own tracks in the 
snow. This will give you the idea as fast as anything. Wherever you 
walk cultivate the habit of putting down the right foot and the left stick 
at the same time, and vice versa. Don’t lean on your stick. The ski’s the 
thing. But the stick is invaluable as a balancing agent. You will find 
yourself getting terribly tangled up in making turns. Here the services 
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of diagrams in any good book on skiing are most valuable (a teacher 
even more so). Don’t be misled into thinking that jump turns are f 
the novice. I now ski very adequately indeed but have never made a jum 
turn because the idea frightens me and I know that fright is bad to tal 
skiing with you. ; 

The next step, obviously, is the slightest grade you can find. You a 
going to slide down it and it looks to you about as perilous as 
Matterhorn. Your sticks are very useful in these first mad dashes. ¥ 
can help yourself to go slow till you get the idéa. At this point you beg 
to master the ways to stop yourself. This is done most proficiently 
throwing your weight on the insides of your feet and forcing the en 
of your skis outward. The danger is that you will cross the tips of 
skis and come a cropper. Therefore it is good to practise on a sla 
which has no impediments in it so that you can watch your feet wi 0 
running into a, fence and see as well as feel the right technique. Th 
snow plow stop is the simplest and ugliest of them all. Later you will, 
on to far grander manceuvers, but pro tem this does very well. The 
time that you are able to stop just when and where you've plann 
seems to me to be the most important single moment in your whole s 
career. Certainly nothing that comes later is half so gratifying. What 
spells. quite simply, is control. Once you know that you can stop ¥ 
will never be terrified, blind novice fashion, again. Sure, you'll fall dow 
You'll make mistakes. But pretty much everything is going to be fi 

Next to learning to ski, learning how to*dress for it is important 
your happiness. In the first flush of discovering this new sport Ame 
cans were inclined to go rather giddy in their outfits.

Go out alone and get used to the feel of skis in snow by walking 


It’s the glare of sun on snow that 
does it. You will probably also 
want to wear smoked glasses. on 
very bright days. 

Now I have not yet touched on 
the most vital part of your equip- 
ment, skis, sticks, boots and wax. 
You cannot do better than put 
yourself in the hands of a com- 
petent store person who will advise 
you. The length of skis in theory 
is measured from the floor to the 
tips of your outstretched fingers. 
In actual practice many which 
come only to the wrist are excel- 
lent. For women I advise that skis 
be light in weight. Metal runner 
edges lengthen the life and effici- 
ency of skis. Your sticks should be 


‘truly strong. The light metal ones 


are ideal but expensive; strong 
wood ones serve very well. Be sure 
that they are made so the loops 
won’t tear off. The loops are at all 
times kept over the wrists and are 
an integral part of your motion. 
Boots should be very heavy and 
so stiff when you buy them that 
the soles do not bend at all. Nor 
do they at any subsequent time de- 
velop much play. Wax will be a 
subject for much talk. Here con- 
sult the expert and experiment 
various kinds yourself. Al- 
ways wax your own skis. It’s a 
chore but a necessary ene and on 


with 





it depends much of your success: 
Spreaders for the wax help, but 
the finishing off should be done 
with the hand. 

If you must economize on any 
part of this basic equipment, don’t 
let it be on the harness which con- 
nects you to your skis. A harness 
which is difficult to adjust will 
cause you no end of trouble and 
one which is not strong is suicidal. 
Buy your harness before you buy 
boots because the boots must fit it. 
You will find that many harnesses 
are almost useless without a square 
toed boot on which they can take 
a proper grip. Personally I find the 
most satisfactory harness is the 
type which has a coiled spring 
around the back which tightens the 
boot into position. This is manipu- 
lated by a lever-at one side and is 
very handy to get in and out of. 

You won’t want to wear your 
boots indoors—they’re awkward to 
walk in—so get a pair of house 
slippers, as all Europeans do, and 
set them beside the door you’re 
coming in. Best type, a moccasin.

the soil by a cushion of leaves or 
peat moss: and the whole clump 
given a thin covering of leaves, 
held in place by an overturned 
basket or box with air openings. 
An added precaution for the Lilies 
is to surround them, under the 
leaves or moss, with a mound of 
ashes to shed water. The plants 
with sword leaves may be shorn 
somewhat, the bearded Iris and 
hemerocallis cut back to 6” and the 
Japanese and Siberian Iris left at 
12”. Hollyhocks survive best if all 
growth is taken away so that no 
sign of the plants is visible and the 
surrounding soil treated with sand 
or coal ashes to insure surface 
drainage. The majority of remain- 
ing perennials take care of them- 
selves, the shriveled dead branches 
and foliage being removed. 


THE ROSE GARDEN. Here there 
are two ways of approach—hilling 
and trenching. For the first, each 
Rose bush is mounded up with soil 
brought in from an outside source, 
rather than dug from the bed it- 
Give 
a broad base to the mound, so that 
the roots are protected as well as 
the stalk; then a light covering of 
leaves or boughs -over the whole 
finishes the task. Here again the 
peat moss may be employed in- 
stead of the soil. In very severe 
climates the timid gardener adds 
to his security of mind by putting 
boards or wire meshing around the 
Rose beds and filling in with straw 
or leaves. Unless the situation is 
quite exposed, this is seldom neces- 
sary. The second system is to 
trench the bushes, taking — the 
plants from the beds as late as re- 
moval is possible, placing them up- 
right in a trench 18” deep, dug 
on sloping ground and covering 
them completely with earth. When 
dealing with doubtfully hardy 
it is best 
to loosen the roots on one side and 


climbers and standards, 


lay the Rose flat, covering the beds 
with leaf mold to a depth of at 
least 1’ and fastening the whole 
by stakes and chicken wire. I have 
had good results with far less work 
by putting slatted crates which 
were as high as the, plant over 
standard Roses, and filling them 
with peat moss, well firmed around 
the growth of the plant. 


EVERGREENS AND SHRUBS. 
The first step in protecting ever- 
greens — either conifers or the 
broad leaved types—is to send 
them into the winter with surplus 
water at their roots. The next is 
to screen them from the wind and 
sun, which in late winter and early 
spring do more damage than any 


other conditions of the season. Pine 
or Spruce boughs inserted among 
and around the branches will give 
sufficient protection, or boards may 
be arranged as shelters, both to 
be left in position until late in the 
spring. Box wants copious water- 
ing—late—and then a framework 
of poles set around the specimens 
to be covered with burlap. For Box 
hedges a light mulch of peat moss, 
leaves or pine needles is an added 
help. Care must be taken that any 
covering used does not rest on the 
foliage of the Boxwood. The small 
deciduous shrubs are safest with 
the branches fastened together and 
the whole tied to an upright stake 
to prevent bending and breakage. 
Fallen leaves, which can be piled 
in quantity without fear of smother- 
ing any growth, are the natural 
covering for the ground. 


THE ROCK’ GARDEN. Here per- 
fect drainage on the surface is the 
paramount need, for mud, distaste- 
ful anywhere, spells annihilation 
to the little things, which from the 
nature of their origins, require a 
firm dry cushion during the winter 
months. Stone chips insure these 
conditions. A handful should be 
put around the base of each plant, 
spread carefully under lifted leaves 
or layered on spots where growth 
has disappeared. Three services 
these chips perform: they keep the 
foliage tidy and neat; provide a 
ready seepage area around stems 
and roots and prevent heaving and 
swelling of the soil caused by frost 
that makes for tortured roots, split 
clumps or bulbs thrown out. An 
added precaution before putting 
on the chips is to be sure that the 
soil is packed tightly around the 
roots to preclude the possibility 
of air spaces. Rock plants are 
great wrigglers and they slither out 
of corners unless held with firm- 
ness. No harm comes from giving 
the chip treatment to all inmates 
of rocky slopes. But if the supply 
is limited or numbers prohibitive, 
the plants which demand it im- 
peratively are the fleshy leaved, 
short stemmed types without suf- 
ficient strength to keep the woolly 
layers from the ground, or plants 
with such dense leaf rosettes that 
they offer a delightful cup to hold 
moisture. _Primroses, the lovely 
Ramondia, Campanulas of tufted 
growth, some Harebells, and the 
dwarf. aristocrat of the Geranium 
family, Erodium, which shows by 
its velvety gray down that it easily 
lies prone to die. 

This is the final work for late 
November or early December. 
Hope needs to be the urge that 
whips the gardener on.

wise parent who withdraws the argu- 
ments about rugs and draperies and 
produces a puppy—one “of my very 
own and for keeps”. 

There- are-times in the life of even 
the best adjusted child when the 
adult world seems a remote and un- 
fathomable thing. And it’s then that 
a child feels the need of a completely 
undemanding companionship. In fact, 
an eminent psychologist has gone so 
far as to say that to grow up without 
a dog robs a person of one of the 
most fundamental and satisfactory re- 
lationships of his entire life. 


A Puppy Gives Too 

Of course the addition of even the 
most angelic little ball of fur to a 
hitherto canineless household is defi- 
nitely not all beer and skittles.

The chances are the puppy 
who is allowed to spend that first 
anguished “night in the nape of an 
understanding little neck will be 
much more tractable and easy to train 
than the one banished to the cellar 
and left to howl away his despair. 

A dog is an invaluable medium 
through which to create a sense of 
sympathy, consideration and _ loyalty 
in a child. The very fact that a child 
is understanding of a homesick pup- 
py’s plight will make him aware of 
and tolerant of unhappiness outside 
the confines of his own small world. 

While giving a child a puppy en- 
tails much adult responsibility, it 
should be soft pedaled as much as

Lack of Preparation Pitfalls 

As someone is always pointing out, 
it’s not the initial cost of most things 
that is so great, it’s the upkeep. And 
no matter how lyrical the most ardent 
dog enthusiast is on the subject of 
puppies in apartments, unless plans 
have been made for housing, referring 
to him as a tornado would be an un- 
derstatement. 

A healthy, happy puppy given the 
run of a house does mortal combat 
with every inanimate object which he 
encounters. He considers electric light 
wires and sockets his special enemies. 
He also believes rug corners and sofa 
pillows must be “beaten into submis- 
sion”. And oddly enough there is 
something about the old shoe given 
him as fair game which bores him so 
he ignores it to concentrate on satin 
mules and first editions. He seems 
unable to sustain any interest in hard 
rubber bones but will apply himself 
for hours to the task of removing pic- 
tures which-have been pasted on the 
scrap basket. And when worn out 
from these exploits he falls asleep in 
the basket of clean clothes looking 


like a stuffed toy and no bigger than 
a minute so that it’s impossible to 
imagine him the monster who has 
converted the apartment into a waste- 


land. 


Pretty Young 

It’s sensible, when contemplating a 
puppy to share apartment living, to 
buy one young—younger than is 
usually considered advisable, say two 
months. He will then be small enough 
to be content when confined in his 
play pen in the daytime and his crate 
at night. By the time he is four 
months old he will, because of having 
so much attention, be quite sophisti- 
cated. His manners will be appre- 
ciably better than his brother raised 
in a kennel and he can be allowed in 
the living room (when the family are 
there) without apprehension as he 
will in a “crisis” always dash back 
to his familiar playpen. 

Of course a city puppy must not be 
taken on the street until he has had 
a temporary distemper shot and a 
veterinary must be consulted about 
worms and health in general. 

There is no reason why, just be- 
cause a child lives in town in an 
apartment, he can’t have a dog. It 
simply necessitates a little planning 
and all very well worth while is the 
effort, as there is no happiness equal 
to that of a child who is given his 
longed-for dog.

HE end and aim: not artistry but gaiety. Artistry may be 

achieved incidentally and indeed is almost certain to crop 
up by the very nature of the materials which are used to trim 
your Christmas time house. These are roughly, candles (red or 
white), green garlands, mistletoe, holly, green boughs, paper 
cutouts or seals, Christmas tree trimmings, tinsel and all the 
fascinating things you can buy. 

A batch of ideas to set you on your way is sketched here. The 
mantel at the left results from our having found Mr. Gerald of 
Altman’s in a Christmas mood. “Dozens of candles,” said he, “set 
in line on a mantel in little glasses which are hidden by sprigs 
of green interspersed with pine cones. To the 
side of the mantel, tack a ribbon at its center 
and tie it around a tall bouquet of boughs.” 
Another result of Mr. G.’s happy state of 
mind is the punch table opposite skirted in 
white tarlatan, swagged with tinsel, the bowl 
flanked by silver candelabras standing on™ 

























boughs which have been laid out flat on the white cover. 
“Candle burning in the window” can be very special when the 
candle, a huge one, is set on a cardboard circle and ringed round

GOOD MODERN 


HIS house is the direct outgrowth of a combination of fac- 

tors, each of which has contributed to its successful con- 
clusion. It represents, first of all, a brilliant interpretation by 
the architects. It successfully meets the requirements and wishes 
of clients who have been professionally engaged in the housing 
field for many years and who have definite ideas on standards 
for a home. It was their conviction that the new architecture 
makes possible a discerning utilization of new materials and 
processes; that the forthrightness of its precise planning to 
accommodate space and room arrangement to personal needs 
and modes of living—with the exterior a natural outgrowth of 
interior plan—results in a sensible and individual expression. 
It was this conviction which determined the choice here. 

The site selected was at the foot of an extensive apple orchard, 
where it merged with a large wooded area. Situated in the 
charming town of Lincoln, Massachusetts. within a mile of 
Thoreau’s Lake Walden, it complied ideally with the location 
factor—a semirural, typical New England landscape within easy 
access to Cambridge.

Of primary importance was the provision of comfortable, 
economical, and functional living arrangements for three per- 
sons, one a twelve-year-old daughter. Specific requirements were 
economy of construction, ease of maintenance and housekeep- 
ing, privacy for work, winter sunlight and summer shade, and 
a sense of spaciousness within a limited cubage. All rooms were 
to receive direct sun and second-story rooms to look over the 
treetops to the distant wooded ledge. By means of southern 
orientation it was possible to meet both the aesthetic require- 
ments and the strictly utilitarian need of fuel economy by stor- 
ing the sun’s heat in winter months. 

This same orientation made possible a winding approach 
through orchard trees to a northern entrance, and the ingenious 
placement in the plan of all halls, stairs and bathrooms on the 
northern side of the house. So skillfully was the house placed 
within the orchard that no tree had to be sacrificed; nor was 
any harmed during the construction. 

To protect the windows from the intense direct noonday rays 
of the midsummer sun the architects devised an “eyebrow”— 





novel in construction—over the second-story.win- 
dows. These fixed parts, of redwood boards resting 
upon specially designed galvanized brackets, allow 
the sun to penetrate in the winter months when it 
is low, but exclude it in summer when the sun is 
high. The moving part is not the shade or blind, 
but the sun. The overhang of the dining room roof 


and the redwood boards placed on the terrace per- 


gola outside the living room windows are nicely 
calculated to accomplish the same purpose. 

It is a particular aim of modern architecture to 
take more into consideration, as has been done 
here, the problem of light, sun and wind. Privacy 
and prevailing breezes are essential factors in plac- 
ing the outdoor living space and windows of a 
modern home. One neighbor who lives in a Colo- 
nial house in Lincoln observing this, remarked: “I 
like the way the house is placed—in civilization 
but turning its face away.” Another characteristic 
of this house is its thinness. (Continwed on page 75)

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NEAK a look at your great- 
great-greats getting ready 
for Christmas dinner.

But they didn’t really go into action on 
special Christmas victuals until sometime along 
in November. Then butchering time meant mince 
meat and the sausages to loop around the turkey, 
as well as the usual complications of corning, 





smoking and potting. Sometime when the weather 
got cool there was the fruit cake and plum pud- 





ding to be made and put down to ripen. Pound 
cake too was made well ahead. Nuts were 
gathered and spread out to dry, ears of popcorn 
hung from the attic rafters. What the final prep- 
arations for the meal must have been we today 
can scarcely imagine. The baking, of course, 
was completed the day before. 

“Put your hand in the oven and see if it’s 
ready for the bread.” 

“No, Mother, I can count to thirty.” 

“Has the fire burnt to ashes yet?” 

“No, not quite.” 

“Well, put another piece or two on, we'll still 
have time to let it ‘soak’ properly, before my 
dough is fully risen again. While that is burning 
down, bring in your paste and roll it out for 
the pies. Then Ill do the cake and you do the 
custards. They'll still be cold by supper.” 

Soup was made and the ham was boiled the 
day before, too. But that still left an enormous 
amount to be done before the family sat down 
at three. In those days roast turkey meant turkey 
on a turned spit, so in spite of the enormous 
number of dishes to be prepared, probably only 
one of the meats would be roasted. The others 
would be boiled, as would the vegetables. Des- 
serts, In consequence, were usually such as could 
be prepared in advance, for the crane would 
take only so many pots and even with the others 
on trivets around the hearth and that fine new- 
fangled reflector oven, space was at a premium. 

A simple country household. After 1800 that 
meant a celery dish in the center of the table, 
ie the jellies, pickles and preserves at the four 
corners.

orites. The lady of the house ladled it into the 
plates from a tureen at the table. Then the fish, 
undoubtedly boiled, served with boiled potatoes 
by Father. Soup and fish were often served at 
the same time, and that, my little one, is why 
you today put a plate under the soup plate. That 
was for the fish! 

At this point, life gets complex for Father. He 
will now have to cope with the ham, a roast, a 
boiled job and possibly the vegetables, though 
Mother often was responsible for getting those 
dished out. The meat might be roast goose and 
a couple of boiled fowl, roast ducks or suckling 
pig with a boiled turkey, or any such combina- 
tion of time-honored holiday dishes. The vege- 
tables wou'd be at least three chosen from the re- 
liable winter keepers—parsnips, turnips. onions, 
potatoes, celery, carrots and beets. For some rea- 
son the most probable are celery, onions, turnips 
and potatoes, the latter undoubtedly mashed. I 
can find no trace of the plebeian cabbage family 
in a holiday meal, though it keeps as well as any. 
All this with the usual complement of gravies, — 
stuffiings and relishes. 

Now, if this is a citified family, the table is 
cleared, the cloth removed revealing a clean one 
beneath and we go on to dessert. There are the 
ranks of pies—apple, pumpkin, mincemeat, most _ 
certainly, possibly supplemented with cranberry. 
raisin and any number of dried and preserved 
fruits. The fruit, loaf and pound cakes. The pud- — 
dings. Plum, of course, maybe apple or lemon — 
or sago or Indian, and @ndoubtedly one of the 
softer egg puddings, perhaps the fashionable 
Floating Island. Now, if we are terribly swell. 
the second cloth comes off, revealing the beauti- 
fully polished bare table (or a third—and col- | 
ored—cloth if we are ashamed of the table) 
while we finish off the meal and probably the 
day with cheese, fruit, nuts, raisins and coffee.

Eprror’s Note: This is the second of a series 
of articles on how to appraise and select good 
furniture. The third article will be published in 
a future issue. 


Question. Can good furniture be made from 
every wood? 

Answer. No. For furniture, a wood must possess 
six definite qualities: stability, durability, work- 
ability, strength, finishability and appearance. 
Of course, all the suitable woods do not possess 
all these qualities equally; neither does every piece 
of a given wood. The woods which have them 
sufficiently are called prime, or fine cabinet 
woods. 

Q. What are “grain,” “figure” and “texture” in 
wood? : 
A. Grain markings are the record of periodic 
growth in a tree stem and form concentric rings 
around the heart. The word “grain” is also used 
to denote the coarseness or fineness of the individ- 
ual fibers of wood. Figure is caused by the 
twisting and interlacing of the tree fibers, usu- 
ally extending through many growth rings, 
which, when cut through, produce a play of light 
and shade. In some woods, such as Oak, figure 
‘is produced by sawing the log radially (quarter- 
sawing) to display the prominent medullary rays. 
Texture refers to the size and distribution of 
pores and whether the fibers are compact or 
loosely bound together. 

Q. What is meant by the six qualities above 
named? 

A. Stability makes a wood permanent or imper- 
ishable in service and precludes warping, twisting, 
splitting or curling after it has been cut to the 
final shape for use. Durability makes a wood 
live in service without weakening, marring or 
breaking easily, and without a reduction of its 
resistance to the usual stresses it must carry. 
Workability permits ready shaping, clean-cut 
turnings, sharp edged crisp carvings, and insures 
a smooth, even surface without fuzz or irregu- 
larity in the finished piece. Strength insures 
resistance to breakage or undue distortion under 
oads when the wood is cut to the necessarily del- 
a _ shapes used in furniture. Finishability 








ance means color, figure, grain or texture which 
is pleasing to the eye: beauty. 

Q. What are the “prime” cabinet woods? 

A. In this group are Mahogany, Walnut, Maple, 
ak, Primavera, Rosewood, Cherry and Syca- 
e. They are used for solid wood construction. 


Mahogany is a tropical wood first discovered 
in the West Indies early in the 16th century, later 
found in Central. America and parts of South 
America, and still later found on the West Coast 
of Africa. It was used extensively in the furni- 
ture styles of the late Georgian period. Mahog- 
any can be identified by its soft red-brown color, 
its twisted, interlaced fibers, its fine pores, its 
roe-like cross markings and apparent depth of 
surface when finished. There are three varieties: 

West Indian Mahogany, also known as San 
Domingo Mahogany, Cuban Mahogany, etc., is 
the heaviest, hardest, most richly colored and has 
the best texture of the Mahoganies. Its native 
reddish-brown color turns to a rich sherry tone 
with age. 

Tropical American Mahogany, also known 
as Mexican Mahogany, Honduras Mahogany, Pe- 
ruvian Mahogany, etc., ranks close to the West 
Indian variety, though somewhat lighter in color. 
Much of the historic English and Colonial Amer- 
ican furniture was made of the variety from 
Honduras. 

African Maliogeny, from the Gold, Ivory 
and Nigerian Coasts of West Africa, is the light- 
est in wéight and color of the three varieties. It 
also is softer, coarser in texture and weaker. Fig- 
ure is more frequently found in African than in 
the other two Mahoganies: and a_ preponderant 
part of the figured Mahogany veneers now used is 
of African origin. 

No wood other than the three varieties named, 
regardless of its source or trade name, is botan- 
ically entitled to be called Mahogany; and you 
should insist on one or the other variety when 
you buy furniture represented as “Genuine Ma- 
hogany.” It should be noted that “Philippine 
Mahogany” is not botanically Mahogany. It will 
be more fully described later. 

Walnut grows widely in Europe, parts of 
Asia and North America. As a cabinet wood the 
American species ranks with Mahogany in most 
of its qualities. There are two varieties: Persian 
or European Walnut, also known as Circassian 
Walnut, French Walnut, English Walnut, etc. 
This wood was known and extensively used for 
furniture by European craftsmen long before the 
advent of Mahogany. It can be identified by its 
grayish-brown or mouse color varied at times with 
delicate, dark streaks, its hair-like pores, fine 


texture and softness. In Circassian Walnut the 


streaks are strong and black. This gives it an 
interesting figure effect. American Black Wal- 
nut was the finest native cabinet wood known 
to the early American colonists. The wood is

consults with numerous other experts, this is weather during its summers that it might suffice to call the gardening 
your guide in ordering the new seeds and year of 1939 a normal year. It is a matter of record, however, that through- 
plants for your 1940 garden. out most of the east, one of the worst droughts in the history of gardening 


in this area was experienced. For more than ten weeks in one period, nothing 
more than a sprinkle fell on our trial gardens and to make matters worse 
























when finally broken it was in the form of a southeast storm of almost hurri- 
cane proportions, a storm that laid flat every field of corn in the upper end 
of the state of Delaware and which was accompanied by flooding rain. 
Despite this and a subsequent dry spell, this writer finds as this article is 
written in mid-October a season marked by fine performances on the part 
of most of the plants contained in “House BeautTiFut’s Debut of the New 
Plants” of last February. Perhaps the poor growing conditions that have 
been prevalent during the past three years are resulting in a race of plants 
that can take it, for certainly they have performed nobly and even at this — 


late date most of the varieties that we are growing are still presenting a great 
show. 

Taking the new plants as they were first presented alphabetically, we find 
that the new flowering shrub, Abelia GAUCHERI, the new hybrid originated — 
by the United States Department of Agriculture and introduced by Henry 
A. Dreer, is a definite improvement on Chinensis grandiflora. Its bright 
lavender pink flowers with orange markings in the throat and its added 
hardiness will make lots of friends for the plant when it is more generally 
distributed. 

Antirrhinum Guinea GOLD, listed this year by most seedsmen, adds a good 
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bedding subject with its symmetrical growth and bushy plants only 18” high. : 
We fooled the annual Asters this year by refusing to move either of three j 
varieties from the planting beds and raised fine flowers. Never much of 7 





















success at raising annual Asters, we were successful with EanLy Giant LicHt 
BLUE and EarLy Giant PeacH BLossom that were listed by most seedsmen 
and VIoLeT GLory introduced by W. Atlee Burpee. 

In the Hardy Aster group, there were three splendid additions to this 
family. HARRINGTON’S PERFECTED PINK listed by most seedsmen and plants- 
men, with its 4’ plants covered with deep rose pink flowers is a sight to 





behold. I understand it is a poor propagator, and this will probably indicate 
that early ordering for next year will be wise. BEECHWOOD CHALLENGER also 
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available with most seedsmen and plantsmen is without doubt the best of: 
the red Asters. About 4’ tall, it stood out in our border and kept better than 
most Hardy Asters when cut. STRAWBERRIES AND CREAM, slightly larger than 
the former, opens a pale pink and as it grows older, the color deepens. It 
has good foliage. 

Buddleia DuBoNNeT, which has general distribution, is beautiful on the 
plant and sensational when cut. An arrangement of this wine red variety 
with its fine cylindrical spires caused much excitement in the fall flower show 
at Wilmington, Delaware. The best part of it all is that it is a fine grower 
and free producer of flowers. 

Callendula CurysantHa Twiticut (Carl Giessler), though not moved 
from the seed bed, has done well and at this writing is furnishing a wealth 
of soft lemon yellow flowers which deepen slightly at the tips of petals which 
are laciniated. 

The hardy Cortace Carnations listed by most seedsmen are easily grown 
from seed and come in a wide range of colors with extremely double flowers. 

Celosia Cristata Royal VELVET will make you forget that you ever thought 
coxcomb was coarse. It is a real dwarf and produces neat flowers of rich 
crimson or carmine surrounded by smaller combs that come from basal 
branches. A stunning annual. 

Chrysanthemums of the hardy types are the finest group this writer has 
ever mentioned in an article. The first to bloom, CLARA Curtis from Wayside 
Gardens is a stunning plant that aroused great admiration in our border in 
early September. Flowers 2” to 3” in diameter of a rich, rose pink, are 
freely produced and keep well when cut. Altogether a real acquisition. 

The later varieties, all from Bristol Nurseries, set a new high for this fine 
breeder of hardy mums. LAVENDER Lapy a true lavender, PALE Moon that 
presents fluffy sulphur yellow flowers in great profusion and BurcuNDy, a 
rich cerise-crimson, are musts for every garden. 

The NorTHLAND Daisies from Stumpp and Walter, including the varieties 
BRUNNHILDE, a bronze tinged with pink; SIECFRIED, a rich yellow; VIKING, 
a burnt orange and IcLoo, a pure white with yellow centers, were all finer in 
their second year than during the first year of trial and we considered them 
good enough then. 

This same firm has presented two worthwhile Clematis in Mr. G. J. PATIJN 
with double pale blue flowers and HuLpine, a (Continued on page 102) 
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N THE ground floor of a Van Rensselaer 
house built in New York City in 1832 lives 
Mr. Joseph B. Bramlette who turned his high 
ceilinged rooms over to William Pahlmann of 
Lord and Taylor to decorate. The astonishing 
high ceilings and exquisite woodwork inspired 
in Mr. Pahlmann a nostalgic, Victorian mood. 
The great living room, opposite and above, he 
enlivened with Empire green walls and maroon 
and pale putty striped satins against a welter 
of off-whites and gold. He formalized the high 
windows above making much of their archi- 
tectural proportions. The crystal chandelier is a 
Swedish copy of one in Drottningholm Palace. 
The back parlor, Mr. Bramlette’s bedroom, 
right, has the same Empire green walls striped 
with clear varnish. Fat little chairs stand on a 
Calla Lily carpet, are covered in rose cotton 
velvet while the couch between is tan cotton 
velvet on an old bleached frame and buttoned 
with large pearl buttons. Decorative bird and 
flower paintings are by Hanley Henoch. Accents, 
including the blackamoor, are black. Glass 
domes on the mantel cover gilded flower arrange- 
ments. Back and front parlors open into one 
another to form one spacious room. 
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Barge boards at Chester, England. Opposite: lavish gingerbread at Kennebunkport, Me. 
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The wide, opemyard is enclosed by 
a low picket fence which sets off 
this modern version of Cape Cod 
tradition. The sun poreh, which was 
enclosed after the house was built, 
looks: out over the ocean (just out 
of view in picture above). The 
porch has its own fireplace back- 
ing up the one ‘in the living room, 
shown -at the right.

R. AND Mrs. Augustus H. Fiske’s house at 
Cataumet, Cape Cod, cost only $3500. But it 
has two claims to fame. For out-and-out convenience 
it is hard to beat. At latest count there were 59 cup- 
boards, drawers and lazarettes and a whole raft of 
built-in furniture. What most impresses the owners 
and neighbors, however, is the fact that, while houses 
nearby were swept into oblivion, this trim shingled 
house of four rooms withstood every blast of 1938's 
hurricane. Apparently there is only one reason for 
this, strength: The house is built like an old New 
England barn, with heavy frame, girts and cross 
bracing. The designer was Hal Martin.

Epitor’s Note: Here are the results of HousE BEAUTIFUL’S 
Dahlia Futurity competition in shows given in thirteen 
states. It constitutes a record of the Dahlias, new this year, 
whose performance in countless gardens gives indication of 
their permanent value to Dahlia lovers. 


INNER and new champion of the House BEAUTIFUL 

Dahlia Futurity for varieties introduced in 1939 is 
Everybody’s Favorite, aptly named giant rose-pink informal 
decorative Dahlia introduced by Salem Dahlia Gardens, 
Salem, New Jersey. 

Twenty-eight shows, two more than last year, codperated 
with House BEAUTIFUL in presenting a Dahlia Futurity 
Class calling for six blooms of one, or more than one, of 
the varieties contained in the Dahlia Futurity published in 
January, 1939 House BeauTIFUL. Pennsylvania, Ohio, Cali- 
fornia, Wisconsin, New York, New Jersey, Maryland, Michi- 
gan, Delaware, Kentucky, Illinois, Massachusetts and the 
District of Columbia, all awarded the House BEAUTIFUL 
Medal at one or more shows within their borders. The same 
method of scoring was used as that followed last year when 
a winning vase of six blooms was allotted six points in the 
scoring, and if one variety was shown, naturally six points 
went to that variety: If six different blooms were shown, 
then one point was credited to each variety. 
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Under this system, Everybody’s Favorite scored twenty- 
six points with the bi-color Lois Walcher right on its heels 
with twenty-five points. Everybody’s Favorite was in the 
winning vase in eight shows and Lois Walcher in seven, so 
the race was close right down the line. Both varieties were 
winners in three shows where the entire six blooms were one 
variety and both won awards east, as well as further west. 

The surprise of the Futurity is the fact that two medium 
size Dahlias were in the first three, which indicates that size 
is no more of a factor than it should be with American 
Dahlia judges. Third in ranking was Hillside Gold, the free 
blooming beautiful semi-cactus gold Dahlia from Hillside 
Dahlia Gardens, Austinburgh, Ohio, with twenty points. 

Tied: for fourth place were three varieties: Virginia Ship- 
ley from Dahliadel Nurseries, Vineland, New Jersey; Rou- 
lette from Stanley Johnson, Cheltenham, Pennsylvania; and 
Mrs. B. Amber, a foreign importation of this year. Each 
variety scored twelve points. Next in line were Rita Wells 


2 from Ruschmohr Dahlia Gardens; followed by Miss Santa 
3 Monica from Stephenson-Ruschmohr, and Marietta E, the 


last two both medium size Dahlias. Marietta E and the next 
Dahlia in line, the miniature Diane, were introduced by 
Dahliadel Nurseries. 

Following these in.order were Don Sowton, an importa- 
tion; Model 999 from Lakeside Gardefs: Glamour and 
Aurora, team mates of Everybody’s Favorite and from 
Salem Dahlia Gardens; Hillside Sunset from Hillside 
Dahlia Gardens; and Ohio Rose from H. H. Robens. Other 
Dahlias that scored one or more points in competition 
were Mrs. Sowton, an importation; Your Lucky Star, Amer-

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EW questions that come as grist to House 

BEAUTIFUL’S answer mill are as difficult to deal 
with as: “What is the matter with such and such a 
house plant, that does so and so?” Little definite 
advice is possible, other than to give general rules 
for indoor plant health and well being, specific 
treatment liked by the particular type under con- 
sideration, and in the light of these tenets a possible, 
plausible explanation for the plant’s misery. But 
quite likely the horticultural appendix may turn out 





to be acute indigestion! There is far more to the 
successful procedure than placing a plant—any 
plant—in some available window. If, however, atten- 
tion is focused on a few essentials, the main diff- 
culties will be overcome for the average dweller of house or apartment, 
desirous of maintaining the active plant life so vital to a room in winter. 
First on the list of musts: 

Know what to expect. It is the natural law that there is only one period 
of plant maturity expressed in bloom, and another flowering will not come 
until a rest time is allowed. A plant bought at the florist in bud, was taken 
months ago, groomed and stimulated to the present point of production, 
















but this cannot be repeated the same season. It is possible to keep such 
types over for another winter, but difficult unless there are right cellar 
or greenhouse conditions. In the same manner plants brought in from 
the garden can be successfully handled only if they are severely cut back 
and given time to rest before the winter work begins. The length of time 
it takes to bring a plant to a pitch of production is too often overlooked, 
August is the moment to plan for December. 

Be willing to lower the room temperatures. A comfortable temperature 
for modern humans is far too high for most growing things, especially 
the soft branched flowering types, which are happiest at 50° to 55°, the 
purely foliage varieties alone being tolerant of 60° and 70°. It is not 


sensible to shiver all day, but if the night period 
may afford refreshing coolness, the most amiable 
of the specimens will survive. Turn the thermostat 
to the lower figures for the night. 

Secure your plants for the exposures you have to 
offer them. The least favorable light is a western 
window, for only the diminishing red and orange 
rays of the sun reach it. The next to be deplored is 
north, where there is never any direct sun, still a 
favorable diffused and uniform light. East and south 
provide the sun’s rays at the maximum of power and 
quality. Statistcally it is worked out as follows: 
South, losses average 1.4 percent; East, 4 percent: 
North, 17.8 percent; West, 22.2 percent. Therefore 
to have few fatalities, choose and be satisfied with the right things. 
If the light comes from the west and north have foliage plants alone. or 
if there must be flowers, obtain from the florist the blooming specimen, 
shed no tears when the blooms fade and no more come, but discard and 
start again. East and south windows will grow the least finicky specimens 
in the flowering line, if the points of cultivation are followed. 

Humidity must be provided. This is the most impossible condition to 
manage without constant attention and individual adaptability to methods 
of accomplishment. Certain degrees of air moisture are gained by the use 





of radiator receptacles containing water, or evaporating floor units, but 
what most plants prefer, except the plushy leaved foliage ones. is the 
same kind of moisture they would get outside from a gentle rain. Such 
is provided after a fashion by a daily, or twice daily, spraying with clear 
water, in place if the windows are curtainless and the base areas on which 
the pots stand are of materials that water will not harm, such as: pebbles. 
metal, peat moss or sand. Where such arrangements are not possible, it 
is common sense to have only the few pots that can be easily moved to 
tub or sink.

Inciden- 
tally, so treated they are eligible for show requirements in any wreath or 
decoration class calling for “natural” material. For more elaborate party 
uses, I treat the cones so they will burn with colored lights, on the order 
of driftwood. In a wooden or earthen container, one pound of the chemi- 
cal producing the desired color is dissolved in a gallon of water. The 
cones, held in a cheesecloth bag, are dipped into the solution and left for 


a short soaking, then removed, spread on paper and allowed to dry over’, 


night. Buy the colors from a manufacturing chemist: red, strontium ni- 
trate; green, copper chloride; orange, calcium chloride; blue, copper 
sulphate; purple, lithium chloride. Except for the last, which is $3, and 
a lovely purple, they cost from 30 to 45 cents a pound. 


Begonias. A couple of Begonias, the red wax variety, were discovered 
under the leaves where the helper had left them, probably at the call to 
eat! They had been nipped by frost, but not unduly, and were an example 
of the fact that where just a touch of cold has been endured.there is 
seldom bad injury—unless the natural impulse to use warm water to 
thaw them out is followed. This does the work too quickly and is fatal. 
I brought the plants into the garden room tubs and gave them a good pot 
soaking with water as it first came from the faucet, sprinkling the foliage 
also. They were left in seclusion for a day in coolness—the room was 
around 60°—when they seemed to be none the worse for their chilling. 
Not for a week were they brought into the light and heat of the house 
upstairs. At the moment they are thriving. 


Feed for Birds. We have begun to hang suet from the limbs of the 
* trees around the house. I find that when bird feeding is started early in 
the winter—or, better still, not discontinued during the summer—the 
daily rations found at hand make the birds decide not to go south at all. 
Even robins are friendly the year round. But a cruelty that ranks with 
leaving the cat at the seashore on departure of the family, is to lure the 
birds into thinking their needs will be provided and then forgetting or 
withdrawing the rations. Don’t begin unless you will keep it up. Sun- 
_ flower, hemp and millet seed are prime favorites. A process of my own 
_ which utilizes a waste product—bread crusts and bits of toast—is to 
_ soften these with hot water and work into the still warm mass a little 
_ dripping or bacon fat. This is liked especially by the little birds that do 
not seem able to cope with some of the seeds—they attack the soft pulpy 
_ bread with delight. Ever since the children were little, we have trimmed 
a tree for the birds with dried fruit, berries and suet, and for a special 
plum pudding tied on a few tins of the “treat” which come in the canary 
_ seed packages. Apparently the custom will not be allowed to fall into 
_ abeyance: the grandchildren are already offering their rations of prunes 
for the purpose. 













; 5 Ashes: Coal and Wood. There is always the hazy acceptance that 

* ashes are ashes. Actually those from the two separate sources of wood 
and coal are entirely different in action. Coal ashes are used to provide 
proper drainage and repel creeping pests. They have absolutely no food 
value. Sometimes they are dug in a heavy clay soil to lighten it, but even 
then sand is better for the purpose. Wood ashes, on the contrary, are 
almost pure potash, and whenever that fertilizer is indicated they are 
most valuable. I have learned by sad experience that unless drastic orders 
are laid down the contents of the fireplaces end in the trash can. It is easy 
to conserve them, however, by providing a special container plainly 
marked Wood Ashes. It was long ago that I discovered that a coal hod 
with its sloping inside was far easier to scoop out than a straight pail. 
It is used for sand and water, peat moss, (Continued on page 100)

Ashes are valuable, coal ashes for drainage and to 
repel creeping pests, wood ashes as fertilizer wherever 
a dose of potash is seen to be wanted, (See Par. 5) 
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Salt as a Fertilizer. Salt in agriculture, as witnessed in the rice 
fields of China made fertile for centuries by sea water, has long 
been an accepted fact, but its effect on garden floriculture is 
becoming an interesting study. Both on the western and eastern 
coasts during severe storms the winds carry inland considerable 
quantities of salt, and the outrageous behaviour of the Atlantic 
the past three years has inundated shore gardens with several 
feet of ocean water. Comparing results, the general conclusion 


is reached that many plants can stand a good salt drenching and ° 


seem none the worse for it. On the 
Oregon coast, Pine, Hemlock, Sitka 
Spruce and Cedar thrive in the salt 
spray; Scotch Broom, Rhododen- 
drons, Bent grass grown for seed 
appear to like the salt laden winds. 
Eastern coastal gardeners whose land 
has been lashed and beaten report 
that bulbous plants and many Iris 
were quite unconcerned over salt 
water; annual seed which was soaked 
was unusually prolific; Euonymus, 
Ligustrum, pink Spirea and Day Lily 
plants were quite uninjured. Salt plus 
sand is apparently not a devastating condition in itself. 


Pure Color. In the shadings of nature all the primary colors— 
yellow, red, blue—are in every color, and usually to be found in 
what would seem to be absolute scarlet or perfect blue. There 
are, however, some flowers of color perfection which will match 
the criterion of the color chart: MAGENTA: Rose Loose Strife, 
Lythrum; False Dragon head, Physostegia Rosy Spire. YELLOw: 
Goldenrod; Hemerocallis Florham; the Roses Eclipse and Feu 
Pernet-Ducher. The autumn flowering Crocus type Sternbergia 
lutea. ORANGE: Roses Hinrich Gaede; Mme. Joseph Perraud; 
Catalonia; Chrysanthemum Bronze Beauty; some of the Fantasy 
Zinnias. Pink: Anemone Queen Charlotte, the Rose, Warrawee 
and the Polyantha Rose, Springtime. BLUE: Plumbage capensis; 
Eupatorium coelestinum; Aster Blue Gem; Anchusa. 


What are Alpines? The question is often asked: What is a 
rock plant and what is an Alpine? The division would be of little 
moment if many of the classes in the shows did not call for 
“Alpines,” and some beginning rock garden enthusiasts entertain 
a vision of having merely this type of plant, if its nature could 
be definitely understood. It is generally designated that alp 
means a high meadow, as in Switzerland the word signifies a 
mountain meadow. Some authorities would limit Alpines to the 
zone below the snow cap of a mountain and the tree line, others 
suggest that any plant occurring above 5000 feet altitude should 
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be so classed. Neither of these definitions would hold good in al! 
cases. On the whole, a good summing up might state that ar 
Alpine is a plant of hardy constitution, small in size, suitable for 
the rock garden, and a native of high regions where the growing 
period is short, the light and heat intense by day but cold ai 
night, and where snow protects the plants from extreme cole 
during the winter. Such a classification makes plants of this type 
difficult to grow in many sections of the country, and hence 
expresses the scope of a real Alpine. 


The Christmas Rose. A misnomer, for the plant is no Rose, 
but belongs to the crowfoot family, Ranunculacee, along with 
the Buttercup, Anemone, Hepatica and Aquilegia. As for time of 
bloom, it may be called an early spring flower so ready to bloom 
that it anticipates the season, or a late autumn one turned lag. 
gard. A moist and sheltered position where they will have par- 
tial shade, such as the edge of shrubbery, is best. Hot sun they do 
not like, because it makes the flower buds shrivel. Friable loam. 
well decomposed manure, peat and coarse sand well mixed is the 
proper soil. Thorough drainage is necessary. At the time of plant. 
ing mix a pound of bone meal, or your favorite fertilizer, with 
the earth underneath each clump; and twice a year, just before 
the buds begin to show in the fall, and when the new foliage 
starts in the spring, give three successive feedings. Manure water 
or what ron prefer. On the size and substance of the leaves 
depends the size of the flowers, so if 
the foliage dies away no bloom can 
be expected. When the flowers are 
cut, the stalks should be slit 3” or 4”, 
plunged to their heads in water, then 
left in a cool place for twenty-four 
hours. 


~ Compost Pile Procedures. The 

simplest method of enclosure for 

leaves and plaft refuse is to procure 

fine mesh, stiff, chicken wire (not the 

type called poultry wire), 4’ or 5’ 

high, and create a pen from 3’ to 6 
in diameter as space allows. By the added use of either a com- 
mercial product or a home-made chemical mixture, decomposi- 
tion is hastened. Bacteria, minute forms of plant life, cause the 
rotting of material; and plenty of moisture they must have, the 
chemical mixture being their food. The materials may be ob- 
tained from seed, feed or fertilizer dealers. Sulphate of ammonia 
—6 lbs. Superphosphate—3 lbs. Muriate of potash—21% lbs. 
Ground limestone, not hydrated lime—5 lbs. Arrange waste 
materials in layers 5” to 9” deep, sprinkling each with the chem- 
icals at the rate of about one pound of the mixture to each 
bushel. Thoroughly saturate with water from then on, keeping 
the pile moist but not wet. It 
takes six months of warm 
weather to break down a 
mass of fine materials; 
coarser ones require six to 
twelve months. Before using 
in the garden, sift, when well 
rotted, in an old ash sifter 
over a barrel. A leaflet of the 
Waltham Field Station of the 
State College may be ob- 
tained from Waltham, Mass., 
for valuable details on the 
matter. It will make the 
procedure eminently clear.

It is one room deep only. This 
thinness makes possible cross or 
through ventilation for all rooms. 

To harmonize this modern house 
with its local environment—a com- 
munity where the white Colonial 
house tends to predominate—the 
architects urged a house of wood 
frame with exterior of white 
painted vertical siding and a ter- 
race wall of stone. The use of these 
native materials gives it a kindred 
feeling in the vicinity while main- 
taining its originality in design. 

From the point of view of the 
clients, the major requirement was 
the inclusion of a_ second-story 
study with bookshelves to the ceil- 
ing on three walls, storage cabinets 
beneath, a fireplace, an outlook 
over the extensive woods, cross 
ventilation, and the possibility of 
complete isolation from the rest of 
the house. Next in importance was 
a living room (to have a fireplace 
also) so designed that it could 
take care of a large group com- 
fortably when necessary, but which 
would retain a cozy feeling for the 
family or small groups of guests. 

The desire for a dining room 
closely related to the living room 
but having an essential unity of its 
own was brilliantly fulfilled by the 
construction of a built-in buffet 
(also a requirement) between the 
two rooms, with a diagonal glass 
partition above. Half of its Cafolite 
top (which is impervious to heat) 
is thus available for dining service 
and half as a table in the living 
room. The entire storage space be- 
neath, for silver, glass, and linen, 
opens to the dining side. Sliding 
masonite doors facilitate access 
without crowding the room. 

By means of the space division 
accomplished by the glass par- 
tition the dining room and living 
room each have the appearance of 
larger space, but at the same time 
enjoy all necessary functional sep- 
aration. 

By projecting the glazed area 
of the dining room over the ter- 
race, early morning and late after- 
noon sunlight are admitted and a 


_ view of the wooded slopes afforded 


to the east, south, and west. A 
supplementary outlook to the or- 
chard at the north is acquired 


through the glass partition and the ' 


north windows of the living room. 

A one-way-swing door leads from 
the dining room to the compact, 
all-electric kitchen equipped with 
metal cabinets. Each detail is ar- 
ranged for maximum convenience, 
easy cleaning of surfaces, and 





durability. The large window area 
provides ample daylight as well as 
a delightful view. The built-in iron- 
ing board and the cleaning equip- 
ment closet were carefully placed 
for ease in use. An electric out- 
let is conveniently placed inside 
the ironing-board compartment, at 
working level. A right-hand stove 
and left-hand refrigerator facilitate 
the handling of food. A three-speed 
ventilating fan above the stove ef- 
ficiently carries off cooking odors. 
The remainder of the service area 
contains a maid’s room, designed 
to serve as a sitting room by day. 
It has its own private view to the 
east. Its bath, the guest lavatory, 
and the two bathrooms above are 
placed on one plumbing stack for 
economy of space and costs. 

On the second floor, the master 
bedroom incorporates a dressing- 
room which ‘is separated from it by 
a glass partition beneath which is 
a built-in dressing table with black 
masonite top. Two ample closets 
occupy the opposite wall. A spe- 
cially designed closet, equipped 
with a high rod for evening clothes, 
and a large shelf-closet for quilts, 
extra blankets, luggage and the 
like complete the storage facilities 
of this suite, the bathroom of 
which is accessible through the 
dressing room. The requirement 
for the daughter’s room, aside 
from space and outlook, involved 
an extra large closet to take care 
of present and future needs. The 
bathroom for this room is acces- 
sible from the hall, to serve also 
as a guest bath. In the second- 
story hall four additional closets 
and a recess built to receive a 
metal linen cabinet of modern de- 
sign permit classified storage. 

Because of sand-and-gravel soil, 
no economy was to be achieved by 
partial excavation. Hence there is 
a cellar under the entire house. 

The stair hall is one of the most 
striking architectural features. Its 
east and west walls, of vertical 
clapboards, are painted white, 
which contrasts beautifully with 
the canyon red of the plywood- 
panel end wall and with the black 
linoleum of the halls and oak 
treads of the stairs and stair land- 
ings. The continuous white-painted 
balusters of pipe, black handrail, 


a perforated masonite screen on 


the top hall landing, and vertical 
windows—from basement to within 
two feet of the roof—are other 
unique features of the staircase.

HOUSE BEAUTIFU! 


DELAYED LIGHT SWITCH 
: The switch that controls our hall light is at the foot of the stairs, whi 
means that the light either stays on all night or that the last one up gropes 
way up in the dark.

A. You could, of course, install a three-way switch arrangement by 
means of which the light could be turned on or off by a switch 
the top of the stairs as well as by one at the foot. However, as this 
would involve a certain amount of rewiring work, you may be in- 
terested to hear that there is a switch on the market which works on 
a principle of delayed action. When flicked on, it operates just as” 
any switch; but when turned off, the light stays on anywhere i 
20 to 60 seconds, depending on how you have set it. Sixty seconds” 
may not be long for a good-night kiss, or a rubber of bridge, but it’s 
plenty long enough for anyone to get safely upstairs before dark- 
ness falls. Chief advantage is that no wiring work is necessary.

_ hardware store, if it’s at all up-to-date, has little metal gadgets called 


corner shields. Using no nails or screws, 
but just your thumb, you push these into 
the offending corners. Tiny teeth (see 
sketch) on the rear of the shield bite 
into and grip the wood. The shield bends, 
forming a round “corner” which your 
brush, broom, mop or vacuum cleaner 
nozzle can easily reach, and in which dirt 
finds it difficult to settle. The shield can 
also be used in the corners of shelving, 
closets, etc. If you don’t like their metallic look, you can paint or 
varnish right over them. Note that these shields grip only wood 
For tile or stone corners use a half-handful of cement mortar, 
smoothed out with your fingers or the back of a spoon. 


REPAIRING SHINGLE ROOFS a 
@ Some of our wood roof shingles have come loose and fallen out. Can this 
be repaired or must the roof be reshingled? 


A. Any experienced roofer can repair or replace a few shingles with 
out disturbing the rest of the roof. You may have some difficulty | r 
matching the weathered tone of the older portions—a skillful job 
of staining is called for.

OMPOSITION boards which cut down 

the noise in rooms have long been with 
us. But it seems to us that too few people 
are aware of their presence. Too few use 
them to hush the bedlam of nurseries and 
playrooms. And as for those hostesses who 
habitually shudder and smile apologetically 
at their guests when the cook drops a burn- 
ing hot pan into the sink—thus shattering 
the peace and calm of the farthest corner of 
the house—they seldom go to the trouble of 
calling in a contractor to sound-proof the 
kitchen. It’s time, therefore, to bring up the 
subject again. In this instance, it is Acousti- 
Celotex (Celotex Corp., 919 N. Michigan 
Ave., Chicago). When used on new or over 
old ceilings, this perforated, tile-like ma- 
terial, made of sugar cane fibers, is espe- 
cially effective in deadening the usual “jam 
session” of the noisiest room in the house, 
the kitchen (see picture below). And have 
no fear about its cleanliness. The manufac- 
turer assures us that once it is applied to the 
ceiling it can be cleaned or repainted over 
and over again without impairing its noise- 
reducing qualities. 


ONE of the easiest and quickest ways to 
improve the appearance of your home is 
to look over the hardware—locks and door 
hand!es and door knockers. It’s a little 
thing, hardware, but frequently it makes or 
breaks a house. By way of example, we have 
a friend who built himself a very grand and 
very beautiful home. It cost about $50,000. 
But the minute you begin examining the 


rooms you're conscious of something wrong 
—the light-switch plates are so cheap they 
stick out like sore thumbs. It’s perfectly con- 





ceivable that door handles, knockers and 
locks would strike you in the same way. 
That’s why we recommend a neat little 
booklet put out by P. & F. Corbin (New 
Britain, Conn.) called “Choose Your Hard- 
ware Like an Expert.” This booklet is in- 
dexed by house styles. If, for instance, yours 
is a New England Colonial house you run 
down the index until you come to “New 
England Colonial.” Then you flip over the 
pages and there, illustrated in color, you 
will find the hardware you should use.

BIG news in the gas industry these days and 
of real interest to people who heat their 
homes with gas is the new Automatic Elec- 
tric Ignition Conversion Burner developed 
by the Johnson Gas Appliance Co. (Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa). This gas-fired burner, which 
can be installed in any type of furnace, does 
away with the constantly burning pilot light 
—thereby eliminating the amount of fuel 
consumed by the pilot and effecting, in turn, 
considerable savings for the user. As its 
name implies, the burner operates at the 
flick of a thermostat. This means that you 
can have instantaneous heat twelve months 
of the year without calling in the gas utility 
serviceman to light or extinguish the pilot. 


FEW things, we came to the conclusion one 
recent blustery day, seem quite so clammy, 
chilly and disagreeable as the humidity 
which condenses on window panes when it’s 
freezing weather outside. In the first place, 
it reminded us that, despite the cozy warmth 
of the room, it was freezing outside. In the 
second place, it prevented us from seeing 
what a gardening friend next door was do- 
ing. Eventually we got so down in the 
dumps that we opened the window a crack 
in order to dry the condensation—and the 
room promptly became cold. Next day we 
discovered an answer to the problem. It’s a 
contrivance called Croftair (Croft Steel 
Windows, Inc., Jamestown, N. Y.). This de- 
vice is attached to steel casement windows 
at the base of the bottom pane of glass. 
From the outside it looks like a simple metal 
louver. Inside it is a narrow strip of metal 
with a horizontal door which opens down- 
ward. The air enters through the louver, 
passes through an insect and dirt screen, 
strikes the interior door and shoots up over 
the glass, preventing condensation. Not only 
does the Croftair do this, but it also affords 
safe, regulated ventilation at all times.

In winter, send it ceiling- 
ward to mix with the warmer air. In sun 
mer, send it floorward to move the cooler 
air. In zero weather, shutters on top of 
unit send the air against the window pane. 
Installation is a simple operation of fastet 
ing the unit securely to the window si 
cutting and fitting the side pieces 
plugging in the electric cord.

cast by the overlapping of the 
clapboard surfaces, are observed 
as one goes up or down stairs. 
Economy of construction did not 
mean compromise in quality; at 
all points it could be rendered con- 
sistent with the standards of dur- 
ability, serviceability, convenience, 
and beauty. In brief, the founda- 
tions are of 12” concrete blocks 
waterproofed below grade and with 
float finish above the copper ter- 
mite flashing which skirts the en- 
tire house. For weatherproofing 
there is asphalt felt between the 
vertical exterior tongue-and-groove 
V-jointed siding and the pine 
sheathing—double-ply blanket in- 
sulation between studs. Interior 
walls have resin-sized paper ap- 
plied before the ffnish panels of 
plywood. Roof and floor are also 
insulated, a triple ply being used 


‘under the roof, which is finished 


with five-ply tar and gravel and 
copper flashing. Floors are of 
Douglas fir. Ceilings and walls 
throughout (with the exception of 
kitchen, maid’s room, and all bath- 
rooms which were plastered) are 
of 4 x 8’ Weldboard plywood 
panels, installed in accordance 
with careful plans drawn by the 
architects. All windows have metal 
sash and screens. The fixed south 
window of the dining room and 
the interior glass partitions are of 
heavy sheet glass; the remainder 
of double-thick glass. Mirrors in 
the dressing room are of plate 
glass with edges polished, not bev- 
eled. Carpets or linoleum were 
planned for all floors. Radio out- 
lets for four of the living and 
sleeping rooms. Interior sunken 
fibre mats for the front and back 
doors. An automatic oil burner 
with forced hot water system, ther- 
mostatically controlled, serves con- 
vectors concealed under all win- 


dows except those of the bath- 
rooms. Bookshelves of the bracket 
type, with adjustable supports. 
Cabinets in living room and study 
are 15” deep with flush doors. 
The furnishing of the entire 
house was based upon three ele- 
ments: color, harmonious but vari- 
able, comfort and use of existing 
furniture. Blues and reds of differ- 
ent intensities and values, blended 
with neutral tones and accent col- 
ors, are carried into each room 
achieving a pleasant unity while 
maintaining individuality and con- 
trast. At the time of going to press 
some of the important decorative 
elements and individual pieces of 
furniture had not arrived. The war 
must be held largely responsible. 
But among the furnishings shown 


in the photographs are Swedish: 


chairs in the living room by Bruno 
Mathsson, a James Mont coffee 
table, an Aalto dining table in 
natural birch, a Kurt Versen floor 
lamp, and an original Bauhaus 
ceiling fixture in the dining room. 

Draperies throughout the house, 
with the exception of the master 
bedroom, are identical—an inter- 
esting weave in a soft tan which 
blends happily with all color 
schemes, and together with the 
“rose glow” window shades, give 
warmth and unity to the entire 
house. The decoration of the house 
was Mrs. Ford’s special province. 

From the flagstone terrace to the 
topmost terra cotta pot of its grey- 
blue chimney the house expresses 
the architectural genius of its 
world-famous designer. It has 
drawn hundreds of visitors be- 
tween the first day of excavation 
last June and its completion three 
months later. Their comments 
range from the wonderment of con- 
firmed traditionalists to the enthu- 
siastic approval of the liberals.

stronger than Mahogany but be- 
comes more brittle with age. It is 
light to dark brown in color, has 
clear-cut grain markings, fine 
pores and a characteristic odor. 
Because of the interesting figure 
and pattern of its grain, it is much 
used for veneers. 

Maples of many varieties grow 
on all the continents of the North- 
ern hemisphere. Because the North 
American tree is most widely used 
in domestic furniture, further ref- 
erences will be confined to it. One 
species, Hard Maple, also known 
as Rock Maple and Sugar Maple, 
makes the best furniture. Other va- 
rieties do not have the qualities of 
Hard Maple. Insist, therefore, that 
any Maple furniture you buy is of 
Hard Maple and that it be so guar- 
anteed and invoiced to you. It can 
be identified-by its brownish-cream 
color, close grain, 
compact structure, 


even texture, 
exceptional 
strength and toughness. 

Oaks of dozens of varieties grow 
on all the continents of the North- 
ern Hemisphere and at high alti- 
tudes south of the equator. The 
North American varieties are prin- 
cipally used for furniture in the 
United States. Of these, White Oak 
is best suited for furniture and you 
should make certain you are get- 
ting it. It can be identified by 
its delicate, yellowish-brown color, 
weight, the layer of open pores in 
each growth ring and prominent, 
flaky medullary rays on quartered 
surfaces. 

Primavera is a native of West- 
ern Mexico and sometimes is called 
White Mahogany, although it is 
neither white nor Mahogany. It is 
a splendid cabinet wood, however, 
and has many of the characteristics 
of Mahogany. It has long been 
used in furniture, especially on the 
West Coast. It can be identified by 
its yellow to creamy-white color, 
hair-like pores, interlaced fibers 
and pleasing figure. 

Rosewood grows in two widely 
separated regions: The East Indies 
and Brazil. Of the two varieties, 
the Brazilian wood is better. known. 
Both varieties are suitable for fur- 
niture. Several other woods have 
been called Rosewood, but are not 
genuine. Formerly, Rosewood had 
a wide use in solid work, notably 
in pianos. Now, however, its use is 
confined largely to veneers. Both 
varieties can be identified by dark, 
irregular stripes on a lighter back- 
ground, by their weight and the 


_presence of long, hair-like pores.

East Indian Rosewood generally 
has-a reddish tone. while the 
Brazilian variety is red-brown. 

American Wild Cherry. also 
called Black Cherry, is a native of 
North America. where it has been 
used for fine furniture since early 
Colonial days. There is but one va- 
riety. although the tree has been 
known by many names. The supply 
has always been limited and is 
steadily diminishing: therefore it 
has never had the wide use in fur- 
niture to which its splendid quali- 
ties entitled it. Few woods possess 
all the attributes of a prime cab- 
inet wood to a greater degree than 
Cherry. It can be identified by its 
soft, reddish-brown color. compact 
texture and fme. straight 
When quarter-sawed. the 
lustrous, medullary rays give it a 
distinctive figure. 

American Sycamore is 2 native 


grain. 
small 


hardwood of several varieties: but 
only one, growing in the eastern 
part of the United States. is suit- 
able for furniture. Because of its 
stability, it has been used by Amer- 
ican craftsmen for drawer bottoms 
and sides. Now it is taking its 
rightful place as a prime cabinet 
wood. It can be identified by its 
reddish-brown color. close twisted 
grain. compact texture and, when 
quarter-sawed, by its small. satiny 
medullary rays. English Sycamore 
is a Maple: and “Harewood” is 
this English Sycamore dyed a soft 
gray. 

Figured wood is found in all the 
prime cabinet woods described and 
all are used as figured veneers. as 
well as for solid work. in furniture. 
Q. What cabinet woods are chosen 
for veneers? 

A. In addition to the figured parts 
of the prime cabinet woods already 
described, many other woods are 
chosen for decorative veneers be- 
cause of their beauty of color. fig- 
ure, texture or grain. While these. 
are classed as fine cabinet 
woods, they are suitable for use 
only as veneers, because they may 


too. 


lack one or more of the necessary 
qualities for solid work, such as 
stability, durability and strength. 
The principal woods in this class 
American Holly. Satinwood. 
Australian Oriental Wood and 
Brazilian Tulipwood. These woods 
are used largely for inlays and 
panel borders. American Holly. 
the whitest of the prime cabinet 
woods, has a close, even grain and 
compact, smooth texture. Satin- 
wood, from Ceylon and the West 
Indies. has a soft. lustrous, yellow 


are 


color, satiny texture, beautiful fig- 
ure and a close, compact grain. 
Oriental Wood is brown to gray- 
brown in color, with dark stripes, 
frequently broken by a mottle fig- 
ure. Its texture is close, with long. 
hair-like pores. Tulipwood is light 
in color. regular 
stripes of delicate shades. Its tex- 
ture is fine, without prominent 


with narrow. 


pores. 

Q. What are some other fine cab- 
inet woods used as veneers? 

A. Only a few can be mentioned 
here, such as Yuba. Bubinga. Avo- 
dire and Zebrawood. from Africa: 
Amboyna. Paldao and Vermilion. 
from the East Indies: Thuya Burl 
from Algiers: Purpleheart and 
Cocobolo, from tropical America: 
Mahajua. from Cuba; and dozens 
of others. 

Q. What is meant by “crotch” and 
“burl”? 

A. Crotch is produced by the 
swirling. jumbled, interlocked fibers 
of a tree trunk, just below the 
point where it divides into two 
great branches. Crotch is difficult 
to describe. but is so distinctive 
that. once seen, is never forgotten. 
Burl is produced outside of the 
tree trunk by a wart-like growth, 
the cause of which is unknown. 
The wood fibers composing it swirl, 
twist and interlace in a riot of 
figure effect found nowhere else. 
Both burls and crotches have been 
used by generations of craftsmen 
for decorative effects, now almost 
wholly as veneers. 

Q. What other good woods are 
used in American furniture? 

A. White Pine, Poplar. Chestnut. 
Basswood and Ash, because they 
are sufficiently stable. durable and 
strong for the purposes for which 
they are used. such as the in 
teriors of bureaus. the frames of 
upholstered pieces. for painted 
work, or when the exposed surfaces 
are veneered with fine cabinet 
woods. All are native American 
woods. All but Ash have similar 
uses as backing for fine decorative 
veneers and for other unexposed 
parts of furniture. Their rating for 
this purpose is indicated by the 
order in which they are named 
above. It should be noted that 
Pines other than White Pime are 
used. but that White Pine is the 
best because it shrinks little and 
doesn’t warp or twist. Ash is used 
extensively for the frames of up- 
holstered furniture because of its 
toughness and ability to hold tacks 
and nails. Maple is sometimes used 
instead of Ash in upholstered 


work, Oak and Birch are fre- 
quently used for knee braces, 
drawer guides, etc. Quarter-sawed 
Syeamore is a favorite for drawer 
sides and bottoms. Hickory is used 
mainly for garden and porch fur- 
niture. Hickory and Elm are used 
for bentwork, such as the backs of 
Windsor chairs, 

Gum, Birch and _ Philippine 
Hardwoods are so extensively used 
as to need further description here. 
They are frequently used in place 
of “prime” cabinet woods in the 
exposed solid work of furniture for 
economy’s sake. 

Gum is the accepted trade name 
of two entirely unrelated American 
hardwoods: Red Gum (also called 
Sweet Gum) and Black Gum (also 
called Sour Gum). The first is 
usually considered superior to the 
second, even though its strength 
and weight are less; therefore, in 
buying furniture described as 
“Cum” or “Gumwood,” you should 
insist on being told which was 
used. Red Gum can be identified 
by its rich brown color suggestive 
of Walnut, its close grained, com- 
pact texture, and the dark irreg- 
ular streaks with which some of it 
is figured. Black Gum can be iden- 
tified by its weight, its light, yel- 
lowish-brown color, its twisted, in- 
terlaced fiber and its dense grain. 

Birch of many varieties grows in 
Asia, Europe and North America. 
American Birch is used for domes- 
tic furniture. The varieties are 
Sweet Birch (also known as Cherry 
Birch and Mahogany Birch), Yel- 
low Birch (also known as Gray 
Birch and Silver Birch) and Red 
Birch (also called Black Birch and 
River Birch). Of these, Sweet 
Birch is the heaviest, hardest and 
strongest. It also has the finest 
grain and closest texture. Next 
stands Yellow Birch, with Red 
Birch third. The first two have 
long been used in imitation Wal- 
nut and Mahogany furniture, as 
well as in pieces frankly sold as 
Birch. The wood of both varieties 
looks well and takes a good polish, 
but grows brittle with age. It can 
be identified by its light to dark- 
brown color tinged with red, its 
close grain which is often curly, 
and its compact, even texture. 

Philippine Hardwoods is the 
correct collective name of four or 
five woods growing in the Philip- 
pine Islands, sometimes accurately 
named, most often sold under the 
trade name “Philippine Mahog- 
any.” .They vary widely in color 
and other qualities and have a 
superficial resemblance to Mahog- 
any. They can be identified by 
their weight, coarser grain, larger 
open pores and interlaced stringy

fiber. The trade name “Philippine 
Mahogany” is sanctioned by the | 
Federal Trade Commission. “Phil- 
ippine Mahogany” is not, however, 
botanically related to the Mahog- 
any tree family. These woods are 
used extensively in furniture in the 
same manner as Mahogany and it 
is often difficult for the layman to 
differentiate visually. 

Q. What do unusual or coined 
names of woods mean? 

A. Some manufacturers do not use 
the accepted names for the woods 
in their furniture, At times these 
eoined_ names are used for one or 
another of the fine cabinet woods, 
treated and finished so as mate- 
rially to alter their appearance. 
More often they are used for sub- 
stitute woods, masquerading under 
names that hide their true identity. 
Any wood fit to be used in furni- 
ture should seek and maintain its 
reputation under its own name, 
Q. What is meant by “Mahogany 
finish,” “Walnut finish,” etc.? 

A. The practice of offering furni- 
ture described as having “Mahog- 
any finish” or “Walnut finish” 
merely indicates that the color sup- 
posedly approximates the usually 
recognized tone of the wood named.

that this elaboration was prepared 
with what would seem to us the 
crudest and most uncertain of 
means, it becomes a triumphant 
achievement. There were pots, iron, 
copper or copper and brass. There 
were covered kettles. There were 
skillets to hang from the crane and 
skillets with long straight handles, 
likewise griddles, all of cast iron. 
There were waffle irons on long 
handles operating like fire-tongs, 
long-handled toasters and forks. 
There was a revolving rack on a 
stand, for roasts. as well as spits 
There was 
the reflector oven with its spit and 
dripping pans. There was the big 
bricked oven for baking with its 
complement of shovels, rakes and 
brooms. Cooking was hot, heavy 
work calling for a good deal of 
stamina as well as experience and 
skill. You beat your eggs in- 
terminably with a fork, until there 
finally appeared in cook books 
directions for “Making a Wire Egg 
Whisk.” You ground everything— 
coffee—in a mortar 


and wires for roasting. 


sugar, spices, 
and pestle. 

mince meat in a wooden bowl with 
a knife, churned, washed and pad- 
dled your butter in wooden uten-

kneaded your dough in a 
wooden trough, all requiring in- 
terminable scouring with boiling 
water heated in that big iron kettle. 
By the time Christmas dinner was 
ready and on the table it was prob- 
ably just as well that nobody 
would want to eat hearty again 
for a week. 

But the recipes survive in use, 
though the utensils and the skill 
to use them have both become col- 
lectors’ items. Many of them formed 
the backbone of that flurry of cook- 
books that appeared in the first 
half of the nineteenth-century. 
Here are a few timely and timeless 
treasures. Some of them contrary 
to tradition, quoted as literally as 
circumstances permit: 

a7 
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BOILED TURKEY WITH OYSTER SAUCE 

Grate a loaf of bread, chop a 
dozen large oysters fine, add a 
quarter-teaspoon of nutmeg, a half- 
teaspoon of salt and pepper. Mix 
into a light forcemeat with a 
quarter-pound of butter, two table- 
spoonfuls of cream and three eggs. 


- Stuff the turkey, making any re- 


maining into balls and boil them. 
Sew up the turkey, dredge with 
flour, and put in a kettle with 


enough cold water to cover well. 
Set over a medium fire. As the 
scum begins to rise, remove it. Let 
it boil very slowly one hour. Re- 
move kettle from heat and keep | 
closely covered another hour. The 
steam being kept in will stew it 
enough, make it rise, keep the skin | 
whole, tender and very white. 
When you serve it, pour on a little 
oyster sauce, lay the balls around 
and serve the rest of the sauce in | 
a boat. Put it on the fire to heat | 
just before serving. 


SAUCE FOR THE TURKEY 
Drain one pint of oysters. Add 
the juice to one cupful of cream 
sauce. Add one teaspoonful of | 
lemon pickle, one tablespoonful of . 
butter mixed with one tablespoon- 
ful of flour and one tablespoonful | 
of cream. Add the oysters and stir | 
until they are hot, but do not boil | 
for it will make them hard and | 
appear small.

TO ROAST A SUCKLING PIG 

If you can get it when just 
killed, this is of great advantage. 
Let it be scalded, which the dealers 
usually do; then put some sage, 
crumbs of bread, salt and pepper, 
into the belly, and sew it up. Ob- 
serve to skewer the legs back, or 
the under part will not crisp. 

Lay it to a brisk fire till thor- 
oughly dry; then have ready some 
butter in a dry cloth, and rub the 
pig with it in every part. Dredge 
as much flour over as will possibly 
lie, and do not touch it again till 
ready to serve; then scrape off the | 
flour very carefully with a blunt | 
knife, rub it well with the buttered | 
cloth, and take off the head while | 
at the fire; take out the brains and 
mix them with the gravy that | 
comes from the pig. Then take it | 
up; and without withdrawing the | 
spit, cut it down the back and | 
belly, lay it into the dish and chop | 
the sage and bread quickly as fine | 
as you can, and mix them with a | 
large quantity of fine melted but- 
ter that has very little flour. Put | 
the sauce into the dish after the | 
pig has been split down the back, | 
and garnished with the ears and 
the two jaws; take off the upper | 
part of the head down to the snout |

T NEW YORK’S Warwick Hotel the spectacular Raleigh Room 

has rather stolen the show in most people’s minds. More’s the pity. 

For handsome though this is, we consider that if you are in search of a 
very beautiful meal in quiet handsome surroundings you should not 
pass by the Venetian room. The emphasis here is all on food and service. 
The maitre d’hotel, a northern Italian from Canelli, is Pierre Graglia, 
who has been at a pretty dazzling list of hotels and clubs in this country 
and knows his business from a to z. We asked him to give us the recipes 


of two of the dishes most popular in the Venetian room. He obliges with: 


Escolopine of Veal a la Italienne. Take very thin slices of veal and 
cook them till tender in sweet butter, salt and pepper. Flavor with rose- 
mary. Then for the sauce pour Marsala Florio into the butter in which 
the meat has been cooked, stirring them together well. Cook for about 
ten minutes, then pour over the meat and serve. 

Spring Lamb Boulanger is simplicity itself to make. Cook your leg 
of spring lamb in a pan in sweet butter. Season with salt, pepper and 
rosemary. After 15 minutes in a medium oven, add thick slices of potato 
and Spanish onions. Give this combination 45 minutes and you have a 
classic dish. 

Southern Eggnog. You will want this for your holiday parties. Allow 
one egg to each person, then beat the whites and yolks in separate bowls. 
Add to each yolk a tablespoon of granulated sugar, one of Bellows’ 
Straight, 4 year old Bourbon and one of Bellows’ Jamaica or New Eng- 
land rum. The sugar should be worked in first, then the liquor. Add 2 
quarts of cream for each dozen eggs, stirring slowly and fold in the 
whipped whites.

Mix 
together 14 pint of lime or lemon juice, °4 lb. of sugar dissolved in 
water, 44 pint of Cognac, 44 pint of peach brandy, 14 pint of Myers’s 
fine old Jamaica rum, 21% pints of iced plain or charged water. Float 
a couple of large chunks of ice in it. It will serve and cheer eight.

“Grand Canyon. My dear, I’ve 
been avoiding it for years. I was 
so disappointed over Niagara Falls, 
a miserably handsome place which 
looks exactly like all the post- 
cards.

But the Canyon is another kettle 
of fish. I know now why people 
with color film in their cameras 
spend days trying to get the thing 
put down. Obviously no one ever 
will.

“No matter how you get there 
or where you stay, though, promise 
me you'll take the time to ride 
down into the canyon—either over 
night or for one day only. Your 
conveyor will be a mule, and he’ll 
slog along, stubbing his toes on 
rocks, while most of the time on 
one side of you will be a straight, 
sheer drop of ten up to thousands 
of feet. My dear, it’s positively 
heart-shaking. But nothing ever 
happens. You go down and you 
come up, and after it’s all over 
you wish you'd paid less attention 
to the mule and more to the 
scenery. It’s indescribable. . . .” 
A third letter is from a girl who 
has a passion for the ranching life 
and takes all her vacations in blue 
jeans. “The trouble with trying to 
give you any sort of cross section 
of the southwest ranching situa- 
tion is that every dude rancher 
becomes so addicted to his own 
pet ranch that he or she keeps 
repeating year after year. That is, 
I expect,- a compliment to the 
ranches but not much good to a 
travel editor.

is no hard and fast rule for water- 
When the whole amount of 
the soil in the pot is dry, the whole 
potful must be made damp, or the 
direful possibility of a wet top 
surface and lower roots still dry 
may, and often does, work havoc. 
This is why sprinkling is poor; 
judicious soaking good. For the 
average plant, water top and bot- 
tom at the same time, by having 
each pot stand in a saucer, filling 
the latter to the point of absorp- 
tion by soil suction; then pouring 
off all excess water: Or put the pot 
in a pail of water reaching above 
the top rim,. letting it stay there 
until all bubbles have ceased. If 
given a convenient chance, a plant, 
like’a puppy or a child, will drink 
what water it needs and then stop. 

Food and Pests. These two items 
have purposely been placed last 
in the list, for differing reasons, 
however. 
have been carried out there will 
be few pests, and the matter of 
feeding is so simple it requires 
little detail. This is a matter of 
stimulation, and a balanced plant 
food used according to directions 
is all that is needed. The point to 
remember is never to feed a thirsty 
plant. Give it clear water first and 
then its dissolved liquid ration. If 
it seems simpler to employ the fer- 
tilizer dry, stir the soil, sprinkle on 
the powder, and water immedi- 
ately, slowly and thoroughly, en- 
tirely from the top. Plants also 
need fresh air for health, and few 
are the mornings when a window, 
out of range for creating a draft, 
cannot be open a short time. Look 
out for illuminating gas fumes— 
the minutest fraction, absolutely 
imperceptible to our senses, will 
kill a plant. A nicotine soap solu- 
tion once a week as spray takes 
care of pests. Therefore, when the

from the intermittent glory of the 
occasional flowering specimen, I 
depend for bloom on the Begonia 
semperflorens in its most familiar 
form, the Wax Begonia, and the 
Geraniums, both of which will 


- flourish under adverse conditions if 


given the maximum of sun avail- 
able. When the Begonia becomes 
leggy, it is clipped; lazy, it is fed, 
and it is cherished at all times. 
Young Geranium plants are pro- 
cured, they are kept stocky by 
pinching off over-ambitious stems, 
and in addition to the regular ra- 
tions, are cajoled with wood ashes, 


a teaspoonful every three weeks.: 


Besides the Geranium types for 
blooming, I always have a few pots 
of the sweet scented ones. If you 
like peppermint, the round velvet 
leaves of this variety will bring 
sheer pleasure—if you do _ not, 
there is lemon, rose, or nutmeg to 
choose from. Aside from bloom, 
decorative foliage brings color to 
the collection, and there are many 
possibilities among varied green 
and white and bluish veined leaves. 
Most of them are natives of tropi- 
cal corners, so the aggregation pro- 
vides also a touch of geographical 
interest. Pothos is Ivy arum from 
Malay, a heart shaped leaf, olive 
green combined with silver white, 
growing sprays to wind, be pegged, 
or hang down over any surface. 
Dieffenbachia, a native of Brazil, 
is likewise an arum, of the same 
tribe as the Calla Lily, which 
means a swamp plant, liking 
warmth and plenty of water. Like 
the kangaroo it bears its young 
with it! It is a handsome and varie- 
gated plant, and when an extra 
supply is desired, cut off a stem, 
sever it in 2” to 3” pieces, dry them 
for a few days, put in sand, and 
they will throw off shoots which 
root and produce new units. Ma- 
ranta belongs to the tropical Amer- 
ican genus furnishing arrowroot 
and tapioca, but the Maranta san- 
deriana of the window has merely 
the attribute of lovely coloring— 
deep green velvet leaves, with 
lighter satiny dots and sometimes 
a faint striping of pink and white. 
It likes heat, never below 65°, very 
little sun, close companionship of 
other plants, where it may imagine 
it is back in its native jungle. Leaf 
mold and sand suits it for soil 
make-up. Peperomia has smaller, 
fatter leaves, round at the base, 
about 2” across, with stripes of 
light green on the darker ground, 
bunched and looking like baby 


melons on a spree. Last spring 
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when it was time to bring the 
Peperomia outdoors, I separated 
the little tuberous roots, planted 
them in the ground, and have now 
a half a dozen plants from the orig- 
inal parent. Fittonia Verschaffeltii 
have brilliant, bronze green leaves 
with pink veins. These last three 
plants are splendid foils for each 
other in the front of the plant 
tray. For more real color, the small 
leaved Coleus of pink and mauye, 
fawn and pale green is a whole 
harmony of tones, worthy of any 
container and surroundings. 

If you wish to get away from 
stereotyped fern forms, get the 
hare’s foot fern, polypodium aure- 
um, native of India and Japan, but 
perfectly happy in rooms. shady 
and not too warm and with plenty 
to drink. The brown rhizomes 
which creep over the side of the 
pot and produce long stemmed 
lacy leaves, are fascinating, and a 
nice color contrast to the bright 
green of the foliage. Another of the 
same family is polypodium mandai- 
anum, wavy leaves and blue green, 
no common name, as far as I know. 
Pteris tremula is the Australian 
brake seen in tremendous size in 
florist’s windows, but just as adap- 
table to our own in small sizes. 
A vine or trailer that’s more 
dependable than English Ivy is 
Japanese vitis rhombifolia, which 
hangs, runs upward, twines, does 
all the tricks required of it. While 
by no means discarding the usual 
Ivy for window outlining purposes, 
I am far more inclined to have pots 
of the queer types like the straight 
perky hedera minima, and the 
snuggling bunch Ivy, H. conglom- 
erata. If the Ivies are kept well 
sprayed and the leaves washed oc- 
casionally, the mean white scale 
will not appear. :

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drainage holes which are in pop- 
ular use, have this joker—they are 
far more difficult. to keep in a 
preper state of moisture, for their 
only drainage is provided by the 
seepage area in the bottom of the 
pot of stones or broken crocks. All 
the water given stays in the con- 
tainer, and while a fair rule of 
procedure is when the upper earth 
is wet to the touch, sufficient water 
is present, common sense and per- 
sonal observation are imperative. 
Thumb-nail notes on the Christ- 
mas Plants. Within the next weeks 
many plants will come into our 
homes via the gift route, arriving at 
the height of bud expectancy or 
bloom perfection, each one asking 
for certain kinds of care to con- 
serve the promise of beauty of the 
moment -of arrival. Some florists 
send cards with their plants giving 
concise . directions as to what 
should be done, an excellent 
method. Here are a few such notes: 
Ardisia. Cool temperature about 
65°. Water at least once a day. 
Azaleas. Consume large quantities 
of water, give it twice a day. One 
drying out means blasted buds 
and flowers. Remove flowers as 
they fade. Remove mealy bugs 
with toothpick and cotton. 
Begonias. Plenty of sun in a fairly 
cool temperature, water enough 
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fertilizer, anything that has to be 
carried from one place to another. 
A flour scoop completes the equip- 
ment. 


Lilaes and Suckers. This has 

¢ been, in my locality, a topsy- 
turvy delightful Alice in Wonder- 
land season, when the tasks of 
May were done in November, and 
bewildered plants literally did not 
know whether they were going or 
coming. A few bulbs stuck their 
heads up and had to be discour- 
aged with mounds of earth, and 
late planted perennials were able 
to dig roots well in before the 
ground hardened. It will be in- 
teresting to watch for different 
results next spring. Probably there 
will be none: nature’s averages 
remain about the same. Some Li- 
lacs which had grown spindly in 
an .over-shaded area were moved 
last April and have revenged 
themselves by throwing up an 
amazing number of suckers in- 
stead of growing in approved fash- 
ion. Just what is a sucker? A 
secondary: shoot arising from the 
lower part of the trunk or from 
the ground, usually growing at the 


to keep them moist, but not so 
much that they have “wet feet.” 
Christmas Cherries and Peppers. 
The faintest trace of gas kills 
them. Put in a cool, airy window 
in full sun. Daily sprinkling of 
water over the foliage. 
Cyclamen. A cool airy position 
where they will get plenty of sun 
and an abundant supply of water 
given at the bottom of the pot. 
Do not let leaves or crown get 
wet. Failure to observe these con- 
ditions causes the leaves to turn 
yellow and the stem to rot. 
Kalanchoes. They dislike too much 
water, keep on the dry side but 
with scant, constant watering. 
Cool, light, airy east window. 
Orange Trees. These remain in 
good condition for a longer pe- 
riod than most forced house 
plants. A cool and light location 
is needed. Keep moist but with 
no water standing around roots. 
Poinsettias. Never* must these 
plants receive the least chilling. 
70° during the day, not lower 
* than 65° at night. Place them 
in a sunny window and allow 
them to get just dry enough be- 
fore watering. Immerse in a dish 
of water to cover top of pot as 
directed above, remove and do 
not water again until dry. Lack 
of sunshine, too much or too lit- 
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expense of the plant producing it. 
Their other name is thieves! The 
final pat for these shrubs has been 
to cut away all suckers from the 
base and manure put around them 
with a liberal sprinkling of 
coarsely ground bone meal. They 
were limed weeks ago, for I was 
brought up horticulturally to be- 
lieve that lime and bone meal to- 
gether are apt to create plant in- 
digestion. Yet I am assured the 
theory is an exploded one. 


Brushes. A 

 blustering day, a good fire in 
the garden room, and time to paint 
the tool handles—turquoise as 
usual. Before I learned how to 
take care of a paint brush, I either 
had a stiff stub to work with or 
had to purchase new equipment 
each year. Now I know better. 
When ihe work is over, excess 
paint is wiped off (although it 
does not need to be thoroughly 
cleaned) and a paper is cut eight 
times as long as the brush is wide, 
and about twice as wide as the 
length of the brush from tip of 
bristles to top of ferrule. Crease 
paper in the center, dip brush in 


Saving Paint 
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tle water means loss of foliage. 
Gardenias. The mail is clogged 
with queries as to their care. The 
first rule is to keep plants in 
a semi-moist condition, Apply 
enough water to moisten all the 
earth in the pot and then do not 
water again until the plants dry 
out enough to need more mois- 
ture. Use tepid water, do not let 
them stand in water but keep 
saucers dry. Four blocks of wood 
under the pot in the saucer will 
allow the water to run through 
the pot, an indication that the 
whole earth mass is saturated. 
Keep in an even temperature be- 
tween 60° and 70° day and — 
night. Always in the sun when 
possible, not near a radiator or. 
in a draft. Feed every three or 
four weeks with a liquid fertil- 
izer obtained from any florist 
specializing in growing Garde- 
nias. Spray.every few weeks with 
cool water with enough force to 
clean the Jeaves, When mealy ~ 
bugs lodge in the joints, place 
the plant in a sink and go over 
the infected spots with a soft, - 
flat, 2” paint brush. A little pure 
soap in the water will keep the 
Teaves clean. When picking the 
blooms always submerge them in 
cold water for a few minutes 
then place in the refrigerator.

paper over brush and turn once. 
Next fold paper up over the ‘brush 
on the lengthwise crease, and turn 
brush and paper until the end of 
the strip is reached. Tie a string 
halfway up the bristles, place in a 
can of raw linseed oil, being sure 
the bristles touch the bottom, with 
the oil level well above the top of © 
the wrapper. It sounds complicated 
in description, but is simplicity 
itsel*—and sure in results. 


The Garden in Winter. Along 

e with the neglected cat and_ 
the forgotten birds, garden fea- 
tures that are left out during 
winter months are dreary looking, — 
and do not add to the graciousness _ 
of the outlook. I like a garden that 


aspect is obtained only when, like 
all garden procedures, there is a 
reason for each one. There is 


in storms and snows, yet many | 


the jar, leaf filled and ice cake 


of wisdom to have garden features 
so they can be moved. My low 
porcelain bird bath is washed and 
wrapped; pedestals that have held 
the potted plants are stored away 
and whatever temporary supports 
of stake or lattice behind Ivies or 
annual vines are taken out from 
the growths and put in strategic 
spots where the paint brush will 
reach them. A thing tucked out of 
sight-can so easily be forgotten. 
What cannot be- removed is cov- 
ered with box or basket; and 
above wall insets, little sloping 
pent houses may be fastened to 
protect them from injury of ice, 
snow or blown falling branches.

e Actual labors today were car- 

ried out as a revolt from an over- 
dose of Christmas cards and tinsel 
and pictured wrapping papers.

and for the first time I can remem- 
ber it was sheer pleasure to play 
with the pests! As I grow older 
in the gardening game, I try to 
attune the tasks to the mood of 
the ‘moment, remembering that 
nothing is work unless you would 
rather be doing something else. 


10 Maidenhair Ferns on the 
e Table. My pre-Christmas 
revolt was echoed in the last week 
of the year by one of the younger 
members of the family who wanted 
the decorations for a table to sug- 
gest nothing of the: brilliant motifs 
that had occupied mind and eye 
for the past two weeks. “Light and 
airy, not red and heavy” was the 
dictum. We took quantities of 
maidenhair ferns, submerged the 
sprays in water for an hour or two 
immediately upon arrival, and then 
burned the ends of the stems in 
the gas flame. This process ren- 
ders their life much longer. 


I e close by the fire with cur- 
tains drawn against the frosty 
night, on the last day of the year 
I take account of stock. Not of 
actualities. That was done in the 
late fall as I pushed the leaves 
aside and mulled over what was 
to be seen and what had been 
visible results during the months 
of the season.

CLteomeE. Grows 7 with each 
branch ending in ever extending 
racemes of airy golden yellow (ap- 
proaching orange) flowers. 

CyYNOGLOssUM FIRMANENT is a 
splendid addition, for this low 
growing plant is covered for weeks 
with bright Forget-me-not blue 
flowers that attract.every visitor to 
our garden. Splendid as an edging 
plant, and will give blue when the 
color is needed most. We combined 
this with Petunia, Hollywood Star 
with a background of orange Mari- 
golds with stunning effect. 

CoNVOLVULUS CRIMSON RAMBLER 
(Vaughan’s Seed Store), though 
not grown in our garden, was seen 
growing in other gardens and is so 
much like a Morning Glory as to 
be accepted by most. It is a lovely 
crimson and makes a dense vine. 

DELPHINIUM PINK SENSATION 
(most seedsmen and plantsmen), 
in common with all Delphinium, 
had a tough time of it this year 
with heat and dryness, but despite 
this made good, as did DELPHINIUM 
Paciric Hysrips GALAHAD SERIES, 
introduced by Henry A. Dreer. 
These last are a clear white with 
individual florets as large as 3”. 

EscHSCHOLTzIA CREAMY CRIN- 
KLES and DeLicHTFUL (both from 
W. Atlee: Burpee) are fine addi- 
tions to the California poppies. 
The first is one of the most double 
and crinkled of all varieties and 
the latter is a trim erect grower 
15” high, 

Three Gladiolus from Champlain 
View Gardens, like all recent in- 
troductions from this firm, are 
good and will be widely distributed 
with this year’s natural lowering of 
price. They are SNow WHITE, a 
large pure white; JASMINE, a beau- 
tiful lemon yellow, and SENSATION, 
a large beautifully ruffled bright 
rose with flowers as large as 6” to 
7” across. ; 

IMPATIENS PINK BUTTERFLY 
(most seedsmen) adds another 
background plant, growing 6’ to 7’ 
with salmon-pink flowers 2” across. 

Ipomoea ScarLetT O’Hara (all 
seedsmen). The All-America gold 
medal winner for 1939 did every- 
thing expected of it for me.I had 
people tell me they did not get it 
into flower but in my garden with 
about twenty plants trained to 
chicken wire, we had thousands of 
blooms from early in the summer

to frost. In addition, I saw it at 
least fifty times in other gardens 
growing and blooming. 

Liarris SEPTEMBER GLORY is 
quite the showiest of the late varie- 
ties of this plant and was a wel- 
come addition to our borders where 
we expect to plant more next year. 
The purple flowers are produced 
on long spikes during late August 
and early September, 

In Marigolds, much of the in- 
terest this year centered in Bur- 
PEE’S RED AND GoLp Hysrips, and 
just as Mr. Burpee stated in his 
lectures on the new plants, there 
were both gold and red and gold 
flowers contained in the seed dis- 
tributed; in fact, occasionally, 
flowers off type were encountered 
in our garden. Tlfe red was not 
very predominate until late Sep- 
tember when it became very pro- 


nounced and aft this writing scores 


of fine red and gold flowers are in 
evidence. 

ORANGE SUNSET, a selection of 
Sunset Giants, takes the Marigold 
crown for size, and here again the 


_stock is not as yet more than sixty 


percent true to type but would be 
worth growing if they were only 
25 percent true. 

Maricotp SpANisH Goto (W. 
Atlee Burpee Company) is quite 
the most uniform grower in Mari- 
golds we have seen. A hedge 20” 
high and 30” across, of glowing 
orange carnation-like flowers is 
possible with this variety. Mart- 
cotp Roya Crown from the same 
firm is a real addition for fore- 
ground of borders. It grows 20” 
high and produces great quantities 
of bright pure yellow flowers with 
odorless foliage. 

PetuntA HoLLywoop Star (most 
seedsmen) proved a winner in our 
garden, for not only did it run 100 
percent true with rich rose pointed 
flowers but in addition disdained to 
become rampant no matter what 
the weather. Here is one to com- 
bine with blue and rely upon for 
edging. 

The two double flowering sterile 
hybrid varieties St1LL Ponp, pink, 
and Mrs. W. K. Dupont SuPREME, 
white (Charles H. Totty), while 
not possessing the stamina of the 
balcony or bedding types are both 
beautiful and well worth coddling 
a bit to obtain those gorgeous flow- 
ers that they both produce in great 
quantities. A location that has 
shade part of the day is a help. 

Other fine performing Petunias 
listed by most seedsmen were VEL- 
vet BALL, a deep velvety crimson; 


LapYBIRD, a deep topaz rose and 
Att DovusLte APPLE BLossom 
(DarnTINEss) with huge double 
fringed light pink blooms. 

The annual PHLox Satmon 
Gory (most seedsmen) with enor- 
mous flower trusses of rich salmon 
pink and the perennial Phlox Har- 
vest Fire (Jackson & Perkins), a 
brilliant salmon orange with large 
florets in very large heads, were 
both fine additions, the latter for 
the border and the other for bed 
work. 

Among the Roses, without going 
into complete color descriptions. 
you would do well to investigate 
Sequoia and Sunny Days from 
Henry A. Dreer, Mapet STEARNS 
from Wayside Gardens, McGrepy’s 
SunseT, DoNALD Prior and Betty 
Prior from Jackson & Perkins, 
and Gotpen State from Conard 
Pyle. 

Four Scabiosas, all of the same 
general type proved fine: This 
flower is getting away from the old 
pincushion type and now resembles 
a beehive in formation. BLUE 
Moon (most seedsmen) and 
Roya, Rose and Wuite CocKADE 
from Stumpp and Walter are 
worthy of your trial. 

TaMARIxX SUMMER GLow brings 
a new color to this useful plant. 
Bright wine red, the flowers look 
almost fantastic among the feath- 
ery tips. A fine addition to the 
shrubbery border and splendid for 
seashore gardens. It does best if 
cut back hard each year. 

Triroma Brazing CoMeET, a 
shiny red Tritoma and Triroma 
ORANGE FLAME, a flaming orange 
variety, both from Jackson and 
Perkins, are the beginning of a 
series of more worthwhile red hot 
poker plants. 

VERBENA BLUE SENTINEL listed 
by several seedsmen is a dwarf 
compact erect grower and a re- 
minder that not only should this 
one be grown but more Verbenas 
as well. 

VioLeT SNow QuEEN (Stumpp 
and Walter) is a white Violet that 
will delight all who love these 
early spring flowers. It is single 
and free flowering. 

Zinnias bring us to the end of 
performance for new plants and to 
a successful end, for in Crown 0” 
Gotp, Fantasy Wuire Licxt, 
Fantasy Orance Lapy, FANTASY 
Rosaie and ZinnNIA WILL Rocers, 
the last by Peter Henderson, and 
the former ones by most seedsmen, 
we have a group that will stay in 
American gardens for somé time. 
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
